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Status quo rocked by conference shifts, NFL draft 


President Bush has nothing on college foot- 
ball. One year into the 90s, it too has a New 
World Order: 

© Arkansas bolted the Southwest Confer- 
ence, joining former Independent South Caro- 
lina in a new 12-team Southeastern Confer- 
ence. The SEC will go to a two-division 
alignment in 92 and hold its own champion- 
ship game. The green of potential TV dollars 
is matched by the green looks of envy from 
other conferences. 

® Florida State, after flirting with 
the SEC, decided to join the Atlantic 
Coast Conference, enhancing a once- 
ignored league which now is recognized 
as a power. The Seminoles begin ACC 
play in 1992. 

® The Big East opened its doors to 
football, coming away with an eight-team 
league featuring Miami. The league begins 
play this season but is operating in name 
only, without a common schedule or bowl 
bid — though the latter could come at any 
time. The Big East already is being wooed by 
bowls, from the precocious Blockbuster to the 
veteran Orange. Big East in, Big Eight out? 
Stay tuned. 

® Penn State, which started the realignment 
trend early in 1990 when it joined the Big Ten, 
is expected to play a league schedule in 93. By 
then, only 14 Independents will remain (down 
from 25 last season), with Notre Dame the 
only “name” school.

Notre Dame entered both the 1989 
and 1990 seasons as the nation’s most 
talented team, according to Don Hein- 
rich’s College Football's exclusive Tal- 
ent Quotient Rating System. The Irish 
acquitted themselves nobly, if not suc- 
cessfully. This year, the honors pass to 
Florida State, as successful as any team 
in the land the past four years (42-6) 
but with no national championships 
to show for it. 

The Seminoles undeniably are the 
nation’s most talented team, with four 
players on Don Heinrich’s first-team 
All-America squad. Head coach Bob- 
by Bowden always has had great 
talent; this year, he has the proper 
blend of balanced offense and swarm- 
ing defense to take the big prize. 

FSU returns 17 starters from last 
season’s 10-2 club, including quar- 
terback Casey Weldon, undefeated 
since taking over as a starter mid- 
way through last season.

Florida State No. 1; 
Detmer, Klingler, Jones 
lead Heisman race 


Taxing schedules contributed to Notre 
Dame’s demise the past two seasons, and the 
same danger faces Florida State: a 12-game 
slate that includes five 1990 bowl teams in 
addition to probation-struck Florida. Luck 
could be a factor in FSU’s run at the title. 

It’s ironic that two of Florida State’s chal- 
lengers for national honors will be its ACC 
buddies in 92. Georgia Tech, with three All- 
Americans, is ready to defend its half-title, 
while Clemson intends to shove Tech and 
Virginia aside and reclaim conference steward- 
ship. How good is the ACC? Try nine first- or 
second-team All-Americans. 

Other 91 contenders include Florida, off 
probation and resurgent under Steve Spur- 
rier; Washington, back atop the Pac-10 after a 
10-year absence; Michigan, 9-3 last year in 
coach Gary Moeller’s first season; and Miami 
and Notre Dame, though both definitely are a 
step off their previous form. Possible long- 
shots include Syracuse and Oklahoma.

In conference races, the pivotal games are 
early or late. The ACC could be decided Sept. 
28, when Clemson plays host to Georgia Tech. 
Michigan, which starts the Big Ten race on 
the road at lowa and Michigan State, ends it 
in November at Illinois and home vs. Ohio 
State. The Big Eight figures to be a Colorado- 

Oklahoma-Nebraska troika, ending Nov. 29 
with the Sooners at Nebraska. The Pac-10 
likewise is a three-way fight, between Wash- 
ington, USC and resurgent UCLA, the lat- 
ter two meeting Nov. 23. Florida is a slight 
favorite over Tennessee, Auburn and Ala- 
bama in the SEC; all four teams play 
each other. Texas has November 
showdowns with Houston (Nov. 

) 9)and Texas A&M (Thanksgiv- 

’ ing Day) that should decide the 

SWC. And Brigham Youngagain 
is a heavy favorite to dominate 
the WAC.

Though a few traditional show- 
downs — Auburn-Florida State, 

Penn State-Syracuse, Miami-Notre 

Dame — have at least temporarily 
gone the way of the Berlin Wall, the 
‘91 season is loaded with tantalizing 
matchups, topped by Florida State’s 

late-season dates with rivals Miami 
(Nov. 16) and Florida (Nov. 30). 

Other top non-conference games 
include: The Kickoff Classic (Aug. 
28), matching Penn State and Geor- 
gia Tech, followed a day later by the 
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Pigskin Classic between Florida State and 
BYU; a wild September featuring Houston- 
Miami (Sept. 12), USC-Penn State, Michi- 
gan-Notre Dame, UCLA-Tennessee (all Sept. 
14), Washington-Nebraska, Auburn-Texas, 
Florida-Syracuse, BY U-Penn State (all Sept. 
21) and Michigan-Florida State (Sept. 28); 
Syracuse-Florida State (Oct. 5); Penn State- 
Miami, Texas-Oklahoma (both Oct. 12); 
USC-Notre Dame (Oct. 26); Tennessee-Notre 
Dame (Nov. 9); and Notre Dame-Penn State 
(Nov. 16).

Thanks to pro football’s new bait, college 
football is moving toward youth, the age of 
the great senior replaced by the era of the con- 
tributing true freshman, the sensational sopho- 
more and the junior superstar. In 1990, eight 
of the 38 underclassmen who applied for the 
NFL draft would have been Don Heinrich’s 
preseason All-Americans; this year, seven de- 
partees would have been honorees — Raghib 
Ismail, Herman Moore, Ed King, Randy Bald- 
win, Chris Gardocki, Jesse Campbell and 
Dexter Davis. 

Reversing the trend somewhat, BYU quar- 
terback Ty Detmer decided to return to school 
for his senior season, unlike the two junior 
Heisman Trophy winners — Barry Sanders 
and Andre Ware — before him. Not consi- 
dered a top prospect, Detmer likely made the 
right decision. Of the 38 players who sought 
pro riches in 1990, 18 were drafted (eight in 
the first round). This year, 29 players applied, 
including one (Eric Swann) who never went to 
college after failing to meet the SAT standard, 
one (Indiana’s Rob Turner) who flunked out 
of school, one (Tennessee’s Chuck Webb) who 
decided to jump after sitting out virtually all 
of 1990 with an injury, and two (USC’s Todd 
Marinovich, Pitt's Curvin Richards) who left 
after being suspended. 

The trend, however, isn’t one-sided. For 
every quality player who skips his senior year, 
a freshman or sophomore is making gains 
because he has an opportunity to play. Coaches 
have concluded that premature losses can be 
partially offset by using their young talent ear- 
lier. As a result, redshirting an entire freshman 
class is another tradition falling by the wayside.

Detmer is back to defend his Heisman, with 
Houston’s David Klingler, who threw 54 TD 
passes in 1990, his main competition. Also in 
the running are Georgia Tech’s Shawn Jones, 
Florida State’s Weldon, Florida’s Shane Mat- 
thews, all quarterbacks, and Virginia running 
back Terry Kirby. For the sake of argument, 
how about Michigan offensive tackle Greg 
Skrepenak? He is, after all, the most domi- 
nating lineman in college football and odds- 
on to win both the Outland (top interior line- 
man) and Lombardi (all linemen) awards.

Other issues and notes relevant to 1991: 

Bowls: Say goodbye to the All-American 
Bowl, which folded its tent. Say a prayer for 
the Fiesta Bowl, which was damaged by the 
Martin Luther King holiday brouhaha in Ari- 
zona and put on life support when its title 
sponsor (Sunkist) did a fade. And for now, 
applaud the College Football Bowl Associa- 
tion, which instituted a $250,000 penalty for

any bowl that ignores this year’s Nov. 17 selec- 
tion date. 

New NCAA rules governing bowls require 
a minimum payout per team of $750,000 by 
‘93, and ban teams from bowl games unless 
they have at least six victories against Division 
I-A opponents. 

Issues: Cost-cutting legislation from the 
January 1991 NCAA convention that goes 
into effect this season includes the institution 
of a maximum 20-hour work week for ath- 
letes, the initial part of a five-year athletic 
dorm phaseout, the elimination of more than 
half of the training table meals for athletes, 
and recruiting reductions (annual visits cut 
from 85 to 70, and fewer coaches allowed to 
recruit). In addition, scholarships will be cut 
by 10 (95 to 85) by 1993, and football staffs 
will be trimmed by three (16 to 13) by 1992. 

Rules: The width between goal posts has 
been reduced from 23 feet 4 inches to 18 feet 6 
inches. Also, offensive holding and clipping 
penalties will be marked from the point of 
infraction, instead of the line of scrimmage. 
The NCAA is studying proposals to reduce 
the length of games. 

Probation: Six teams enter 1991 on proba- 
tion. Cincinnati, Memphis State, Florida and 
Houston are eligible for postseason play; Min- 
nesota and Oklahoma State are not.

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ome own in hehh,” Alabama execu- 
tive athletic director Jim Goostree 
said in a tone you could pour over 
waffles. “I want you to listen to this.” 
Goostree opened a conference room, placed a 
cassette player on the table and walked out. 
With the playing of the tape returned the 
memories of a sport and a state held in the 
thrall of one man. 

“This is Paul Bryant,” the tape began ami- 
ably. That voice, the low, slow rumble of a 
train entering the far end of a tunnel, con- 
tinued for the better part of an hour. Bryant 
recorded the tape, in 1973 it’s believed, as a 
self-help tool for coaches. He shared his phi- 
losophies about coaching on and off the field, 
about winning, about assembling many play- 
ers into one team. 

“I listen to it once in a while,” said Goos- 
tree, who served Bryant as athletic trainer 
through Bryant’s 25 years at Alabama. Goos- 
tree listens to draw sustenance from a well 
that he’d prefer to leave untouched. “The last 
eight years I have really tried not to live in the 
past, but encouraged those who were here to 
learn from the past,” Goostree said. “Some 
did not choose to do that.” 

Bryant has been gone eight years — 
“croaked,” as he said in his morbid prophecy, 
four weeks after he stopped coaching. But the 
Bear hasn't left college football. He remains as 
much a part of the game as the three-point 
stance and Two-Bits-Four-Bits. And for bet- 
ter or worse, he certainly hasn’t left the Uni- 
versity of Alabama. “Paul W. Bryant” appears 
on more campus building signs than “Exit.” 

The Paul W. Bryant Hall houses Crimson 
Tide athletes. The Paul W. Bryant Confer- 
ence Center and the Paul W. Bryant Museum 
sit side by side on what used to be 10th Avenue 
in Tuscaloosa. It is now Paul W. Bryant Drive. 
Down the street is Bryant-Denny Stadium. 

He began his tenure at Alabama in 1958 as 
a man so hard you could strike a match on 
him. He ended his career as a grandfatherly 
icon, He was a head coach for 38 seasons, 
including earlier stops at Maryland (1945), 
Kentucky (1946-53) and Texas A&M (1954- 
57). He won 323 games. Joe Paterno, the dean 
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of Division I-A head coaches, has coached 
292. Not won. Coached. 

Bryant did not win a national champion- 
ship until 1961, his 17th season in coaching. 
He added five more before he finished. He 
tied Oklahoma for the longest winning streak 
of the last two decades (28 games, 1978-80). 
He remains first in bowl victories (15). 
He coached 23 consensus All-Americans and 
spawned at least 23 Division I head coaches. 
To his delight, his record against former play- 
ers and assistants was 43-6. 

Bryant won throwing the ball at Kentucky. 
He won running the ball at Texas A&M. At 
Alabama, he ran and threw. After the 1970 
season, when his passing offense and segre- 
gated roster no longer were effective, a 57- 
year-old man with 26 years of coaching experi- 
ence changed. With the new wishbone offense 
came the most successful decade in the history 
of the sport: three national championships 
and arecord of 107-13 (.892). Of his last seven 
consensus All-Americans, four were white, 
three were black. 

It’s not unlike the state of Alabama to refuse 
to accept reality. This is the state only Missis- 
sippi out-misered in begrudging basic civil 
rights. (So strong is the reputation of Bryant 
that many coaches credit him with being a 
leader in integrating the SEC. In truth, Ala- 
bama didn’t play a black player until 1971, 
four years after Kentucky tore down the SEC 
color barrier.) Perhaps that explains why the 
death of Bryant never has been accepted com- 
pletely by his minions. 

The permanence of Bryant at the Capstone, 
as locals refer to the university, has kept the

football program and the athletic department 
in turmoil. Bill Curry, a success at 26-10 over 
three seasons, departed because he could not 
coexist — or wasn’t allowed to — with the 
Bryant legacy. Strangely, Curry went to Ken- 
tucky, which Bryant left for Texas A&M in 
1953 because he couldn't coexist with basket- 
ball coach Adolph Rupp. 

The man who replaced Curry, Gene Stal- 
lings, was Bryant’s first choice as his successor 
in 1982, but the university chose former Ala- 
bama receiver Ray Perkins. Stallings played 
for Bryant at Texas A&M and coached for 
him at Alabama. When Stallings’ Texas A&M 
team defeated Alabama in the 1968 Cotton 
Bowl, Bryant lifted his pupil and carried him 
off the field. 

When president Roger Sayers announced 
the hiring of Stallings in January 1990, aman 
who had removed himself from Alabama foot- 
ball appeared at the press conference. Before 
it began, he approached Stallings in the hall- 
way and wrapped him in a heartfelt hug. 
“This,” Paul W. Bryant Jr. said, “is what Papa 
would have wanted.” 

Stallings approaches the Bryant legacy as 
he approaches all subjects: directly, honestly, 
with no trace of artifice. “I’m not the least bit 
interested in anything but his legacy growing,” 
Stallings said. “I really loved the man. He was 
my friend. I want to see it grow.” 


The name of the tape is Living Football 
and Making a Living. Punch the button and 
Bryant fills the room from a little box. 

“Point out to them that they don’t have to 
win, but there is a great difference in the reward 
from winning than in losing. A game that 
cannot be played over has to be lived with for 
life. Point out that only special people win 
consistently. There is very little difference in 
being average and being achampion,” he said. 

Being average is one subject about which 
Bryant knew little. “Over and over,” he said, 
“point out the importance of winning.” 

Bryant’s former players and coaches indi- 
cate that his success derived from his ability to 
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inspire and his ability to plan. The former was 
instinctive, the latter acquired. Each mani- 
fested itself in different ways. 

Nobody has described Bryant's gift in fewer 
words or in greater detail than Bum Phillips 
did in the foreword of Bryant’s 1974 autobiog- 
raphy. Phillips, who worked on Bryant's staff 
at Texas A&M, said, “Coach Bryant doesn’t 
coach football. He coaches people.” 

Bryant inspired. He might have used fear 
or awe or flattery or any other tool 
he could find. But he inspired. All of 
the following comments were made 
independently. 

Stallings: “I know this. Everybody = / 
wanted to please Coach Bryant. We all 
feared him toacertainextent. Wewould =” 
do anything to get his approval.” 

Former Alabama assistant Clem 
Gryska: “If he fussed or cursed at me, 
he would just kill me. It was better 
for him to do something low-key to 
get me to do it. Ken Stabler, he had 
to straddle him. ... He’d fuss at one, 
prod another and ask me, ‘Don't 
you think we ought to do it this way?’” 

Stallings: “There’s a big difference in han- 
dling and manipulating. A lot of people manip- 
ulate. Coach Bryant handled people. That 
was his long suit.” 

Former Alabama assistant Louis 
Campbell, in 1980: “There’s some- 
thing about him that demands that 
you fight your guts out for him.” 

Gryska: “We'd have a secretary type 
something up on Tuesday or Wednes- 
day, to have something of a game plan 
on paper. Afterward, Coach Bryant 
would say to her, ‘Boy, you really helped 
us in practice.’ She’d be there the next 
morning ready to type a book.” 

Bryant said he handled players differ- 
ently for a reason. At the end of the 1963 
season, he made a bigger impression on his 
team, fans and the nation when he suspended 
Joe Namath than he would have if he had 
suspended a little-used reserve. “Don’t chew 
out a third-stringer,” Bryant said. “Pick the 
All-American. You'll get their attention.” 

In his early years as a head coach, he often 
inspired through intimidation in several forms, 
including physical. In the time it took for a 
whistle to sound, Bryant would climb down 
from his tower and line up across a player. He 
would block or be blocked. Mostly, he would 
teach. 

“When he was a young man, I don’t know 
why he had assistants,” said Charley McClen- 
don, who played and coached for Bryant at 
Kentucky and coached against him at LSU. 
“He tried to do it all himself and near about 
did.” McClendon is the only Bryant disciple 
to have defeated him in consecutive seasons. 

Bryant ruled his coaches and players with 
absolute authority. Both McClendon and Stal- 
lings told stories about making suggestions at 
staff meetings. McClendon’s began with him 
saying, “I feel that... ,” and ended with Bryant 
saying, “I don’t give adamn how you feel.” To 
Stallings, then a new assistant, Bryant said, 
“Well, I know one damn thing. We ain’t doing 
it that way.” Stallings said, “I didn’t say any- 
thing for three months.” 

Stallings remembers Bryant calling him into 
a meeting to receive a tongue-lashing. Stal- 
lings walked in, sat down — and waited. Not 
for Bryant. He was there. Stallings waited for 
Bryant to begin the lashing. “He would take 
forever,” Stallings said, “to light a cigarette.” 

Buddy Aydelette played on the offensive

line for Bryant from 1977-79, when the Crim- 
son Tide won two national championships 
and had a record of 34-2. He played for a man 
who no longer demonstrated plays. Late in his 
career, Bryant compared himself to the CEO 
of a large corporation. He missed the day-to- 
day contact with the players, but he no longer 
could allow football to consume him. 

It already had eaten enough of him 

that his health suffered. “He didn’t get 

up on the chalkboard and design plays,” 

Aydelette said. “His role was more of 

instilling confidence and making sure 
we were prepared on the field.” 

Confidence and preparation, inspira- 
tion and planning. For instance, Bryant, 
a native of Arkansas but a graduate of 
Alabama, made his players believe that the 
crimson uniform meant something. “You 
were better than the other fellow because 
you were at Alabama,” Aydelette said. “My 
senior year, there were only two starters on 
offense from out of state. Defense, there might 
have been three.” 

Ona particularly hot, humid day in August 
1979, Bryant stopped a lethargic practice. In 
a book that ranked the 1979 team No. 6 all- 

time, writer Al Browning described the talk 
Bryant gave as the turning point of the sea- 
son. “Gentlemen, a day like this is the rea- 
son you’re Alabama football players while 
others are somewhere else,” Bryant be- 
gan. “I know it’s hot. Hell, I’m hot. I 
know you're tired. I’m tired, too. | know 
it’s tough. But it’s supposed to be. If I 
didn’t think you were up to this chal- 
lenge, | wouldn't have invited you to 
join this team, wouldn't have recruited 
you for Alabama. So you don’t have 
to prove yourselves to me. I already 
know you're capable. But I’m ask- 
ing you to prove something to 
yourselves, to let yourselves know 

you've got what it takes to be a 

championship team.” 

Aydelette remembers such feelings ex- 
pressed a little more graphically. “He used to 
say, ‘When the white stuff comes up in your 
throat, if you’re still pushing yourself, | know 
you'll play well in the fourth quarter,’” 
Aydelette said. “Subtleties like that.” 


Bryant is not credited with the development 
of any landmark offense, as is, say, Clark 
Shaughnessy of Stanford with the T- forma- 
tion or Knute Rockne with the Notre Dame 
box. But everything Bryant used he improved 
upon. Nobody threw as well out of the wish- 
bone as Bryant’s teams. The Alabama Player 
of the Decade for the 1970s, an era of grind-it- 
out football, was wide receiver/ tight end Ozzie 
Newsome. 

“I think any successful coach has to have 
some ability,” Stallings said. “His x’s and o’s 
weren't any better than anybody else’s. I think 
his players thought they were. They might as 
well be. The player always thought he had an 
advantage because he had Coach Bryant on 


’ the sideline.” 


Bryant never claimed to be a chalkboard 
genius — anything but. He admitted to find- 
ing the geniuses and bringing them to work. “I 
highly recommend that you hire coaches that 
are smarter than you are,” he said on the tape. 

Bryant took pride in the little, unpublicized 
skills of coaching that never make it off the 
sideline. It might be a play installed as late as 
Thursday or Friday of game week.

some little thing and he’d make the kids feel 
like. . .it was splitting the atom,” Gryska said. 

The wishbone was nothing if not predict- 
able. Against Ohio State and coach Woody 
Hayes in the 1978 Sugar Bowl, Bryant took 
left halfback Major Ogilvie and moved him 
out to the slot. Ogilvie would go into motion 
before the snap and return to left halfback, 
but the adjustment discombobulated the Buck- 
eyes defense. Alabama won 35-6. 

If on offense he swore fealty to no scheme, 
Bryant adhered to defensive basics. As a young 
coach, he tried to learn as much as he could 
from coaches such as Gen. Robert Neyland at 
Tennessee and Bud Wilkinson at Oklahoma. 
Neyland’s teams couldn't wait to kick the ball 
away just so they could stuff the opposing 
team all over again. If the other team didn’t 
score, it couldn’t win. 

“The first time freshmen were on campus, 
he'd have a freshman-squad meeting,” Gryska 
said. “The first thing we got to do is keep 
from losing. Then we can worry about win- 
ning,’ he’d say.” 

During the NCAA Tournament last March, 
Crimson Tide basketball coach Wimp Sand- 
erson used that very quote at a press confer- 
ence, beginning, “Coach Bryant used to always 
say...” Sanderson occupies Bryant’s former 
office in Coleman Coliseum. 

Bryant never beat Neyland, but after the 
general retired in 1952, they became good 
friends. Especially as a younger man, Bryant 
cultivated older coaches, “even if it meant 
running errands for them,” he said. “Some of 
my cohorts kidded me about polishing apples.” 
He went on to say some of those same cohorts 
came to see him years later looking for work. 


Bryant became an old coach. In his later 
years, he didn’t arrive at the office at 5:30 a.m. 
and expect his assistants to be there. Some- 
times meetings didn’t begin until 8 a.m. Gone 
were the days when Bryant would give his 
coaches two weeks off, then call them four or 
five days later and want to know where the 
hell they were. 

One of the ideas he cultivated in his final 
years was a museum for Alabama football. 
He had plans drawn up, though nothing like 
the tribute to him that sits across the boule- 
vard from Coleman Coliseum. The museum 
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EAR 


attracts more than 40,000 visitors a year. Itis a 
paean to Bryant and to the school’s football 
history, the only one of its kind, according to 
curator Emily Moore. She is a native Tusca- 
loosan and a librarian, not a football fan, by 
trade. 

“A couple who came through the museum 
last fall,” Moore said, “the man turned to the 
woman and said, ‘Wow, there are some great 
memories in there.’ That’s the kind of thing 
you hear when you eavesdrop.”

For every Bryant fan that has relegated the 
coach to memory, there’s another who refuses 
to let him go. Oh, they know he’s not coming 
back. They’re just not happy about it. After 
all, Alabama fans bragged of his ability to 
walk on water in the mid-1960s. Posters and 
bumper stickers proclaimed, “I Believe.” If he 
could walk on water, surely death was just 
another away game. 

“We saw him every day. We didn’t see the 
deterioration,” Gryska said. “When I go to the 
museum and see the Liberty Bowl pictures, 
gosh, he was wrinkled and tired-looking.” 

Four weeks after a 21-15 victory over IIli- 
nois in the 1982 Liberty Bowl, Bryant checked 
into a Tuscaloosa hospital. He had felt pains 
while at the home of his close friend Jimmy 
Hinton. The next afternoon, Jan. 26, 1983, 
while sitting on his bed, Bryant suffered a 
massive heart attack. 

First Bryant, then the state, never knew 
what hit. Doctors gave up working on the 
coach after an hour. There’s still plenty left to 
be done on the state. 

Paterno is the active coach closest to Bry- 
ant in victories. Paterno, 64, has 229 victories, 
94 short of Bryant. He has talked of coaching 
until he is 70. Paterno could win 13 games a 
year and not catch Bryant. 

Paterno spoke with Bryant regularly. “He 
kind of took interest in me,” Paterno said. 
Bryant liked Paterno and Penn State enough 
to sign a 10-year contract with them to play 
football. The last game was played last sea- 


son. Since the contract was signed, Paterno 
has coached against Bryant, Perkins, Curry 
and Stallings. He has watched the state of 
Alabama adjust to Bryant’s disappearance. 
He is amazed. Every week, Paterno said, 
he gets six or seven letters with Alabama 
postmarks. 

“It’s almost like they're looking for some- 
body to replace Bryant,” Paterno said. “Young 
kids, older people. I've thought about that. It’s 
just a question that they see something in me 
— that I know isn’t there — that they had with 
Bryant. He’s bigger than life. He looked the 
part. He liked it. He acted it. John Wayne. 
He’s leading Desert Storm.” 

Paterno played Bryant four times. He remem- 
bered how Bryant would walk slowly onto the 
field, lean up against a goal post and take in 
the surroundings. “I used to try to get my 
team out there when they wouldn't see him,” 
Paterno said. “Half of them would be over 
there looking for him. And he knew it.” 

Paterno’s record against Bryant: 0-4. 

“L always had a plan I believed in so strongly 
that I thought it would win at Vassar Col- 
lege,” Bryant said on the tape. “I never doubted 
winning. It was just a question of how long it 
would take.”

Imagine the void if we 
were to wake up every Tuesday morning 
and find only this on college football in the 
local rag: “Yup, Tech is a fine, fine football 
team, and we'll have to be dad-gum wild- 
eyed if we ’spect to stay on the field with em. 
That, and of course we got to establish the 
ground game.” 

The polls have thrown us more curves than 
Bert Blyleven. They gave us dual national 
champions in 1978 — Alabama and USC — 
and pitched Brigham Young at usin 1984, the 
only team in history to have won the title 
for beating Squawhockey Canyon U. and the 
Utah Institute of Nouvelle Cuisine. 

For foibles, it’s hard to outrank the polls. 
One AP voter in 1989 had Louisiana State in 
his Top 20, even though the Tigers were 2-6. 
In 1962, UPI voters in their last poll dubbed 
Illinois 18th — a singular accomplishment for 
the Illini, who went 2-7. 

And then, just to make sure you were pay- 
ing attention, the voters unleashed another 
split-finger pitch Jan. 2, the writers and broad- 
casters (AP) anointing Colorado No. 1, and 
the coaches (UPI) deciding Georgia Tech was 
the primo team in the land. To the delight of 
Miami fans, the New York Times computer 
poll begged to differ with both, naming the 
Hurricanes No. 1. 

Ring and T-shirt companies announced a 
split in their stock dividends. 

There must be a better way to do this, but 
so far what we have is mostly a lot of bleating 
about a national playoff, and never mind the

a playoff existed, or the fact that the football 
season wouldn’t get over until a couple of 
weeks after Ash Wednesday. 

Absent a playoff, the polls are everything to 
college football. With a playoff, polls likely 
would assume an importance similar to that 
in college basketball: conversation pieces, but 
nothing to warrant eggs splattered on voters’ 
windows. 

“To tell you the truth, it didn’t bother me a 
whole lot that the writers didn’t vote us No. 
1,” said Georgia Tech coach Bobby Ross. 
“There has to be some way of evaluating it 
nationally, Even if we had a playoff system, 
you’d still have to have it. As long as people 
do it the right way, and take it seriously.” 

They do, but this is a uniquely egalitarian 
way of doing business. In fact, some would 
prefer the adjective Neanderthal. Proponents 
of a playoff for college football are inclined to 
think of the polls in the same way most of us

think of the Electoral College as a means for 
naming presidents. 

Not to disappoint the adherents of the term 
“student-athlete,” but college football is now a 
multimillion-dollar industry. When old Jim 
Bob down at the Bogalusa Bugle sits down to 
pencil in that weekly poll ballot, all he may be 
affecting are coaches’ jobs, television appear- 
ances, recruiting, capital improvements, gifts 
to the university and the morale of a populace 
that believes it is old State U.’s god-given right 
to have a university the football team can be 
proud of. 

But, what the hey, the polls are all we've 
got. 

“] think the polls are good,” insisted Beano 
Cook, a television analyst. “The people who 
vote in the polls are basically honest. Con- 
gress should be so honest.” 

At least football lends itself to a semblance 
of procedural order in the polls by playing the 
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vast percentage of its games on Saturdays. 
That contrasts with basketball, in which there 
are about 700 games every night, some of 
which start so late they’re in violation of local 
blue laws. 

It works like this: Before the season, the 
Associated Press bureaus across the country 
pick 60 voters representing the breadth of the 
nation. Usually, those chosen are beat writers 
for newspapers, radio play-by-play men, orin 
some cases, TV reporters. 

On Sunday, voters call in their order of 
teams to the local or national AP bureau, 
where the rankings are compiled and released 
early in the week. AP was the first poll, insti- 
tuted in 1936. 

Give the voters this much: They don’t make 
one dime of compensation; they don’t even 
get their names in the paper. There isn’t a lot 
of glory in it, especially when the kids are 
yowling and the wife wonders why you're 
never around to take out the garbage. “It’s an 
obligation,” said Miami Herald reporter Gary 
Long, one of the 1990 voters. 

“I took it seriously,” affirmed Greg Hansen 
of the Arizona Daily Star in Tucson. “Al- 

though I've always paid attention 

to college football, this year I paid 
even more. When I called in, I 
didn’t want to feel like a fool.”

linebacker, he often doesn't actually do 

it himself. 
“I’ma little weak there,” Georgia Tech’s 

Ross said. “I really don’t read any papers 

during the season. On every staff, there’s 

somebody who follows it closely. I sit down 
with this guy and with the SID (sports in- 
formation director).” 

Some coaches will find a way to assure 
input the week before they’re playing a for- 
midable opponent. That team, unranked by 
the coach the week before, suddenly may find 
itself eighth on his ballot, the better to prime 
his own team for the challenge. 

Not that coaches are unanimous in their 
belief that writers know what they’re doing, 
either. One of Ross’ assistants, basking in the 
glow of his demi-title last January, scoffed at 
the AP vote and suggested that if scribes were 
competent at what they do, they'd be writing 
novels. Of course, by that reasoning, if assist- 
ants were any good, they'd be head coaches. 

There are poll alternatives. USA Today 
and Cable News Network have combined for 
one, but like AP, it is concocted by media 
voters. The New York Times rankings are 
entirely computer-generated, and you know 
what occasionally comes out of computers. 
“I’ve always been dubious of the Times,” 
Cook said tongue in cheek, “since they told 
me not to worry about Castro, that he wasn’t 
a Communist.” 

If you're getting the feeling we may not 
be dealing with anything so calibrated as Pi 
r-squared, you're right. Here are some of the 
reasons why the playoff advocates always have 
that smirk on their faces: 


Cupcakes and Cream Puffs 


Any football coach worth his hoary cliches 
will tell you scheduling is a major part of the 
game. Yet poll voters too often ignore the fact 
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that some teams schedule their way into a 
national championship. 

The schedule simply cannot be minimized. 
A football team only has so many emotional 
performances inside it; beyond four or five a 
season, it is flirting with defeat. 

Then there are the more tangible benefits to 
weaker scheduling. If Miami precedes its game 
with Notre Dame with warmups against East 
Carolina, Cincinnati and San Jose State, then 
you can bet that in the dark of the night in a 
football office at Coral Gables, you'll find a 
coach stealing a look at how Notre Dame 
blocks the blast play, well in advance of the 
game. Last year, for instance, Oregon coaches 
conceded that a day or so before they were to 
play Utah State that the hay was in the barn, 
and it was all right to look at some video of 
Washington, the next week’s opponent. 

“You wouldn't find us doing that,” Ross 
insisted. “And I’m not giving you the stand- 
ard coaching answer, There’s a tremendous 
amount of parity. The media do that a lot 
(look ahead), but I don’t think you find 
coaches doing that.” 

The 1989 national championship was won 
by scheduling, not superiority. Notre Dame 
went 12-1, played a staggering nine bowl 
teams, and beat No. | Colorado convincingly 
in the Orange Bowl. Miami went 11-1, pic- 
nicking on Wisconsin, California, Missouri, 
Cincinnati, San Jose State, East Carolina and 
San Diego State. But the Hurricanes had the 
hole card, a solid victory over Notre Dame at 
Miami, a game the ’Canes were able to point 
to for weeks and probably the entire season. 


Say What? 


One of the quaint features of the polls 
is their what-have-you-done-for-me-lately 
quality. 

Example: Last year, Brigham Young 
stunned Miami at Provo in an early game, 
establishing itself as a national-championship 
contender. A few weeks later, however, the 
Cougars had their hopes dashed by Oregon, 
and the AP poll of Oct. 2 had Miami (2-1) 
rated ninth and BYU (4-1) rated 11th. In fact, 
four weeks later, after Miami had sustained a 
second defeat, the "Canes (5-2) were eighth, 
and BYU (6-1) lagged two places behind. 

Timing is everything, not only in punch 
lines, but polls too. Lose early, not late, if you 
want to win a national title. And if you’re a 
low-profile program like BYU, don’t lose at 
all. “Schools with big-time reputations can 
win the national championship with a loss,” 
Cook said. “But if you’re Virginia or BYU, 
forget it. One loss kills you. The schedule isn’t 
good enough to impress voters. Virginia can- 
not win the national championship with one 
loss. Notre Dame can.” 


Throw the Bums Out 


Philosophically, a voter has two ways of 
formulating a ballot. He can make an instinc- 
tive choice, week to week, without regard to 
how he voted the previous week. But most 
voters reach conclusions based on how they 
voted the previous week. Which is fine, unless 
last week’s ballot was out to lunch. 

“I don’t even consider how I voted the week 
before,” Hansen said. “I go on the instincts of 
the current week. Things change so dramati- 
cally week to week.” 

This phenomenon may explain Virginia’s 
meteoric rise last year. The Cavs burst on the 
scene with their early victory over Clemson 
and probably were immediately overrated. As 
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they kept winning, they kept climbing, until 
— by the logic of the consistent, week-to- 
week vote — they became No. 1. 

“It wasn’t so much you were convinced 
Virginia was the best,” Long said. “But if they 
weren't, who the hell was?” 

Another poll peccadillo is that voters tend 
not to adjust their sights retrospectively. If 
they vote one team highly on the basis of how 
they perceive the strength of a key opponent, 
and down the road that opponent is proven to 
be an average team, they likely won’t dock 
points from the winner of that game. 

“I don’t think voters look backward,” said 
1990 AP voter Rick Starr of the Valley News 
Dispatch in suburban Pittsburgh. “When 
Clemson loses a couple of times, I don’t think 
people go backwards and say, ‘Maybe I should 
rethink my position on Virginia.’” 


The Local Angle 


Although not the factor it was in the days of 
leather helmets, regionalism is a fact of life in 
the polls, although it probably is more preva- 
lent in votes for teams outside the Top 10. 

“If I get down to No. 25,” said Jeff Faraudo 
of the Hayward (Calif.) Daily Review, “and 
I’ve got a team like San Jose State this year 
vs. a team on a par with them, I might just 
say San Jose State is not going to be repre- 
sented as much by other people and vote for 
them.” 

That’s only natural, and not necessarily bad. 
When Wake Forest is hot, the voter in North 
Carolina isn’t likely to stop and say, “Hmm, 
San Jose State just beat Fresno State. The 
Spartans could use a little lift.” 

Regional voting isn’t as pronounced as it 
used to be, back in the not-so-distant days 
without cable TV and NCAA-controlled tele- 
vision. Opportunities to see a team were much 
more limited, and if a fast-riser entered the 
scene, it was much less likely to be recognized. 
“You had more regional voting years ago than 
you do now,” Cook said. 

But it exists, and it does affect some of the 
uppermost teams. If you don’t believe that, 
check out the geographic parallels in Heisman 
Trophy balloting. 

“What the average fan in the East knows 
about West Coast teams is what Southern Cal 
does against Notre Dame each year. And the 
Rose Bowl, and that’s it,” Starr said. 


Wake the Echoes 


Traditionalism counts, too. Notre Dame’s 
name draws votes. Nebraska always seems to 
warrant a Top 10 ranking even as it beats 
Council Bluffs School of Trucking. 

A year ago, as October melted into Novem- 
ber and Nebraska stayed unbeaten playing a 
woefully weak schedule, one Midwest voter 
had the Cornhuskers No. 1, reconciling it by 
saying, “It’s (the schedule) a disgrace. The 
only reason I’ve got them No. | is, in 
my memory, I have never, ever seen a bad 
Nebraska football team.” How about medi- 
ocre, then? 

Similarly, Johnny-come-latelys tend to be 
underrated. Washington, which had lapsed in 
the late 80s, didn’t catch the voters’ fancy 
until late October. And when it did, it up and 
lost to UCLA. 

“It’s sort of like NFL All-Pro players,” said 
Long. “They’re All-Pro the year before they 
get voted All-Pro.” 


Get a Life 


One of the great ironies of the polls is that 
they are formulated by people who usually 
can’t give them a lot of time: (A) coaches who 
would rather be spending moments diagram- 
ming the crackback block for their slotbacks, 
and (B) writers whose primary job is to tag 
after one particular team. 

“I cover a team every Saturday,” Faraudo 
said. “I don’t get to see other games very often. 
I have to tape games, watch ESPN, watch 
highlights.” 

Most writers might see half of a televised 
game before they’re off to chronicle the ex- 
ploits of the little team they cover, which might 
be 3-5 and bear no resemblance to a national 
champion. And realistically, most scriveners 
won't spend all week hitting “rewind” on their 
VCRs to study Alabama’s nuances. Not when 
your editor is chewing you out for another 
dreary lead, and the kids have to be ferried to 
school, and the garage hasn’t been cleaned 
since Ford was in office. 

But most voters approach their task with 
a degree of conscientiousness and responsi- 
bility. It’s just that, well, some of the opin- 
ions that emerge from their synapses can be 
dubious. 

That’s just an opinion. Very much like the 
polls. O 
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FL scouts 
pay partic- 
ularatten- 
tion to col- 
lege quarterbacks. 
Besides their obvi- 
ous importance — 
they touch the ball 
onevery play, they 
are looked to for 
leadership, and so 
on — quarterbacks 
generally are valued more than other prospects 
because they stand to have longer careers. The 
average NFL player lasts about four seasons, 
but it isn’t unusual for a top quarterback to play 
into his mid-30s. In effect, if a team guesses 
right about a quarterback, it has bought secur- 
ity through three to four generations of players. 

Joe Montana is a prime example. At 35 and 
entering his 15th season, Montana is near the 
peak of his powers. Yet, when the San Fran- 
cisco 49ers declined to offer contracts to veter- 
ans Eric Wright, Keena Turner and Mike Wilson 
after the 1990 season, Montana was left as the 
only 49er on the roster to have played in the 
1981 Super Bowl. All the others from that great 
team had outlived their usefulness. 

NFL clubs will go to ridiculous lengths to get 
a quarterback they covet. In a 1990 pre-draft 
trade, Indianapolis sent two starters (offensive 
tackle Chris Hinton, wide receiver Andre Rison) 
and a 1991 first-round draft pick to Atlanta for 
the opportunity to draft Illinois quarterback Jeff 
George, even though some scouts considered 
George no better than a third- to fourth-round 
selection. After George's promising rookie sea- 
son, the Colts appear to be set at quarterback 
for the next decade. 

What did the Colts see in George? Pro scouts 
look first at arm strength; George has a gun. 
They evaluate throwing mechanics; George has 
acompact motion and quick release. They want 
to see all the passes; George can throw the tim- 
ing routes, drill the zones and loft the fade. 
They look at size; George is 6-4, 221. They 
evaluate mobility; George isn't very mobile, one 
of the reasons some scouts downgraded him. 
Finally, they look at leadership and other in- 
tangibles; there were serious doubts about 
George's ability to lead a team to the Super 
Bowl. 

This year's crop of college quarterbacks is 
loaded with good players, but is surprisingly 
weak in pro prospects. Heisman Trophy winner 
Ty Detmer of BYU is back, as is Houston's 
David Klingler, who threw 54 touchdown passes 
in 1990. Co-national champions Georgia Tech 
and Colorado return their quarterbacks, as 
do the defending champions in the Big Ten, 
Southeastern and Southwest conferences. Yet 
only Klingler is considered a can't-miss NFL 
prospect. 

Here's how the quarterbacks currently rank 
as pro prospects, keeping in mind that evalua- 
tions often change dramatically in the course 
of one season.

Didn’t 

play in pro-style offense and rarely went deep 

last season, but will this year under new coach 

Jim Colletto, who was Purdue’s offensive co- 


ordinator during the Jim Everett years. Threw 
a lot of sprint-out passes and needs to improve 
drop-back technique. Very strong arm, throws 
a tight spiral. Struggled in spring learning new 
offense and didn’t throw ball with good touch. 
Compact delivery. Outstanding speed (4.6) 
and mobility; got most of his yards last season 
after leaving the pocket. Intelligent and coach- 
able. If paired with the right pro coach, he 
could be special. A much better talent than 
Iowa’s Matt Rodgers, though Rodgers was 
named All-Big Ten. 


3. TOMMY MADDOX, 6-4, 185, So., 
UCLA 

Showed great potential in his first season. Big, 
strong and athletic. Arm strength is good and 
will improve with maturity and better deliv- 
ery. Quick release. Puts good snap on out 
patterns. Nice touch. Has innate feel for the 
passing game. Picks up secondary receivers 
well and stands in against the rush. Very 
mobile. Showed good poise as 19-year-old. 


Pro scouts agree that Houston's David Klingleris 
much more than a product of the Cougars’ system. 


Hasit all in front of him, but needs to develop. 
UCLA coach Terry Donahue, who regrets 
not having Troy Aikman for four years, al- 
ready is paranoid about losing him to pros. 
Maddox may not be Aikman, but he’s close. 


4. ALEX VAN PELT, 6-2, 200, Jr., 
Pittsburgh 

Somewhat erratic in 1990, but a talented pure 
passer. Above-average arm strength. Good 
release and powerful wrist. Excellent velocity 
on deep out. Good touch, but seemed to lose 
confidence and began aiming passes last sea- 
son. Threw too many interceptions. Stands 
tall in pocket. Adequate mobility. Smart. 
Coach Paul Hackett has good reputation with 
quarterbacks. His system has helped Van Pelt. 


5. ELVIS GRBAC, 6-5, 218, Jr., 
Michigan 

A smoother passer than former Wolverines 

quarterback Jim Harbaugh, but not a better 

athlete. Sets up quickly for a big man and has 


a compact delivery. Average to above-aver- 
age arm. Only fair deep passer, but has good 
snap on deep out. Strong and tough. No 
sprinter but can run for positive yardage. Has 
spells of wildness and plays in a restricted 
passing attack which doesn’t train him to read 
the whole field. 


6. WILL FURRER, 6-3, 207, Sr., 
Virginia Tech 
Some scouts feel he’s a sleeper, while others 
see him as a marginal prospect. Stocky body, 
strong and tough. A lefthander with above- 
average arm. Somewhat erratic passer whose 
throwing mechanics get out of whack under 
pressure. Locks onto primary receiver. Fair 
mobility. Takes false, wasted steps on drop 
back. Was impressive late last season, espe- 
cially in rout of Virginia. Will stand in.

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14. CREE MORRIS, 6-7, 225, So., 
San Diego State 

Could turn out to be a worthy successor.to 
Dan McGwire, the first quarterback selected 
in the April NFL draft.

OFFENSE 


WR — Carl Pickens, 6-3, 200, Jr., 
Tennessee 

Pickens played both ways — free safety and 
wide receiver — as a freshman. Last year, the 
Vols recruited safety Dale Carter from the JC 
ranks to ease Pickens’ work load. Result: 53 
catches, six TDs and 17.3 yards per reception. 
Coach Johnny Majors says Pickens is the 
most natural athlete he’s had in 23 years 
of coaching. He'll likely follow former Ten- 
nessee wideouts Willie Gault, Tim McGee, 
Anthony Miller and Stanley Morgan as a first- 
round NFL pick.

“I haven’t performed up 
to my potential yet,” he says. “I feel I should 
be much better. I’m not the dominant, domi- 
nant force yet.” He still has time, too, to be 
part of a winning team, his ultimate goal. 
Whitfield is the prototype offensive tackle; 
he’s a tremendous athlete, has good pass- 
blocking skills and is extremely intelligent. He 
projects as a top five draft choice. 


OG — Mike Morris, 6-2, 277, Sr., 
Florida State 

Morris, who entered 1990 without any mo- 
mentum after breaking a foot four games into 
the 89 season, was key last year to an offense 
that ranked 12th in the nation (447.5 yards per 
game) and rushed for 32 touchdowns. This 
year, Morris moves to “tight guard” alongside 
tackle Kevin Mancini, giving the Seminoles 
the nation’s best strongside line play. Morris 
is a finished product as a blocker but, while he 
has overcome his lack of height, he’ll need to 
improve his stamina to reach the next, level. 


C — Jay Leeuwenburg, 6-3, 265, Sr., 
Colorado 

Leeuwenburg, whose father played for Stan- 
ford and the Chicago Bears, makes up for his 
lack of size with excellent technique and what 
former teammate Joe Garten calls an “I won't 
be defeated” attitude.

Pro scouts 
like him, but want answers to questions about 
his diabetes and lack of exposure to pass 
blocking. 


OG — Monte Jones, 6-2, 283, Sr., 
Baylor 

Born on April Fools’ Day, Jones was pro- 
nounced a girl by the presiding obstetrician. 


Now he’s a man in the trenches. Baylor has 
sent a handful of linemen to the NFL (Mark 
Adickes, Ronnie Lee, Keith Bishop); Jones 
may be better than all of them. Baylor coach 
Grant Teaff often consigns Jones to the red- 
tag training table line, where the meat is lean 
and the eaters overweight, though NFL scouts 
are less concerned about his weight. Jones, 
very strong at the point of attack, is a proto- 
type guard for a team that likes to run right at 
you. He’s been durable enough to average 
about 700 plays a year and could play in the 
NFL at 300-plus pounds. 


OT — Greg Skrepenak, 6-6, 320, Sr., 
Michigan 

He was 10 pounds and 24 inches at birth and 
weighed 150 at age nine. Now he wears a size 
17EEEE shoe, can’t find long-sleeve shirts that 
fit, is called Big Daddy by his teammates, and 
has to be weighed at an Ann Arbor moving 
and storage company because the Wolverines’ 
scale has a top end of 300 pounds. Skrepenak, 
a starter in 36 straight games, should join the 
list of great Michigan linemen, including Tom 
Mack, Dan Dierdorf, Reggie McKenzie, Mike 
Kenn, Bubba Paris and Jumbo Elliott, who 
went on to pro success. Some pro scouts con- 
sider him the most impressive lineman since 
Anthony Munoz and project him as the first 
or second pick in the NFL draft. 


TE — Kelly Blackwell, 6-3, 238, Sr., 
Texas Christian 

To take advantage of Blackwell’s skills 
and determination, Horned Frogs coach Jim 
Wacker adjusted his “triple shoot” offense to 
include a tight end, installing Blackwell there 
instead of on defense. “We liked him better as 
a tight end than a linebacker,” Wacker says. 
“The defensive coaches were upset.” Black- 
well, with 4.7 speed and a 30-inch vertical 
leap, has 117 catches in three seasons (64 for 
832 in 90). He punishes linebackers and defen- 
sive backs after the catch, and is a quality 
blocker. " 


WR — Patrick Rowe, 6-1, 200, Sr., 
San Diego State 
Rowe came to the Aztecs as one of the nation’s 
top prep receivers, but had just 27 catches his 
first two seasons while suffering ankle, collar- 
bone and knee injuries. After redshirting in 
89, he blossomed last season: 71 catches, 
national-best 126.6 receiving yards per game, 
and an NCAA-record nine consecutive 100- 
yard games. More impressive, he bulked up 
through weight training and developed the 
moxie to be an over-the-middle target. Scouts 
like his size, speed and hands, plus the fact he 
plays in a pro-style offense. His good game

QB — Shawn Jones, 6-1, 200, Jr.,

Last year, Jones passed for 13 touchdowns 
and ran for six more. Dubbed Big Toe by 
teammates, Jones is a big game/ big play per- 
former (ask Virginia and Nebraska). He almost 
quit football in high school when his coach 
kept putting him at safety, and he kept hear- 
ing “receiver” and “safety” from recruiters until 
Tech coach Bobby Ross said the magic word 
“quarterback.” A great natural athlete, Jones 
is an elusive runner and has learned to be a 
good quarterback. He doesn’t have a big-time 
arm and could end up as a running back in the 
NEL. 


RB — Amp Lee, 6-0, 195, Jr., 
Florida State 

FSU coach Bobby Bowden enforces a no- 
dancing rule for his runners: No dancing in 
the backfield. Lee has taken well to the one- 
move-and-go philosophy. He isn’t as strong 
as Sammie Smith or as quick as Dexter Car- 
ter, the last two star Seminoles backs, but he 
has great vision, great instincts, doesn’t make 
mistakes (no fumbles in 90) and has a knack 
for slithering through small cracks. His 1990 
season — 825 yards rushing, 16 rushing TDs, 
34 catches for 360 yards — showed him to be 


both productive and versatile. Though more 
of a glider than straight-ahead burner, Lee 
should have a pro future. 


RB — Terry Kirby, 6-3, 210, Jr., 
Virginia 

In a pressure-filled situation — superb prep 
star picks academic bastion to play football 
and basketball — Kirby has handled himself 
masterfully. Cynics expected conflict if he 
didn’t play much as a freshman (he didn’t), or 
if other players earned top billing (they did). 
Instead, Kirby’s been a prime example of the 
earnest student-athlete. His work on the field 
also has been impressive. Last year, he became 
the first Virginia sophomore to rush for at 
least 1,000 yards (1,020) and caught 33 passes. 
He has excellent speed, breaks tackles and 
sees the field well. Pro scouts, who expect con- 
tinued improvement this year and next, pre- 
dict eventual greatness for Kirby. 


K — Carlos Huerta, 5-9, 186, Sr., 
Miami 

Huerta is dubbed The Iceman because of his 
ability to kick under pressure. He has yet to 
miss a regular season PAT, bringing an NCAA- 
record 141 straight into the 91 season; has 
made 56 of 70 field goals in his career; already 
holds seven Miami kicking records, including 
single-season field goals (21) and points (107); 
and needs 86 points to become the NCAA’s 
all-time leading scorer. The former walk-on 
gets kicking tips from his uncle, a Miami 
physics professor.

DL — Shane Dronett, 6-6, 258, Jr., 
Texas 

Tough and relentless, Dronett last season 
helped put Texas back atop the SWC, record- 
ing 73 tackles and 10 sacks. He was outplayed 
by Miami in the Cotton Bowl, but has two 
years to continue improvement. Dronett com- 
pares favorably to former Texas All-Ameri- 
can Steve McMichael and former Texas A&M 
great Ray Childress, and he has a burning 
desire to be better. He’s a capable pass rusher 
and very good against the run. Pro scouts like 
his long arms and nasty attitude and say he 
will improve with age and added bulk. 


DL — Keith Hamilton, 6-7, 275, Jr., 
Pittsburgh 

Hamilton is the latest in a procession of ac- 
complished Pitt defensive linemen, including 
Tony Siragusa, Marc Spindler and Burt Gross- 
man. Hamilton had a sensational 1989 season 
as a true freshman (nine sacks, 14 tackles for 
loss), but tailed off slightly last year in a sea- 
son made difficult by injuries and the death of 
his father. He has great natural athletic abil- 
ity, long arms and quick feet, but needs more 
consistency and intensity. Hamilton, who was 
considered a future first-rounder after his first 
season, has the talent to be a dominant line- 
man on any level. 


DL — Steve Emtman, 6-4, 295, Jr., 
Washington 

Emtman grew up in Eastern Washington 
working on his father’s cattle ranch and his 
grandfather’s wheat farm, but when it came 
time to choose a college, he shunned nearby 
Washington State for the Huskies. Last year, 
he was the dominant force on the nation’s best 
defense against the rush, racking up 16 tackles 
for loss and 7!4 sacks. He shared Pac-10 De- 
fensive Player of the Year honors with Ari- 
zona’s Darryl Lewis. Big and physical with 
great feet, Emtman is impossible to block 
man-on-man. He has excellent work habits 
and ranks as the best UW lineman since Doug 
Martin. 


OLB — Marco Coleman, 6-4, 250, 
Jr., Georgia Tech 

As a freshman in 1988, Coleman walked 
around for more than a month with a rup- 
tured appendix before finally going to a doc- 
tor. Oddly, the ailment helped him, because 
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, his upper-body strength. 


the extra weight-room work he needed after 
the operation (he lost 30 pounds) made him 
bigger and stronger. Last season, he added 
maturity and leadership while recording 13 
sacks and six tackles for loss. With his size and 
aggressiveness, he fits perfectly in an attacking 
defense, where he can use his strong hands to 
throw people around. Coleman, already the 
best linebacker in the ACC since Lawrence 
Taylor, will be even better when he improves 


ILB — Robert 
Jones, 6-3, 236, 

Sr., EastCarolina 

NFL talent evaluators 

are raving about Jones, 
perhaps the best play- 

er in Pirates history. 

Last season, he hand- 
cuffed ballcarriers 

167 times, including 

23 tackles in a loss 

to Temple and 17 
tackles, a blocked field 
goal and a TD onan inter- 
ception return in a victory 
over Cincinnati. He’s very 
tough, smart, has great strength 

and speed and makes tackles all 
over the field. Versatile enough to 
play inside or outside, Jones im- 
pressed scouts with his decision to re- 
main in school, which can only help him. 


ILB — Marvin Jones, 6-2, 220, So., 
Florida State 

A true freshman in 90, Jones became a starter 
in the second game and ended the year with a 
team-leading 133 tackles, including eight for 
lost yardage. His older brother, Fred, played 
for the Seminoles (1983-86) and began tutor- 
ing Marvin for a linebacking career at age 11, 


even teaching him the FSU defensive scheme. 
Though Jones, nicknamed Shade Tree, is sur- 
rounded by many quality players, including 
Kirk Carruthers and Terrell Buckley, he quick- 
ly has become the focal point of the Semi- 
noles’ defense. He has impressive strength, 
speed and intensity and is superb at the point 
of attack. He has plenty of time to improve his 
play against the pass. 

OLB — Levon Kirkland, 6-2, 230, Sr., 
Clemson 

Kirkland has more nicknames than a Chris 
Berman monologue: Mr. Excitement, Robo- 
Kirk, GE (as in Great Effort), King Arthur, 
Clemson’s Knight in Shining Armor. The first

two reflect his wild, emotional approach to 
the game; the third his consistency; the last 
two his mild-mannered approach off the field. 
This year, he’s the lead linebacker for a pro- 
gram that has become a proving ground for 
great linebackers. He has exceptional speed 
and can do everything an outside linebacker is 
expected to do. 


CB — Terrell Buckley, 5-11, 178, Jr., 
Florida State 

Meet the second coming of Deion “Neon” 
Sanders, the former Seminoles All-America 
cornerback, killer return man, baseball player 
and talker of trash. Ditto for Buckley, who 
differs only by being more subtle of lip and 
having a better work ethic. He’s already tied 
Sanders’ FSU record for punt return TDs 
(three) and is aiming at the FSU career record 
for interceptions (15). He already has nine and 
returned two of them 83 and 53 yards for 
touchdowns last season. The best athlete on 
the Florida State team, Buckley has great 
coverage skills and is very versatile. Scouts say 
he’s a better player than Sanders and compar- 
able to LeRoy Butler. 


CB — Kevin Smith, 6-0, 180, Sr., 
Texas A&M 

An independent man, Smith told recruiters he 
wanted to play defensive back rather than the 
more glamourous wide receiver spot. He’s in- 
tercepted 18 passes in three seasons, tying him 
for the SWC record ahead of legendary Aggies 
such as Lester Hayes, Pat Thomas and Dave 
Elmendorf. Smith is a mature, hard-working 
player. He’s extremely good at the bump-and- 


run and has outstanding coverage skills. A 
physical, smart player, he would have been at 
least a second-round choice if he had entered 
the NFL draft early. 


S$ — Will White, 6-1, 198, Jr., Florida 
White draws inspiration from his late father, 
who died in December 1989 because of surgery 
complications. “He taught me to know my- 
self.... He’s gone physically, but in my heart 
he’s still there,” White says. The safety had 
seven interceptions last season and was a Jim 
Thorpe Award semifinalist. He runs well, hits 
hard, has excellent anticipation and breaks 
well on the ball. He rates as the best Florida 
safety since Louis Oliver, with better basic 
coverage skills. 


S — Ken Swilling, 6-3, 236, Sr., 
Georgia Tech 

His cousin is Pat Swilling, the former Tech 
defensive end who has established a reputa- 
tion for himself as an NFL linebacker. Ken 
should follow suit. Big, rangy and physical, 
he’s been a force in the Tech backfield (11 


career interceptions) since he was a freshman. 
He admits he likes to use his size to intimidate 
opponents. He’s compared often to David 
Fulcher as the new prototype NFL strong 
safety. Though some pro scouts feel he might 
make a better linebacker, there’s no doubt he 
can play somewhere. 


P — Jason Hanson, 6-1, 168, Sr., 
Washington State 

Meet a kicking nonconformist — Hanson isn’t 
foreign, peculiar or klutzy. He is the best dual 
kicker in the nation. As a field goal kicker, he 
has made 53 of 74 for his career, including 14 
of 21 from 50 yards or more (two 58-yarders). 
He needs three 50-yarders to break the NCAA 
career record. Last year was the first year he 
punted, averaging 45.4 yards a kick, third in 
the nation, with 18 of them carrying 50 yards 
or more. His entry to football came from a 
youth soccer career, where he developed his 
leg speed and quickness. Hanson could be the 
first pro kicker to handle kicking and punting 
duties since Russell Erxleben, if Chris Gar- 
docki doesn’t beat him to it.

RAPID RISE 
AT LOUISVILLE 


Native son Schnellen er has Cardinals 
talking title; ’91 is acid test 


year ago, the University of 

Louisville’s impressive football 

media guide sported a cover 
that caused many to shake their heads 
and others to laugh out loud. On it was 
a picture of the UPI national cham- 
pionship trophy, dramatically backlit 
for effect. Printed beneaththetrophy ,| 
was “The Goal” and a quote from [ 
coach Howard Schnellenberger: “Our 
program is on a collision course 
with the national championship. 
The only variable is time.” 

Louisville? The school with three 
bowl appearances in its 66-year his- 
tory, most recently in 1977, and 
with no poll appearances since 
1972? The team that plays its games 
in a baseball stadium? The same 
Louisville that was 12-22 with 
Johnny Unitas as its quarterback? 
The team that went 8-24-1 in 
Schnellenberger’s first three years? 
Right, Howard. See you on New 
Year’s Day. 

Well, the cynics have stopped 
laughing. Thanks to a bizarre 
series of events, Louisville was 
afforded the opportunity in January to play 
SEC runner-up Alabama in the Sunkist Fiesta 
Bowl. The result was a 34-7 thrashing of the 
Crimson Tide, a final No. 12 national ranking 
for the Cardinals, and instant credibility. The 
Cardinals gained 571 yards against a defense 
that had yielded 229 yards a game during the 
regular season and just 38 total points in its 
final seven games. 

“Conservatively, I’d have to say that the 
win accelerated our program by three years,” 
Schnellenberger said. “This much is certain 
— Louisville football will never be the same. 
We are now up there with the big boys.” 

Schnellenberger, who first stated “The 
Goal” when he took the job in 1985, said 
similar things when he took the Miami job 
in 1979. They aren’t idle words uttered for 
the sake of public relations. Schnellenberger 
is a student of the game who can tell you 
that a little-known Catholic school from 
South Bend, Ind., parlayed a 1913 win over 
Army into its legendary status today. 

He knows the formula: Work hard, recruit 
well, improve facilities, get booster assist- 
ance, press flesh, win games. The only vari- 
able, as he likes to note, is time. It took five 
years to win atitle at Miami, a team that was 
a half-step away from Division I-AA. It 
took six years to reach a bowl and New 
Year’s party at Louisville, which was losing 
to Division I-AA schools in Schnellenberg- 
er’s first season. His point has been made. 

Schnellenberger knows a twist of fate in- 
terceded on his behalf and brought his team 
to this juncture probably a year or two ahead 
of time. Going into last November, Louis- 
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could have a major impact on what would 
happen over the next three to five years. 
Plus, the Fiesta paid $2.5 million (compared 
with $600,000 for the All-American). I think 
you have to look at that.” 

Credibility is perhaps the most valued com- 
modity in the building of a football pro- 
gram. It’s not enough to assemble a good 
team; for a program to receive the oppor- 
tunities it desires in recruiting and national 
exposure, it must first be perceived as good. 

“We already had credibility with other 
coaches and other players,” Schnellenberger 
said. “What that game did was give us cred- 
ibility with the occasional fan. That’s very 
important. And it gives some validity to my 
A claim that national championship football 

could be played at Louisville. To some it 
takes the marijuana out of my pipe. They 
now think I’m smoking tobacco after all.” 

The dividends already are arriving. ESPN 
picked Louisville’s Sept. 5 home game with 
Tennessee to kick off this season’s lineup of 


Louisville and coach Howard Schnellenberger

schedule — it was 9-1-1 ‘ 
but without a win over ‘Sl 
a Top 25 team — had % 
relegated the Cardinals 
to a second-tier bowl. In 
fact, Schnellenberger, whose 
8-3 team in 1988 had been shut 
out of the bowls, already had 
verbally committed his team to 
play in the All-American Bowl 
in Birmingham. 

Then the state of Arizona 
rejected a referendum to make 
the birthday of Martin 
Luther King Jr. a state holi- 
day. The subsequent politi- 
cal firestorm cost Phoenix 
a Super Bowl and turned 
the 91 Fiesta Bowl, site 
of two national title 
games in the 80s, into 
a pariah. Virginia re- 
neged on a verbal prom- 
ise to come, Penn State 
scratched its name off the 
list and Florida State’s feet got frosty. 

Fiesta officials, looking for credibility, cut 
a deal with Schnellenberger, a name coach, 
and the SEC, a high-profile league. Despite 
the controversy and the fact that he would 
have to renege on his commitment to the 
All-American Bowl, there was really no choice 
for Schnellenberger. The opportunity was 
too good to pass up. “We had a chance to 
take a quantum leap with our program,” 
Schnellenberger said. “It was something that 


Thursday night games. It will be the first- 
ever regular season appearance on national 
television for Louisville. The Cardinals have 
other potential TV dates with Ohio State 
and Florida State. 

At home, talk of a new stadium has be- 
come serious. One of the major obstacles in 
jumping to the next level has been Cardinal 
Stadium, a made-for-baseball facility seat- 
ing 35,500. Last season Louisville broke its 
all-time home attendance record by more 
than 50,000 fans, averaging 36,189. 

Discussions about a new stadium were 
crawling before the Cardinals won in Tempe. 
After thousands greeted their triumphant 
return, the pace quickened. Schnellenberger 


Brown happy 
with his 
numbers: 
47 catches, 
33 victories 


The 1990 season was supposed to be a 
coming-out party for Notre Dame tight end 
Derek Brown. 

Brown was perhaps the nation’s most- 
heralded high school player when he arrived 
at Notre Dame in 1988. At 6-7, 243, and 
blessed with sprinter’s speed, he was des- 
tined to dominate opposing secondaries. He 
was the original Tight End from Hell. 

But it’s hard to dominate anyone without 
the ball. For two years, Tony Rice and the 
Irish ran the option, with an emphasis 
on run, and Brown's opportunities to catch 
passes were minimal. He caught 14 passes in 
both 1988 and ’89. ; 

That was all supposed to change last year. 
Rick Mirer, a classic drop-back passer, was 
taking over the Irish offense and Brown was 
expected to emerge as a prime force in the 
attack. People anticipated every game would 
be like his four-catch, 101-yard effort against 
Purdue in 1989. 

Wrong. While Mirer indeed threw the 
ball more than Rice, it usually was aimed at 
a guy named Raghib Ismail. And even with 
The Rocket, the emphasis remained on the 
run. For the third straight season, Brown 
concentrated on blocking. In 12 games, he 
had 19 catches for 276 yards. 

“I get a lot of mail because we don't use 
the abilities of Derek Brown the way every- 
body thinks we ought to,” said Irish coach 
Lou Holtz. “I understand that because Derek 
Brown is a very talented individual. But you 
only have one football. You can’t play with 
two.” 

Brown concedes he’s occasionally disap- 
pointed with his offensive production, but 
it’s tempered by the team’s success. “Some- 
times I do get down,” he said. “But like every- 
thing else in life, I’ve just got to be patient. 
I'd rather have the number of catches I have 
now and the winning record than 60 catches 
and a lot of losses. We've only lost four 
games in the three years I’ve been here and 
that’s what’s important to me.” 

The worst part may be the teasing he gets 
from buddies back in his hometown of Mer- 


is pushing for a downtown football / basket- 
ball domed stadium similar to the Carrier 
Dome in Syracuse. Few are betting against 
him. 

Despite optimism, it won’t be easy for 
Louisville to repeat 1990’s successes. Its 
schedule, which rightfully was criticized a 
year ago, is legitimate this year. In addition, 
the Cardinals lose 25 seniors. Schnellen- 
berger, as always, is confident. “In general I 
feel good about the 68 players we have back,” 
he said. “They may be more talented than 
the players we lost, but they don’t have ex- 
perience.

ritt Island, Fla. They remind him he’d be 
catching 40 or 50 passes a year if he had 
stayed home and played for the Hurricanes. 
“They say, ‘Man, if you were down here, 
you'd be great,’” Brown said. “But the fact 
is, I'm not.” 

Brown isa victim of the Notre Dame sys- 
tem of the 80s. You have to go back to 1977, 
when Ken McAfee caught 54 passes for Dan 
Devine, to find an Irish tight end who was 
much more than an extra tackle. Both Gerry 
Faust (1981-85) and Holtz are practitioners 
of the running attack and only put the ball in 
the air as an occasional complement to the 
run. Brown’s !5 catches last season tied for 
second on the team. And for every com- 
plaint that Holtz handcuffed Brown, there 
were three that he was ignoring Ismail. The 
Rocket had just 32 catches last season. 

“We call certain passes and we have no 
idea who the quarterback is going to throw 
to,” Holtz said. “There’s just no way you can 
say, “This is the guy we’re going to throw to, 
we're going to throw to Derek.’” 

Plus, opponents are as cognizant of 
Brown’s abilities as anyone. Last season, 
they took away the delay route he ran effec- 
tively the first two seasons and began put- 
ting a linebacker in his face on all obvious 
passing downs. 

“You take it upon yourself and you take 
pride in making things happen without the 
ball,” Brown said. “That’s what makes for 
victories, when guys understand their job 
and accept their role and do what’s good for 
the team.” \‘ 


who passed for a Fiesta Bowl-record 451 
yards, insisted the Cardinals are legitimate. 
“To all you non-believers I want to say that 
Louisville is here to stay,” he said. “You 
all think Coach Schnellenberger has been 
blowing smoke for the past three years about 
our program, but we proved to everybody 
what we are.” 

Schnellenberger, 57, continues to discount 
suggestions that Louisville is a springboard 
for another job. Louisville is his hometown, 
and he and his wife finally are getting around 
to building a home.

Keith Jackson of Oklahoma caught 62 passes 
in four years (Brown has 47 in three) and 
only 13 as a senior, yet has gone on to 
become perhaps the best tight end in the 
NFL. 
A lot of Notre Dame fans feared Brown 
would grow weary of his blocking role and 
leave college early for the NFL. Numerous 
draft publications have rated him college 
football’s top pro tight-end prospect since 
he was a sophomore. “I could have gone for 
money, but I really thought I needed one 
more year to mature,” Brown said. “Physi- 
cally, a player like Rocket can go anytime he 
wants. I could use some more size and upper- 
body strength. And mentally, I wondered if 
I was ready for the real world.” 

Brown has no concerns that his stock has 
dropped because of his lack of receptions. 
“The people who need to know, know what 
Ican do,” Brown said. “To tell you the truth, 
even I don't know what I can do, totally.” 

Maybe he'll find out this year. Mirer’s 
back, Rocket’s gone, and Rodney Culver 
is the new tailback, shifted over from full- 
back. Brown looms as the most talented 
offensive player on the squad. But rather 
than discuss himself, Brown prefers to talk 
about the team, which he says has the same 
characteristics of the one that won the na- 
tional championship in 1988. “There aren't 
any real stars and everybody is really work- 
ing hard,” Brown said. “It’s kind of like 
we're starting from scratch. And that’s good.”

COACHING WITH 
THE ENEMY 


How seriously is South Carolina taking its 
entry into the SEC in 1992? Well, Gamecocks 
coach Sparky Woods is so determined to raise 
the level of talent on his coaching staff that 
he’s hired two former assistants from Clem- 
son, the school’s most hated rival. 

Tommy West and Miles Aldridge were main- 
stays on the Clemson staff in the glory years 
under Danny Ford. Both left when Ford was 
squeezed out but they always said they hoped 
to work together again. “We just didn’t think 
it would be at South Carolina,” said West, 
who coached running backs at Tennessee last 
season. 

Not only are the two reunited, but they will 
share the job of defensive coordinator for the 
Gamecocks. West said he did not mind shar- 
ing the job with Aldridge. “It wasn’t an ego 
thing on who would be the coordinator,” West 
said. “In reality we've got four people who will 
be running the defense.” 

Under West and Aldridge, South Carolina 
will switch from a four-man to a three-man 
front, which is what West and Aldridge used 
at Clemson. 


LIFE AFTER 
JIM YOUNG 


For the first time in eight seasons, someone 
other than Jim Young will be on the sidelines 
at Army. But if you're looking for change, 
new head coach Bob Sutton isn’t the man. 

Young, 55, announced his retirement prior 
to the 1990 season, after which he took a job 
at West Point’s Performance Enhancement 
Center, which deals with sports psychology 
and how it can improve athletic performance. 
Young knows performance: He won 51 games 
in eight seasons and took Army to the only 
three bowl games in its history. 

For Sutton, the transition into the driver’s 
seat could not have been smoother. He had 
been Army’s defensive coordinator for eight 
years and was immediately named Young’s 
successor. 

Sutton, 40, was at Eastern Michigan in 
1972 when he first met Young at a football 
clinic. Sutton had no real desire to be a coach 
when Young, then defensive coordinator at 
Michigan, hired him as a graduate assistant. 
“J just basically hung around the football office 
and tried to learn,” Sutton said. “It was the 
greatest thing that ever happened to me be- 
cause everyone I’ve worked for the past 18 
years came off that staff.” 

In addition to Young, Sutton’s bosses 
off that Michigan staff have included Frank 
Maloney at Syracuse, Eliott Uzelac at West- 
ern Michigan and Gary Moeller (now head 
coach at Michigan) at Illinois. 

Sutton has no plans to disrupt the system at 
Army. “I’m not going to have radical differen- 
ces in the program just so people can say, 
‘Hey, that’s Sutton’s team,’ because I believe 
we are an excellent organization right now.” 


PAST 
PROGRESSIVE 


While Penn State fans already are looking 
forward to 1993, when the Nittany Lions will 
compete for the Big Ten title, coach Joe Pa- 
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terno said he wouldn't mind looking back. 

His solution to the financial woes of college 
athletics? Don’t cut coaches, he says, just re- 
turn to the fundamentals. Like one-platoon 
football. Most of his fellow coaches gasp at 
such an idea, but Paterno believes positives 
would far outweigh negatives. 

“I'd love it,” said Paterno, who enters his 
26th year at Happy Valley. “We could have 
much smaller squads. I’d know all my players. 
We could get along with these coaching cuts. 
More colleges could play.” 

The game would change, said Paterno, and 
for the better. “Kids would have to learn how 
to do something they haven’t been able to do. 
They’d know all phases of the game. The 
defense wouldn’t have to be introduced to the 
offense. We could do a much better job with 
one-platoon, without freshmen, without a lot 
of extras we consider necessities now.” 


THE LAST WALTZ 


After four consecutive finishes in the Top 5, 
Florida State’s Bobby Bowden would like 
nothing better than to close out the Semi- 
noles’ final year as an Independent with a 
national championship. 

All the elements appear to be in place for 
FSU, which joins the ACC in 1992. Seventeen 
starters return from a team that won its last 
six games and finished the season with wins 
over Top 10 teams Florida and Penn State. 
After three straight impressive recruiting 
classes, it’s hard to imagine another team being 
rated ahead of FSU going into 1991. 

Even Bowden concedes that after so many 
closes finishes, this could be the year the na- 
tional championship comes to Tallahassee. 
But he also remembers 1988, when the Semi- 
noles were everybody’s No. | going in, only to 
be embarrassed, 31-0, in their opener against 
Miami. The possibility of losing the first game 
again exists, Bowden fears, when Florida State 
opens its season against BYU and Heisman 
Trophy winner Ty Detmer in the Pigskin Clas- 
sic in Anaheim, Calif. 

“I must be crazy after seeing what they did 
to Miami last year,” Bowden said. “But if 
you're going to play in one of these preseason 
games, you want to do it when you've got 
some experienced players returning. I’d say 
this would be the year if there ever was one.” 

If the Seminoles get through the 1991 sched- 
ule unbeaten, there will be no doubt who’s 
No, |. There are the usual cupcakes in Tulane, 
Western Michigan and Middle Tennessee 
State, but there also are road trips to Michi- 
gan, LSU, Louisville and Florida. “The way 
our schedule plays out there is no room for a 
lull,” Bowden said. “We've got to hit the 
ground running and maintain that pace until 
the end. It'll be dad-gum tough to do.” 


QUICK SNAPS 


It’s been a while since Joe Montana has 
been in college, but expect to hear his name a 
lot this season. Two quarterbacks — Notre 
Dame’s Rick Mirer and Florida State’s Casey 
Weldon — have been compared to the 49ers’ 
four-time Super Bowl quarterback. Former 
teammate Ricky Watters tagged Mirer “The 
Second Coming of Montana” when Mirer 
first demonstrated his leadership abilities in 
his freshman year. Mirer wears No. 3, which 
Montana wore at Notre Dame. Weldon, mean- 
while, bears a facial resemblance to Montana 
and earned praise from FSU coach Bobby 
Bowden, who said Weldon moves and throws 
like Montana. ... Minnesota was handed pro- 
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bation by the NCAA for infractions commit- 
ted when Lou Holtz coached the Gophers, 
but Holtz was cited in only two of the viola- 
tions. The NCAA did not seek a “transfer” 
penalty against Notre Dame or Holtz.... 
Florida State linebacker Kirk Carruthers 
was a cinch to attend Michigan State. 
George Perles was best man at his par- 
ent’s wedding, is also his godfather, and 
Carruthers lived a block from the Michi- 
gan State campus. But after sitting in 
the stands and watching Flor- 
ida State rout MSU in 1987, 
he wrote a letter to the Semi- 
noles asking for a visit.

Either 
Lipsey or an inexperienced hand must emerge as a quality TB, The Cards 
lost 17 fumbles last season, which is cause for concern. 
Defense (4-3): For all of the talk about offense at Louisville, it was the 
defense (259.5 ypg, 2.7 yards per rush, 12.9 ppg, 19 interceptions, 4 TD 
passes) that put the Cardinals in the Fiesta Bowl. This year's unit could be 
just as good. There's no replacing DT Ted Washington and LB Mark 
Sander, but DBs Blackford and Buchanan (four blocked kicks; defensive 
MVP of the Fiesta Bow!) are big-time players. There are some questions 
up front, but most of the new starters have experience. 
Kicking game: Wilmsmeyer is as solid as they come, though his field goal 
opportunities were limited last year. The Cardinals’ 38.5-yard net punting 
average was the nation’s eighth best. 
Schedule (6h, 5a): Louisville was roasted a year ago for a weak schedule; 
that won't be the case in 1991. Tennessee, Ohio State and Florida State 
will give the Cardinals plenty of national exposure. The rest is cake. 
SUMMARY: Schnellenberger insists the talent he has waiting in the wings 
is as good or better than last year’s. Given the miracles he's pulled off so 
far, it's hard to bet against him. The keys will be the newcomers on 
defense, Brohm at OB, and the challenge of a more difficult schedule.

Bottom-line mentality 


at Boston 


College; Bicknell out, Coughlin in 


or the first time in a decade, Boston 

College will open a football season with- 

out Jack Bicknell as its head coach. 

And Bicknell, for one, still doesn’t understand 
why. 

After giving Boston College its modern foot- 
ball identity with four bowl trips in the mid- 
1980s, Bicknell was summarily sacked after 
last season. The dismissal prompted criticism 
of BC for bowing to won-lost pressures and 
expelling a man widely respected for doing 
things the right way. 

Professing no bitterness, Bicknell com- 
pressed a highly complicated scenario into 
two simple sentences: “I felt | was much more 
loyal to Boston College than they were to me. 
I thought there was more to it than the bottom 
line, particularly at Boston College.” 

The pervasive Bottom Line. By adhering to 
it, BC tarnished its reputation, Bicknell fled 
the country, and the Eagles found themselves 
in a zany month-long search for a replace- 
ment. They ended up with one of Bicknell’s 
former assistants. 

New York Giants assistant coach Tom 
Coughlin was contacted first, but rebuffed the 
overtures because of impending NFL playoffs. 
Virginia Tech’s Frank Beamer was interviewed 
but received no offer. William & Mary’s Jim- 
mye Laycock was hired, but changed his mind 
24 hours later and stayed home. 

That led Boston College back to the 44- 
year-old Coughlin, a former Bicknell assistant 
perhaps best known as Doug Flutie’s tutor. 
He was hired Dec. 27, exactly a month after 
Bicknell’s departure. 

BC, which won 27 games under Bicknell 
from 1982-84, now faces an uncertain rebuild- 
ing process. Coughlin inherits a team sorely 
lacking in speed and one that committed 37 
turnovers last season. Compounding matters 
this year is a schedule Coughlin calls “prob-

ably the toughest in the history of the school.” 
It includes Georgia Tech, Michigan, Penn 
State, Syracuse and Miami. 

“] sincerely believe we can win,” he said. “I 
believe we can recruit. It’s a great school. 
We've won here in the past. I think we can win 
again.” 

Bicknell, the easy-going “Cowboy Jack,” 
failed to sustain his success and paid for that 
failure. His record reveals that, despite the 
protests, BC had substantive reasons to fire 
him. On Noy. 24, the Eagles completed their 
fourth straight losing season — and fifth in 
the last six — with a 29-10 home loss to Tem- 
ple. They lost their final four games, scoring 
an average of 9.5 points. It was hardly the type 
of momentum needed with a competitive new 
conference forming on the horizon. Flutie, the 
Hail Mary reception, a Cotton Bowl victory 
and a No. 4 final UPI ranking (No. 5 AP) 
were distant memories. Unrest among the alum- 
ni reached a crescendo, 

The Rev. J. Donald Monan, BC’s presi- 
dent, was not happy with the direction the 
program was heading. On Nov. 27, he called 
Bicknell to his office to end their relationship. 
Bicknell characterized the conversation as ami- 
cable, a veritable “friendly fire.” Publicly, 
Monan was mostly mum. Then the fun began. 

First, an emotional Bicknell criticized the 
decision, saying he regretted not taking one of 
the numerous opportunities available in the 
*80s when his stock was soaring. His show of 
loyalty, he felt, was not returned by BC. 

At the same time, a search was being con- 
ducted to replace retiring athletic director Wil- 
liam J. Flynn. Monan hired Tulane AD Chet 
Gladchuk, who played at BC from 1969-72. 
The transitional period did not make the 
coaching search smoother. 

Coughlin was at the top of the coaching list, 
recommendations coming from Bicknell, 


among others. That’s when the crazy twists 
began. Coughlin wanted BC to wait. The 
Giants’ playoff picture still was unsettled, and 
Coughlin feared being “the individual who 
upset the apple cart.” 

Boston College decided to proceed without 
him. Gladchuk talked extensively to Beamer, 
coming off a strong 6-5 season at his alma 
mater. But no offer was made. Finally, Glad- 
chuk settled on William & Mary’s Laycock, 
52-18-2 in the last five seasons at his alma 
mater (68-56-2 overall). 

But on the day he was to be presented to the 
press in Boston, Laycock called Gladchuk at 
5:30 in the morning. He had changed his mind. 
The reasons were numerous. Laycock appar- 
ently had not been comfortable with accept- 
ing the job from the start. He’s from Virginia. 
He has coached primarily in the region (Clem- 
son, Memphis State, The Citadel). He has a 
young daughter from a previous marriage liv- 
ing in Williamsburg and didn’t want to leave 
her. 

There probably was another consideration, 
though Laycock, 44, hasn’t admitted it. He 
might be waiting to see what happens at the 
University of Virginia. Laycock, 10-3 last year, 
has a good reputation and several contacts in 
the state. Virginia coach George Welsh will be 
58 in August and may never have another 
year when he is ranked No. I, as he was part of 
last season. The clincher: Current Virginia 
AD Jim Copeland was AD at William & 
Mary 12 years ago and hired Laycock as head 
coach, They remain close. 

So Laycock turned down what reportedly 
was a $200,000 package. His William & Mary 
salary, minus outside income, was $73,000 
last year. Gladchuk was stunned when the call 
came. “I thought it was my wife,” he said. 
“Who else calls you at 5:30 with a crisis?” 

So just before the Giants’ Dec. 23 game at 
Phoenix, Gladchuk went back to Coughlin, 
who in turn went to head coach Bill Parcells 
for advice. “He told me, ‘You want the job, 
take the job; we'll work around it,’” said 
Coughlin. “He told me, ‘If you're going to be 
a player, you got to get in the game.’ That 
brought everything to a head for me.” 

Coughlin took the job but stayed with the 
Giants through the playoffs. In his spare time, 
he recruited for BC, even calling prospects 
from the locker room in Tampa after New 
York defeated Buffalo in Super Bowl XXV. 

Now as he rebuilds, he remembers more 
than his tenure with the Giants. He remembers 
Bicknell. “I was shocked when I heard he was 


Torretta 
battles 
hotshot 

Fortay for 
coveted QB 
job at Miami 


Gino Torretta took a lot of teasing from 
his University of Miami teammates this 
spring. “There he is,” they said, “the next 
millionaire.” 

Torretta just smiled. He knew the teasing 
was meant good-naturedly. Besides, what 
they said is probably true. At least history 
suggests as much. 

Torretta is more than a Miami football 
player. He’s a Miami quarterback, which is 
akin to saying he’s not just a congressman, 
he’s speaker of the house. The list of Miami 
quarterback success stories reads like a pas- 
sage from the bible: Jim Kelly who begat 
Bernie Kosar who begat Vinny Testaverde 
who begat Steve Walsh who begat Craig 
Erickson who begat Torretta. 

Kelly, Kosar, Testaverde and Walsh were 
first-round draft choices. Reports place their 
combined contracts at $36 million, not count- 
ing endorsements. Erickson’s worth suffered 
when he injured a knee while practicing for a 
postseason all-star game, but still was taken 
in the fifth round. 

Torretta, a junior from Pinole, Calif., is 
now the “air” apparent to Erickson. But at a 
school with such rich quarterbacking tradi- 
tion, even his job is not safe. Bryan Fortay, a 
former high school All-American from East 
Brunswick, N.J., is capable of overtaking Tor- 
retta. The two went into spring practice virtu- 
ally tied, but Fortay suffered a broken finger, 
leaving the job to Torretta, at least for now. 
Torretta has been a starter before; he started 
four games when Erickson was hurt during 
the 1989 season. Fortay was a freshman 
then and plans were for him to redshirt. 
Erickson’s injury changed that, and Fortay 


fired,” said Coughlin. “I feel bad in certain 
ways. But he and I know this is a business.” 

If he didn’t know it then, Bicknell knows 
it now. At the time of his firing, all he knew 
was he had taken BC to bowls, stayed out of 
trouble, paid attention to academics and 
turned down other jobs. To fully appreciate 
his accomplishments, consider that before 
Bicknell arrived from Maine in 1981, Boston 
College’s last bowl appearance was in 1943. 

After a 5-6 debut season, Bicknell went 27- 
8-1 the next three years. In 1984, he went 10-2, 
winning the Cotton Bowl. Under him, Boston 
College grew used to winning — and bowl 
money. Bicknell became, in effect, a victim of 
his own success. “That’s exactly what hap- 
pened,” he said. “When you get fired, your 
reputation is damaged. If you cry about it, 
you're a baby. You just got to take it. But I’m 
a good football coach.” 

Indeed, he challenges critics who say his 
success was only a by-product of the Flutie

made a cameo appearance that season. 

When spring practice 1990 came along, 
Torretta was No. 2 behind Erickson, and 
Fortay was again scheduled to redshirt. But, 
in a moment of Miami heat after spring 
practice, Fortay complained he never had a 
chance to compete for the backup role and 
threatened to transfer. After talking with 
coach Dennis Erickson, he calmed down 
and accepted his redshirt season. He has 
three years of eligibility remaining. Some 
observers believe Fortay, similar in size (6-3, 
205) but more mobile, eventually will be a 
better quarterback than Torretta. But for 
now he lacks an important ingredient in 
Miami’s sophisticated offense — experience. 

He had six completions in 15 attempts for 
74 yards during his brief freshman appear- 
ance. His completions and yards all came 
against Cincinnati. Torretta has appeared 
in 19 games, with 123 completions in 218 
attempts for 1,535 yards and eight touch- 
downs, with nine interceptions. “Four games 
starting is a big difference in this offense,” 
said Torretta. “I see that now. Those games 
helped me so much. You just learn how to 
deal with the pressures.” 

Torretta isn't afraid of Fortay’s challenge. 
He figures he proved quite a bit simply by 
stepping on the field for the first time at 
Miami. Former offensive coordinator Gary 
Stevens tried to talk Torretta out of coming 
to Miami. He didn’t think he could play 
there. Torretta’s initial interest was sparked 
by his older brother Geoff, who was Testa- 
verde’s backup. Geoff started only one game 
in his career but told Gino he would do it 
again. The experience of being on Miami’s 


phenomenon. “They talk about Doug Flutie 
... Well somebody had to coach Doug Flutie, 
somebody had to catch Doug Flutie’s balls, 
somebody had to play defense on Doug Flu- 
tie’s teams,” he said. “We did it at a time when 
BC had no facilities. 

“It’s an excellent place to work. The people 
are great people. But when the money’s not 
coming in like you like to see it coming in. . . .” 

Bicknell literally left the country in the wake 
of his firing. Rather than seek out one of the 
few good college coaching opportunities, he 
took the head coaching job with Barcelona in 
the World League of American Football. It 
wasn’t a move he enjoyed making. 

“It bothers me,” he said. “Here I am going 
to coach in the World League, and I should be 
in college. Not blowing smoke up my butt, but 
I’m a guy who’s more of a teacher, an educa- 
tor. I shouldn’t be flushed into pro ball. If 
you're fired for doing something illegal or 
immoral, that’s different.”

team was that good. 

“I thought for a competitor like that 
who didn’t play much to say he’d still 
go back and do the same thing, wow, 
that schoo] must really have some- 
thing,” Gino said. “When Coach Stey- 
ens told me I should go somewhere 
else, that was hard to swallow for a 
high school guy who thought he was 
big man on campus. I took it as a chal- 
lenge. I wanted to prove I could do it.” 

Quarterbacking at Miami carries 
with it inherent pressures. “There’s a 
lot of responsibility when you consider 
if you lose two games you didn’t havea 
great season,” said Torretta. “But good 
things have happened to everyone who’s 
been a quarterback here. Having great play- 
ers around you gives you the opportunity to 
play at a different level. The program gets 
such great exposure that everyone sees that 
the Miami quarterback throws for a lot of 
yards. The system makes the difference. And 
the overall attitude here is we're going to win 
every game.” 

Miami’s quarterbacking success did not 
happen by accident, though it could be 
argued that’s precisely how Kelly became 
famous. Penn State’s Joe Paterno coveted 
in-state product Kelly — as a linebacker. 
Howard Schnellenberger, who led Miami to 
its first national title in 1983, saw quarter- 
backing potential in him. 

Kosar’s story isn’t much different. Miami 
was fortunate because at least two Big Ten 
coaches examined Kosar closely and decided 
he couldn't run fast enough to play for them. 
So he made the trip from Ohio down south. 

Once they had success, the production 
line began. “You have to give Schnellen- 
berger credit, and also Stevens, who devel- 
oped them,” said Gil Brandt, the former 
Dallas Cowboys personnel director. “Miami 
then got some people who wanted to come 
simply because of the tradition started with 
Kelly. It’s like a Tailback U. They sell them 
on a position.” 

Because of that success, each Miami quar- 
terback expects comparisons with his prede- 
cessors. “You can’t do anything but go out 
and try your best,” said Torretta. “We love 
this kind of pressure being put on us. The 
expectations of the fans might not be fair, 
but our own expectations are even higher.” 


But in the big business that is college foot- 
ball, Bicknell discovered that even at Boston 
College, the bottom line means wins and losses. 


IN A LEAGUE 
OF ITS OWN 


The Beast from the East no longer is re- 
stricted to basketball. There’s a new game in 
town — Big East Conference football. 

Four Big East members joined with four 
other schools to form a football conference 
this season. The lineup sounds impressive: 
Miami, Syracuse, Virginia Tech, West Vir- 
ginia, Pittsburgh, Boston College, Rutgers 
and Temple. Miami’s addition alone makes 
this a conference to contend with. Consider 
that the new Big East: 

® Made 31 bowl appearances and won 
three national titles in the 1980s. 

@ Produced both starting quarterbacks in

last year’s Super Bowl (Jim Kelly of Miami 
and Jeff Hostetler of West Virginia), the Super 
Bowl MVP (Ottis Anderson of Miami) and 
the AFC’s best defensive player (Bruce Smith 
of Virginia Tech). 

@ Has two teams this year (Miami and 
Syracuse) in the preseason Top 20. 

The 11-year-old: Big East — basically a 
made-for-TV basketball conference — has 
flourished. Its most immediate impact for 
Eastern football may be in identity. 

“Because of our name, Rutgers — we’re not 
the University of New Jersey — we need recog- 
nition across the country,” Rutgers coach 
Doug Graber said. “All these other conferen- 
ces can say you're going to play on TV, you're 
going to play for achampionship, you're going 
to play in a bowl game. Now we can, too.” 

“It’s a big boost for us in this part of the 
country, not just Temple,” said Owls coach 
Jerry Berndt. “I know our players are really 
excited. Recognition is very important to 
them.” 

All Big East members will play a seven- 
game league slate by 1993, though league 
commissioner Mike Tranghese promised a 
conference champ this year, even though Vir- 
ginia Tech will play only one conference game 
and Miami only two. 

The league also is expected to announce a 
tie-in to a major bowl game for 1991, with the 
Blockbuster, Fiesta and Orange having ex- 
pressed interest. The Big East is “not about to 
reach agreement to play in the Bill Smith 
Bowl,” said Tranghese.

Keeping up with the Miami Hurricanes: 

@ The NCAA rules committee sent out a 
warning for 91: Taunting and showboating 
will not be tolerated. A new rule prohibits 
players from “inciting spectators.” The penalty 
will be 15 yards for unsportsmanlike conduct. 

Miami was roundly criticized for its actions 
— 16 penalties for 202 yards — during its 46-3 
Mobil Cotton Bowl! romp over Texas. That 
display proved to be the catalyst for the rule. 
“There’s no question that the activities of the 
Cotton Bowl helped bring this issue to the 
forefront,” said rules committee member Mike 
Lude, the former AD at Washington. 

Miami’s fans, however, saw things differ- 
ently. A poll taken just after the game by a 
Miami newspaper asked this question: “Was 
the University of Miami football team’s be- 
havior appropriate in the Cotton Bowl?” 
Voters cast a resounding “yes” by a margin of 
4,572-1,150. 

Said Miami wide receiver Randal Hill, who 
played his last game in the Cotton Bowl, “This 
senior class is Miami's last renegade class, and 
we went out the way we wanted to, dancing 
and having fun.” 

@ A new wind may be blowing around the 
school this year. Miami hired Dave Maggard 
away from the University of California as its 
new AD, replacing Sam Jankovich, who left 
to become general manager of the New Eng- 
land Patriots. Maggard will attempt to change 
Miami’s outlaw image. “Academics come first 
with Dave Maggard,” said Dave Lieberman, 
point man for Miami’s search committee. Said 
Maggard: “We have some work to do.” 

® The Hurricanes lost 17 seniors whose 
eligibility expired, and were out-recruited in 
state by Florida State and nationally by 10 to 
15 other schools. Nonetheless, Miami remains 
an excellent choice for a player hoping to 
advance to the NFL. From 1986-1990, the 
Hurricanes turned out more players (22) in 
the first three rounds of the NFL draft than 


» any other school. 


Auburn and Florida were second with 13 
each. Notre Dame, LSU and Texas A&M 
lagged back at 12. Traditional feeder 
schools Southern California and UCLA 
had 10, as did Washington. From 1980- 
90, the Hurricanes had 69 players 
drafted in the regular phase 
® and three in the supple- 
mental draft. 


IT’S THE PITTS 


Paul Hackett wanted a head coaching job 
badly. But did he want it this bad? Little has 
gone right at Pittsburgh since Hackett suc- 
ceeded Mike Gottfried for the 1989 Sun Bowl 
and won his debut. Last season, his team 
played way under preseason expectations, 
finishing 3-7-1, only the second losing season 
in 18 years. And there was a series of sideline 
problems that linger over the team as 91 
dawns. 

The team’s top defensive lineman, junior 
Keith Hamilton, threatened to quit after Gott- 
fried’s firing. If he hadn’t been injured last sea- 
son, he might have jumped to the NFL; this 
well could be his collegiate finale. 

Then came a series of stories alleging cash 
payments and illegal benefits to former play- 
ers, all tied to a former Gottfried assistant. 


The topper was the suspension of running 
back Curvin Richards,'the second-leading 
rusher in Pitt history, in January for violating 
team rules. Richards high-stepped into the 
NFL ayear early. The program is undergoing 
an internal review as a result of the allega- 
tions, a precursor to an NCAA study. 

One remaining bright spot is junior quar- 
terback Alex Van Pelt, who threw for 2,427 
yards and 14 TDs last season. Hackett also 
had a good recruiting year, landing two top- 
flight quarterbacks — Ken Ferguson Jr., of 
Arlington, Texas and John Ryan of Board- 
man High in Youngstown, Ohio (the same 
school that produced Bernie Kosar). 


QUICK SNAPS 


One of the most anonymous quality quar- 
terbacks in the nation is Virginia Tech’s Will 
Furrer, who has a chance to break the 19-year- 
old school career passing record. He has 4,095 
yards. Don Strock, whose last season was 
1972, threw for 6,009. Furrer passed for 1,384 
yards as a freshman in 1988 but only played 
four games in 89 because of midseason knee 
surgery. He excelled last year as Tech (6-5) 
knocked off three bowl teams, including a 38- 
13 humbling of chief rival Virginia. ... Jerry 
Berndt’s reputation for reviving dead programs 
grew even larger last season when Temple fin- 
ished 7-4, one season after a 1-10 record. The 
Owls, the most improved team in the nation, 
posted wins at Pitt and Boston College. The 
win at BC was Temple’s first there since 1936. 
And the four losses came against bowl teams. 
Berndt, who turned the Penn program around, 
got credit in two places last season: Rice, 
which he left after the 88 season, finished 5-6 
with a squad dominated by Berndt’s first re- 
cruiting class there.

OUTLOOK 

Offense (pro/one-back): The biggest question is how well Torretta (or 
Bryan Fortay) will replace Craig Erickson at QB; so much of Miami's suc- 
cess begins there. As usual, there is plenty of talent available. The re- 
ceivers are terrific; Spencer steps in for Wesley Carroll (61 pc in 1990) in 
the slot. The line, led by Searcy, will miss spiritual leader Mike Sullivan, but 
shouldn't suffer a noticeable dropoff. Four players, including Moore, will 
vie for the TE job, replacing Rob Chudzinski. RB depth is virtually non- 
existent, though that’s not crucial with a one-back offense. Points (36.5 
ppg in 1990) won't come as easily, but they'll come. 

Defense (4-3): Until the offense develops, the defense must carry the 
team. No problem. LB is the strength, and there are plenty to go around; 


five of the six listed on the Cotton Bow! two-deep depth chart are back. 
Russell Maryland’s departure to the pros leaves a huge hole in the line, but 
the secondary boasts an underrated FS in Williams and two quality SSs in 
co-starting seniors Pharms and Huriie Brown (44 t). 

Kicking game: Huerta is outstanding; he’s accurate and has range (four of 
six from 40-plus in 1990). Snyder has a quick release but needs more leg. 
Schedule (6h, 5a): The Hurricanes finally face a representative schedule. 
In addition to a marquee game at Florida State in November, the ‘Canes 
play at Arkansas and Arizona, and face Houston and Penn State at home. 
SUMMARY: Miami epitomizes the cliche “they don’t rebuild, they reload.” 
The Hurricanes have 10 returning starters (including both SSs), the fewest 
since 1988 (nine). The '88 squad finished No. 2 in the nation. Miami will be 
in the national title hunt and is a shoo-in to win the first Big East title, which 
goes to the highest-ranked team. And, of the projected 44-man two-deep, 
there are only 14 seniors. Talk about reloading.

Schedule (6h, 5a): Florida State (away) and Florida (home) highlight the 
schedule. Syracuse should finish strongly with a soft, season-ending 
stretch against Temple, Boston College and West Virginia. 

SUMMARY: Pasqualoni has a tough act to follow because Dick MacPher- 
son, now with the New England Patriots, was very popular. The Orange- 
men should have no problems running their string of bowl appearances to 
five straight.

Offense (multiple): Optimism is high in Blacksburg. Nine offensive start- 
ers return, including Furrer, Tech's best passer since Don Strock. Also 
back are seven of the top eight receivers from 1990; the top three 
rushers, including Hebron and Tony Kennedy (517 yr, 5 TDs; 21 pc, 209 
yds); and four starters on the line, including all-star candidates Chung and 
Verniel.

But it pulled together down the stretch, 
holding four tough opponents to an average of 12.8 points. Campbell and 
Russell are talented. Medical redshirts Brian Williams (LB) and Granby are 
expected to be big contributors. 

Kicking game: Thomas was zero for three from beyond 40 yards. The P 
job is wide open. Marcus Mickel is a dangerous return man. 

Schedule (5h, Ga): After a home opener with James Madison, the Hokies 
travel five straight games, including a home game that was changed for 
money. They'll play Florida State in Orlando for a minimum of $600,000. 
Tech then plays four at home before ending at Virginia. 

SUMMARY: Beamer, armed with a five-year contract extension, has put 
excitement back into the Tech program. The Hokies are building on the 


momentum of three victories over bowl teams (Southern Miss, N.C. State 
and Virginia) and a tough 6-3 loss to Georgia Tech in their final four out- 
ings of 1990. Furrer and one key road victory could spell “bow!.”

James adapts to ongeng game; speed, 


motivation, new offense 


ey Huskies’ rise 


hey were a hard-luck team, those 1988 
Washington Huskies, losing five games 
by a total of 15 points. A field goal here 

or there, a key first down, an untimely penalty 
.. each defeat ended with an excuse or expla- 
nation, depending on the eyes of the viewer. 
“But the bottom line,” coach Don James said, 
“is that we weren't very good.” 

The signs of decline had been creeping up 
on James and his staff for three or four years. 
Instead of fielding one of the strongest teams 
in the country, as he had in the early 1980s, 
James was watching his program struggle 
through poor recruiting decisions, a painfully 
obvious lack of speed, a stale offense and a 
loss of confidence. 

“I realized the direction we were going was 
not going to get us to the Rose Bowl,” he said. 
“People can say, ‘Well, you lost two games by 
one point and two by three, and if you had just 
won those four games, you’d have been 10-1 
and in the Rose Bowl,’ and all that. But we 
realized we weren’t a good team. When you 
rank 10th in the league against the run, you’ve 
got some real problems.” 

With that in mind, James stepped into his 
usual postseason meeting with players and 
coaches. Only this time he set a new course. 
Two years later, he was being doused with ice 
water on the sidelines as the Rose Bowl clock 
wound down on the Huskies’ 46-34 victory 
over Iowa. As strong safety Eric Briscoe saw 


Washington running back Beno Bryant is one of a new breed of Huskies: He 


it, “I think the coaches got smarter and we got 
better.” 

They got better every which way, turning 
the 1990 Huskies into one of the most domi- 
nant teams the Pacific-10 Conference has ever 
seen. They ripped through the league, win- 
ning seven games by an average of 35 points. 
A last-second field goal by 21-point underdog 
UCLA cost them the national championship; 
their only other defeat in the 10-2 season came 
in a heart-stopping 20-14 decision at Colorado. 

With 15 starters returning from a team that 
led the Pac-10 in total offense and total de- 
fense, while leading the nation in rushing 
defense — remember, two years earlier the 
Huskies were last in the Pac-10 in that key 
indicator — Washington enters the 1991 sea- 
son as a serious contender for the national 
championship. 

That’s back to normal and then some. For 
eight consecutive seasons (1977-84), including 
three Rose Bowls and an Orange Bowl, the 
Huskies finished first or second in the Pac-10. 
After stumbling through a stretch in which 
they won only four of Il games, they now 
have won 16 of 19 — one game behind the 
most successful stretch in James’ 16 years at 
Washington (17 of 19 in 1981-82). 

That team meeting in November 1988 was 
the turning point but not the beginning of 
Washington’s resurgence. While the no-bowl 
season proved the Huskies were headed in the

wrong direction, a taxing 85 season (7-5) and 
an 86 Sun Bowl whipping at the hands of 
absurdly quicker Alabama (28-6) already had 
conveyed the program’s limitations. In 1986, 
James made speed the No. | priority in re- 
cruiting. Two years later, he threw down the 
gauntlet to his players and assistant coaches. 

“I think the program was kind of reborn, so 
to speak, in the annual postseason meeting 
after the 6-5 season,” said James, who received 
substantial hate mail from fans after the 88 
season. “We did the normal things we always 
do, except that it was a shorter meeting in that 
there was no bowl to talk about. There was no 
information on how many tickets you were 
going to get, or when the practices were, or 
any of that. We did the things we had to do. I 
excused the seniors, and then we had an exten- 
sive meeting with the underclassmen.” 

There was no ranting and raving. It was 
more a session of reflection, James said. The 
players were asked how bad they wanted to 
turn the program around. They responded the 
way the coaching staff had hoped. 

“He changed the way we looked at the 
offseason,” said defensive coordinator Jim 
Lambright. “Each player set his own standard 
and was required to work toward it.” 

Over the next two years, nearly a dozen 
scholarship players left the team. “We all 
decided that if you wanted to work, you 
couldn't have the attitude of a 6-and-Ser,” 
Briscoe said. It could be argued that the 
coaching staff “ran off” some of the players, 
but James insists normal attrition ran its 
course, with the heightened work ethic of the 
leading players taking its toll on those who 
weren't hungry enough. 

“I told each of our coaches to assume that 
they were the head coach and offensive or de- 
fensive coordinator,” James said. “I wanted 
them to rewrite some things in defenses and 
coverages and see what kind of direction they 
wanted to go. 

“I compiled all that, and I had them sit 
down with every player and work with each

Milburn, 
White add 
exciting. 
twist to 
Stanford-Cal | 
rivalry 


For the 75,662 fans who crammed into 


Berkeley’s Memorial Stadium last Nov. 17, 


and for the thousands more who watched 
on TV or listened on radio, the 1990 rendi- 
tion of Cal vs. Stanford boiled down to a 
simple contest of “Can you top this?” 

Never mind the dozens of players on each 
team; it all came down to just two — the 
darter, Glyn Milburn of Stanford, and the 
glider, Russell White of California. 

Milburn breaks a tackle and runs for 17 
yards? OK, White bursts over the right guard 
and cuts back left for 25. White scoots around 
the right side for 22 yards? Well, Milburn 
sets up a touchdown with a 14-yard catch 
over the middle. A 42-yard run down the 
right sideline for White? A 53-yarder, Stan- 
ford’s first TD, for Milburn. 

“In retrospect, I I guess there was a Glyn vs. 
Russell scenario,” said Milburn, who won 
the statistical battle that day — 379 all-pur- 
pose yards to 274 — and whose Stanford 
team, not coincidentally, came out on top. 
“At the time, though, I was just doing what 
it took to win the game.” 

Each was playing in his first Big Game, 
winding up his first season of Pac-10 foot- 
ball. Ultimately, each was named a first- 


_ enough mileage last season to lead the NC 


team All-Pac-10 running back. Each will be 
the focus of his team’s offense this season 
and, barring injuries or early defections to 
the NFL, in 1992 as well. It isn’t unreason- 
able to list them as Heisman Trophy candi- 
dates. For the Bay Area and its long-suffering 
college football fans, it’s almost ing good to 
be true. 

“Sharing the spotlight?” White asked. | 
don't really look at it like that. ni m just here 
to do a job.” 

That White and Milburn, two former 
Southern California high school superstars, 
find themselves in circumstances so similar, 
on Bay Area campuses about an hour apart, 
couldn't be more unlikely. Neither has taken 


a path that would be considered smooth on 


normal. 

In 1987, as asenior at Santa Monicn High 
School, just west of Los Angeles, Milburn 
scored 39 touchdowns, a state record. An 
excellent student, he wanted to attend Stan- 
ford and signed a letter of intent for then- 
coach Jack Elway, but it was deemed in- 
valid because it wasn’t signed by a parent. 
At his stepfather’s behest, Milburn weat to 
Oklahoma. 

While the Sooners system ‘under Barry 
Switzer didn’t take full advantage of Mil- 


_ burn’s skills — his pass-catching ability, for 
‘one — he was successful in Norman and 


projected to start as a sophomo 

shocked Switzer by announcing he was 
ferring to Stanford, even though Elway had 
been fired. Milburn was not dissatisfied with 
football there, but could not shake free the 
feeling that he was missing out on educa- 


tional experiences, because athletes were so, 


segregated from other students at Oklahoma. 
“At Oklahoma, discussion was totally 
centered around football and sports, said 
Milburn, a public policy major at Stan- — 
ford. “Here, the football players have

more likely to be talking about OMe grades or 
classes.” 

Milburn had to sit out a year —“T built 
up some positive anger that I was able to 
channel toward last season,” he said — and 
though he admitted to feeling a little rusty, 
he also acknowledged that he could not have 
been better suited for Stanford coach | Denny 
Green’s system. 

While the Cal game was extraordinary 
even by Milburn’s standards, he lo 


in all-purpose yards with 2,222, an averdies 
of 202 per game. He rushed for 729 yards, 
caught 64 passes for 632 yards, returned 24 
punts for 267 yards and returned 24 kickoffs 
for 594 yards. 

“It’s kind of ironic how things happen,” 
said Milburn, who at 5-9 and 175 pounds 
—a Dave Meggett or Eric Metcalf type — 
may be more desirable to NFL teams com- 
ing out of brainy Stanford instead of brawny 
Oklahoma. 


White also chose where to play college 


football based on academics. Coming out 
of the San Fernando Valley’s Crespi High 
School in 1988, White had all the numbers 

— including 5,998 yards rushing in his high 
school career, more than any California high 
schooler in history — except the requisite 
700 on his college entrance exams. Desper- 
ately, he wanted to be a hometown hero at 
USC, following in the footsteps of his uncle,

Heisman Trophy winner Charles White. But 
the Trojans, whose policy prohibited them 
from accepting freshmen ineligible under 
the NCAA’s Prop. 48 guidelines, offered a 
scholarship contingent on his test results. 
Meanwhile, Cal coaches were offering 


White ascholarship, even if he couldn't score 
700 on the SATs. The school was willing to 


invest a year tutoring him (he has dyslexia), 
confident that he would have enough incen- 
tive to become eligible as a sophomore. 
White liked the fact that Cal had faith in 
him, and he was challenged by detractors 
who said he couldn't succeed in the intellec- 
tual environment at Berkeley. 

Today, with solid grades, progress toward 
a social welfare degree and a 1,000-yard 


rushing season behind him, he believes he 
has regained the respect he had lost over the 
last few years. — 

“I was the cockiest person around,” White 
said. “I read what people wrote about me, 
and I had the stats to back it up. I claimed I 
was ‘more than just an athlete,’ but I had 
doubts about that. But when football was 
taken away... well, I’m just glad I did suc- 
ceed the way I did.” — 

White shakes his head in amazement when 
noting that he not only sat out a year, but 
split playing time with senior Anthony Wal- 
lace, who last season started all the games. “I 
adjusted well,” White said with pride. 

Of course, White got plenty of work —at 
least 16 carries per game, plus kickoff-return 
duties. He had 18 runs of at least 20 yards 
—his most famous was a sideline-to-sideline 
maneuver for 36 yards against San Jose 
State — and a 99-yard kickoff return against 
Miami. With classic running back size (6-0, 
200), he has been compared to everyone 
from O.J. Simpson to Walter Payton. 

There’s one comparison, though, from 
which he shrinks; he knows better than 
to seek the troubled footsteps of his uncle 
Charles. “Winning a Heisman isn’t one of 
my goals (anymore),” Russell said. “If I get a 
degree ...that will mean a lot more than 
anything.”

one of them in resetting their personal goals. 
We'd never really talked about those things in 
the past.” 

The results of the new work ethic were what 
James called “the fastest and strongest teams 
we've ever had” the past two seasons. That 
wasn’t the extent of it. James did some soul- 
searching himself. In the days following that 
meeting, for the first time in his career, he flat- 
out fired an assistant coach (offensive line 
coach Dan Dorazio), replacing him with single- 
back offense wizard Keith Gilbertson. 

Gilbertson, who learned and developed the 
spread formation with boyhood friend Den- 
nis Erickson when they were together at Idaho 
in the early 1980s, was an immediate hit with 
the Washington staff and players. The Hus- 
kies leaped back into a bowl game in 1989, 
clobbering Florida, 34-7, inthe Freedom Bowl. 

Offensive coordinator Gary Pinkel (hired 
in March as head coach at Toledo), whom 
James said had been gradually incorporating 
single-back elements into the UW offense, 
worked closely with Gilbertson in establishing 
a combination of four-wideout formations 
with the Huskies’ traditional I. The coaches 
also mixed in some short-yardage wishbone. 

“The coaches showed us that they weren't 
just staying with the status quo,” said running 
back Greg Lewis, who became the first player 
in school history to gain 1,000 yards in succes- 
sive seasons. “They were giving us more and

better tools to work with. Teams had to start 
being ready for everything when they played 
us ” 


In addition to preparing for the I, the "bone, 
the two-tight-end spread and a variety of 
three- and four-wideout formations, oppos- 
ing defenses had to worry about containing 
quarterback Mark Brunell. Faster than most 
running backs or linebackers Washington had 
for a few years, Brunell rushed for 444 yards 
last season. (Brunell suffered a serious knee 
injury in a non-contact drill this spring and 
will miss the ‘91 season.) 

Defensively, linebackers Donald Jones, 
Chico Fraley, Brett Collins and David Hoff- 
mann, safety Tommie Smith and defensive 
tackle Steve Emtman emerged with better 
speed and athleticism than the Huskies had 
enjoyed at those positions in years. They con- 
sistently hogtied Pac-10 offenses, with Lam- 
bright often placing eight players on the line 
of scrimmage to force opposing quarterbacks 
to attempt to outguess them and outmaneuver 
their speed. 

All of these players, not to mention another 
half-dozen key performers from the 1990 
Purple Haze defense, return. Most significant 
is Emtman, who last season became the first 
sophomore to win Pac-10 Defensive Player of 
the Year honors (co-honoree with Arizona 
cornerback Darryl Lewis). 

James, 58, signed a four-year contract after 

the 1990 season, and, with the recent suc- 

cesses, admits he’s more invigorated than 

ever. “It’s nice to get back and show 

people that you can still coach,” he 

said. “There were a lot of people 

that said we couldn't do it 

anymore.”

“The more

going again, and it’s a reflection on him.” 


NEW KIDS, AGAIN 


In 1989, Bret Johnson and Todd Marino- 
vich were starters as redshirt freshmen at 
UCLA and USC, respectively. Bruins coach 
Terry Donahue lauded Johnson as one the 
brightest young quarterbacks he’d ever had; 
Marinovich was named freshman of the year 
by various publications. Now, both are his- 
tory — Johnson transferred to Michigan State 
last fall after losing his job to Jimmy Bonds; 
Marinovich entered the NFL draft after a dis- 
astrous 90 season with the Trojans. Yet neither 
school is crying the blues. 

At UCLA, Johnson’s exit merely quickened 
the rise of Tommy Maddox, who relieved 
Bonds in the second game of the season and 
ignited a come-from-behind, 32-31 victory 
over Stanford. The following week, Maddox 
passed for 353 yards against Michigan. The 6- 
4 redshirt freshman from Bedford, Texas, fin- 
ished the season with 2,682 yards and 17 TD 
passes. Do they like him at UCLA? Says the 
Bruins’ media guide: “With normal progress, 


(he) will develop into the finest quarterback in 
UCLA history. ... With Maddox at the con- 
trols, the sky is the limit for the Bruin offense.” 

UCLA hardly had to recruit Maddox. He 
was a big fan of former Bruin Troy Aikman 
and was leaning toward UCLA when Aikman 
and the Bruins played Arkansas in the 1989 
Cotton Bowl. Maddox's meeting with Aikman 
clinched the deal. It’s no coincidence that Mad- 
dox wears the same number as Aikman (8). 

Across town, USC coaches feared the strong- 
willed Marinovich would divide the team. Fol- 
lowing a series of suspensions, run-ins with 
coach Larry Smith and a drug arrest, Marino- 
vich officially severed his relationship with 
USC. The new quarterback, sophomore Reg- 
gie Perry, has little game experience (three 
snaps), dictating an offensive shift to more of 
arunning, option attack. Perry can pass from 
the pocket and has more mobility than Marino- 
vich. USC coaches also like his team-first atti- 
tude and exceptional work habits. 


A BONE TO PICK 


The first questions asked when Oregon State 
hired a new football coach last fall weren't the 
usual ones, as in “Who is this guy?” and “You 
do plan to rent, right?” 

Instead, Beavers boosters wanted to know 
about Jerry Pettibone’s resume, which in- 
cluded stints as an assistant to NCAA felons 
Barry Switzer and Jackie Sherrill. Some felt 
that was commensurate with being Al Ca- 
pone’s bookkeeper. At the least, it was guilt by 
association. 

But OSU athletic director Dutch Baugh- 
man assured everyone in Corvallis that Petti- 
bone was squeaky clean. Indeed, it was clear 
to Baughman that Pettibone left Oklahoma 
and Texas A&M because he didn’t like the 
football climate. “I feel good that I can stand 
on the job that I've done at every school, that 
I’ve never had any problems with the NCAA 
to any degree,” Pettibone said. “I’ve always 
worked hard to maintain a high level of ethi- 
cal conduct that would never in any way jeop- 
ardize the institution that I represent.” 

Pettibone, who has a reputation as a recruit- 
ing wizard and offensive innovator; comes to 
OSU from Northern Illinois, where he posted 
winning records in the final three years of 
a six-year run (33-32-1 overall). He was one 
of the first recruiting coordinators in college 
football (at SMU for Hayden Fry in 1971), 
and also served in that capacity at Oklahoma 
(1971-78), Nebraska (1979-81) and Texas 
A&M (1982-84). Among his recruits: Heis- 
man Trophy winners Billy Sims and Mike 
Rozier. 

While a head coach at Northern Illinois, 
Pettibone installed a spread-option offense 
(part wishbone, part run-and-shoot). Last 
year, NIU led the nation in rushing (344.6 
yards per game), average rush (6.1) and fewest 
turnovers (12). By contrast, OSU fumbled 
eight times in one game last season and ranked 
last nationally in total offense. The Beavers 
haven't had a winning season in 20 years. 

Pettibone knows success won't come over- 
night. “A reasonable amount of time to me is 
five years,” he said. “I would expect to see 
improvement before that, but I would not 
want to be judged until a full cycle of recruit- 
ing has been completed here.” 


QUICK SNAPS 


This is the first year of the Pac-10’s eight- 
game conference schedule. Previously, schools 
played between seven and nine conference 


games. The following teams do not play each 
other in 1991 or 92: Arizona-Oregon; UCLA- 
Washington; Oregon State-USC; California- 
Washington State; Stanford-Arizona State. . . . 
USC defensive back Jason Oliver is a cour- 
ageous man. His mother and father died within 
a month of each other last fall, but he kept 
playing. Now he is taking care of his 9-year- 
old brother, Clinton. ... California broke an 
18-year winless streak against UCLA when it 
beat the Bruins, 38-31, last Oct. 20.... No 
sooner did Jerry Pettibone arrive at Oregon 
State than three wide receivers (including 
veteran Jason Kent) and two quarterbacks 
(including 90 starter Fred Schweer) decided 
to transfer. Pettibone landed four quarter- 
backs among his 18 prep recruits, and one of 
them, Don Shanklin of Amarillo, Texas, may 
play as a true freshman. Despite missing three 
games last season, he ran for 1,019 yards... 
Arizona State coach Larry Marmie is back 
after a 4-7 season, ASU’s first losing cam- 
paign since 1984. In his three years in Tempe, 
Marmie has pleased school administrators 
with academic success and discipline (a far cry 
from the tempestuous NCAA probation days 
of Frank Kush and Darryl Rogers), but has 
a 16-16-1 record. Attendance last season 
(62,297 per game) was down almost 4,500 
from 1989.... Oregon went to back-to-back 
bowl games (Independence in 89, Freedom in 
90) for the first time in school history. Coach 
Rich Brooks has his sights set higher: “I don’t 
think there’s any question we can get to the 
Rose Bowl,” he said prior to the Freedom 
Bowl. “Six or seven years ago, I couldn’t hon- 
estly say that.” The Ducks return 14 starters 
from 90, but lose quarterback Bill Musgrave, 
the heart and soul of the team for four years. 
Oregon was 25-10 in games Musgrave started 
and finished during his career. ... Washing- 
ton State lost three assistant coaches to other 
jobs. Joe Tiller became head coach at Wyo- 
ming, Bill Diedrick Jr. became offensive co- 
ordinator for Edmonton in the CFL, and 
Gerald Carr became quarterbacks coach at 
Arizona.... The Incomparable Leland Stan- 
ford Junior University Marching Band was 
suspended for one game by Stanford officials 
after it lampooned the controversy over efforts 
to save the endangered spotted owl while per- 
forming during halftime of the Cardinal’s 
game at Oregon.

Offense (one-back)- Offensive catalysts Greg Lewis (TB, 1,279 yr; to NFL) 
and Mark Brunell (QB, 1,732 yp, 444 yr; out for season with knee injury) 
must be replaced if the Huskies expect to challenge for national honors.

Hanson, Jason's litte brother, was the long-distance man a year ago 
and inherits the job full time. He's reliable. Coverage teams are excellent. 
Schedule (6h, 5a): Road games at Stanford and Nebraska start the season.

SUMMARY: The Huskies dominated in 1990, outscoring Pac-10 foes 340-

OUTLOOK 


Offense (multipie/one-back): The Cougars’ passing game will be interest- 
ing. Last year, WSU went through three QBs before Bledsoe, who came on 
at midseason, won the job outright. He has quality receivers to throw to in 
TE Wiliams and wideouts Davis and Bobo. Biedsoe isn't mobile, but he’s got 
a gun. WSU's ground game was shot dead last season (90.4 ypg, 2.8 a 
tush). Price, who will call the plays this season, has to take a more efficient 
approach; WSU converted a league-low 32.9 percent of third-down tries 
and had only 69 rushing first downs. The line should be better, but the onus 
is on Bledsoe to make things happen. 

Defense (4-3): The defense couldn't stop anyone last season, yielding 
441.5 yards a game, 200.5 on the ground, and 30 or more points nine 
times, including 51- and 55-point “efforts” in the final two games. The

Kicking game: The Cougars’ MVP undoubtedly is Hanson, the best dual 
kicker in the game. His field goal percentage dipped last year as he took on 
twin duties, but there's no denying his range and strength. 

‘Schedule (6h, Sa): The Cougars play three of their first four on the road, 
including trips to Oregon and Ohio State, and their other conference road 
trips take them to Arizona State, UCLA and Washington. 

SUMMARY: Perhaps the worst part of the Cougars’ dismal 1990 season 
was their late-season attitude. They tackled poorly, showed little spark and 
lacked poise in losing their last four. Whether that’s a reflection on Price or 
the youth of the squad remains to be seen. Bledsoe is the latest of a series 
of fine WSU quarterbacks (Jack Thompson, Mark Rypien, Timm Rosen- 
bach). Hopefully, adversity won't ruin his talents.

ike Archer, a mathematical success 

during his four-year tenure at LSU 

(27-18-1), resigned last November 

when he learned from his television that there 

existed a candidate list for his replacement. 

Never mind that he had not been fired, or 

asked to resign, or that he had two years left 

on his contract. After two second-division fin- 

ishes, Archer simply was adead man in Baton 
Rouge. 

At Georgia, joyous alumni heralded Ray 
Goff as “one of us” when he replaced Vince 
Dooley two seasons ago. After just 22 games, 
an airplane circled Sanford Stadium during 
the 1990 finale with Georgia Tech, towing a 
banner that read “Fire Ray Goof.” 

Pat Dye, having brought Auburn some of 
its finest moments in school history, was 8-3-1 
last fall, his worst finish since his first season 
on The Plain 10 years ago. His stomach pain 
grew so bad late in the year, he finally was 
hospitalized with a pre-ulcerous condition. 
Dye’s woeful Tigers were coming off three 
consecutive championship seasons. 

Over the last decade, the SEC had more 
Top 10 teams, more bowl invitations and big- 
ger crowds than any conference. It also was 
the toughest place to work. Always has been. 
From the mystery moving van dispatched to 
the home of Bill Battle at Tennessee (1976) 
to the brick thrown through Bill Curry’s 
Alabama office window (1989), the league has 
earned its reputation for wicked coaching 
conditions. It’s not just the Southeastern Con- 
ference; SEC also stands for Simply Eats 
Coaches. 

“I don’t know if it’s the unrealistic demands 
that are placed upon competing or all the 
exposure we get through the media,” said Ole 
Miss’ Billy Brewer. “But I guess that sparks up 
the alumni when someone’s not doing well. 
They can’t take it. It’s ‘Hey, we want a change!’ 
Then those recruiting magazines? They create 
more of an abyss than anything.” 

Twenty-one men served as SEC head 
coaches in the 1980s. To get the 1990s off on 
the right foot, LSU, Mississippi State and 
Vanderbilt all made changes after last season. 
Of special note is LSU, which leads the league 
with four head coaches in eight years. 

“It is the toughest conference because the 
competition is just more keen, the teams are 
better, and they’re better prepared with better 
athletes,” said Curry, who left Alabama for 
Kentucky after winning a portion of the league 
title in 89. “Therefore, there are greater de- 
mands and greater pressures, and I suppose 
that has something to do with turnover.” 

The league seems designed with turmoil in 
mind. Start with a group of bordering states 
and natural existing jealousies. Mix in mythi- 
cal coaches, such as Bear Bryant, Bob Ney- 
land and John Vaught, who set unattainable 
standards. Then add the nation’s most rabid 
following, alumni and otherwise. fermented

by 58 years of bourbon and tradition. There is 
no immunity; every coach feels a lance at his 
back. 

A brief SEC Troubleshooter’s Check List: 

Alabama — Bear’s visage is everywhere, 
from his museum five blocks from the sta- 
dium to the four campus buildings named 
after him. Insider Ray Perkins and outsider 
Curry couldn't avoid the tempest, and neither 
apparently can Bear protégé Gene Stallings. 
He finally beat Auburn, then got reamed for 
bringing an unprepared team to the Fiesta 
Bowl. If anything has been proven since Bry- 


ant’s death, it is that Tuscaloosa can work up f 


a distaste for just about anyone not wearing 
houndstooth check. 
Auburn — Dye has turned Auburn into 


one of the most potent programs in the nation. § 
But every year, he winds up defending some- Wy 
thing — academic pratfalls of his players, his * 


penchant for tie games, his Prop. 48 philo- 
sophy. Ina Florida newspaper poll of coaches 
you love to hate, Dye finished fifth behind 
Barry Switzer, Jimmy Johnson, Jackie Sher- 
rill and Bo Schembechler. And a $1 million 
donation from his athletic department to 
Auburn’s library renovation fund still didn’t 
get the faculty off his back. 

Florida — In the wake of consecutive pro- 
bations under Charley Pell and Galen Hall, 
love is reborn in Gainesville for former Gators 
Heisman winner Steve Spurrier. But the los- 
ing streak to Florida State stands at four, and 
Spurrier wants Miami, too? Heaven forbid

should another NCAA posse ride into town. 

Georgia — Every winter, Goff signs an all- 
world recruiting class, and in the fall, the Bull- 
dogs lose. Of all the ways to go about replacing 
Dooley, going 4-7 is not the most advisable. 
And Goff should remember it took an SEC 
co-title and 1966 Cotton Bowl win in his'third 
season for Dooley to get doubting Georgia 
alumni off his back. 

Kentucky — Handsome and personable, 
Curry has been accepted quickly in Lexing- 
ton, where a six-victory season makes people 
happy. But now that hated Louisville has a 
real team down I-64, will it still be OK to play 
a bowl game every eight years? And what 
about living up to Jerry Claiborne’s sterling 
academic record? 


And they too 
shall pass 


The SEC, typically long on tailbacks, is 
big in the quarterback business these days. 

It may not be a revival of the late 1960s, 
when Archie Manning, Pat Sullivan and 
Scott Hunter established conference stand- 
ards for depth and skill at the position. And 
there may not be another Starr out there, or 
Stabler or Namath or Tittle. But three of the 
nation’s most productive passers are in the 
SEC this fall, and with four of the league’s 
top five rushers of 1990 departed, this well 
could be a season of Airball in the SEC. 

At Florida, Shane Matthews, once a fifth- 
teamer with no future, enters his junior sea- 
son already having set the league record for 
accuracy (60.6 percent completion rate). At 
Tennessee, Andy Kelly directs the league’s 
highest-scoring offense having already brok- 
en the school’s single-season passing record. 
And at Auburn, sophomore Stan White is 
the focal point of a program rededicated to 
the pass. 

Historically, SEC teams usually have 
thrown the ball only when necessary. LSU 
(1986) and Florida (1985) led the league in 
passing while posting the best conference 
record, but in general, it has been the have- 
nots who dropped back while the likes of 
Herschel Walker, Bo Jackson and Emmitt 
Smith became SEC signature players. Before 
former LSU quarterback Tom Hodson be- 
came New England’s starter last season, the 
previous SEC grad to be a full-time NFL 
starter was Richard Todd. 

“I think back into the ’70s and the early 
80s, the Southeastern Conference was a run- 
ning league,” said Pat Sullivan, Auburn’s 
Heisman Trophy winner in 1971 and now 
White’s coach there. “It was run and play 
defense, that kind of thing. Now, they’re all 
going to a balanced attack. 

“With the parity in college football, with 
the reduced number of scholarships, every- 
body is going to have equal talent. The days 
of lining up and just overpowering another 
school is gradually going away. It’s to the 
point where you have to have a balanced 
attack. Our league is going to throw as well 
as run.” 

Before Steve Spurrier had picked his start- 
er last year, so sure was his faith in his sys- 
tem that he announced whoever became his 


LSU — Between 1982 and 1988, the Tigers 
finished first or second in the league six times 
and still went through three coaches. Curley 
Hallman made a consistent winner of South- 
ern Mississippi, but he never had to deal with 
such an expectant following. Take a hint from 
Dale Brown, Curley. You don’t have to be 
crazy to work here, but it helps. 

Ole Miss — A survivor, Brewer was stunned 
when he recently discovered he was the SEC’s 
third-senior coach (behind Tennessee’s Johnny 
Majors and Dye). Last year, his peers voted 
him the league’s coach of the year. After 1988, 
his fourth losing season in five years, they 
were wondering if he’d last. 

Mississippi State — Favorite son Rockey 
Felker resigned before getting fired, and the 


first-team quarterback would be an All-SEC 
pick. Matthews, a puzzling choice at the 
outset, not only fulfilled the coach’s pro- 
phecy but was chosen the SEC’s Most Valu- 
able Player. 

And don’t think the rest of the conference 
didn’t notice. During the offseason, Auburn 
hired an offensive coordinator (Tommy Bow- 
den) for the first time since 1985. At Geor- 
gia, where teams traditionally have earned 
their keep off-tackle, there’s a new offensive 
coordinator too, Wayne McDuffie. 

Spurrier made ACC heroes of quarter- 
backs Anthony Dilweg and Steve Slayden 
at Duke, perfecting a read-and-fire system 
that favored five-man patterns and drove 
opposing safeties to Happy Hour. The of- 
fense would be a perfect fit at Florida, a state 
swarming with high school talent. Still, his 
decision to go with Matthews was a stunner. 
Spindly at 6-3, 191, Matthews’ only varsity 
snaps had ended in two handoffs. So 
anonymous, he had been suspended in 
1989 along with starter Kyle Morris 
for betting and no one had noticed. 
Matthews caught Spurrier’s eye 
with his decision-making abilities, 
and when the Gators scored 50 
points against Oklahoma State in 
his first start, the fit looked right. 

The Florida offense was 
nicknamed the “Fun 
and Gun” as the Gat- 
ors set 14 school 
records and fin- 
ished 6-1 in the 
league, a mark 
that would have 
won the SEC had 
the Gators been eli- 
gible. Matthews fin- 
ished seventh in the 
nation in passing efficiency 
(2,952 yards, 23 TDs, 139.9 rating). Teams 
that retreated to defend the pass were hurt, 
too. The Gators actually ran the ball more 
than they passed it. Running back Errict 
Rhett, who averaged 5.7 yards a carry, is 
the SEC’s top returning rusher (845 
yards). Said Matthews, “It’s been a 
shock to me and probably to all of you 
and the whole team.” 

Equally shocking was that Florida, 
averaging 35 points a game, wasn’t the 
SEC’s highest-scoring team. Thanks to 
Kelly, whose 2,241 passing yards in 
1990 were the most in school his- 
tory, Tennessee averaged 36.8 
points. Although the Vols will be 


subsequent hiring of Sherrill is seen in some 
quarters as a desperate act. With just four 
winning seasons in 16 years, MSU, with its 
location and lack of resources, has become 
the toughest job in the conference. Ever a ten- 
uous position. 

Tennessee — Majors will sit right next to 
General Neyland in UT history. He was even 
able to overcome an 0-6 start in 1988. But he’s 
grown weary of explaining player behavioral 
problems. The excellence of last year’s team 
was weighed against a series of troubles includ- 
ing drug arrests, cheating, forgery, alcohol- 
related assaults and sexual assault. 

Vanderbilt — A word of advice for Gerry 
DiNardo: Rent. With four winning seasons 
since the Eisenhower administration, Vandy 


hard-pressed to duplicate that kind of fire- 
power after losing three of their top five 
receivers, Carl Pickens, Kelly’s favorite target 
and a preseason All-American, is back. 

Expectations for White are obviously high 
at Auburn, where the option was king for 
more than a decade. As a redshirt freshman, 
White’s 2,242 yards in a school-record 338 
attempts made him the sixth all-time pro- 
ductive passer in Auburn history. 

Pat Dye’s new pass-more approach is re- 
flective of the conference. It’s been decades 
since SEC followers were concerned not with 
who will carry the football, but who will 
throw it.

coaches, more than others, are hired to be 
fired. Ask George Maclntyre, who went 8-4 in 
1982 and won the Bobby Dodd national coach- 
ing award. Three years later, he too was 
cashiered. 

“We all think that we can get it done, and I 
think very few are concerned about getting 
fired, at least initially,” said Majors, the 
league’s senior staffer-in his 15th season at 
UT. “They think they’re going to live forever. 
They took this job because they think they can 
make it go. But that’s coaching. It’s a profes- 
sion that has its pitfalls.” 

Perhaps the best way to endure is to sit 
back and recognize the situation for what it 
is — impossible. Maybe that’s why during 
Georgia Tech’s SEC membership, Dodd used 
to coach from a lawn chair set up on the 50. 
And maybe that’s why Bryant developed his 
wit. Asked once for his schedule for success, 
the Bear replied, “First year, .500. Second 
year, a conference championship. Third year, 
undefeated. Fourth year, a national champion- 
ship. And by the fifth year, we'll be on proba- 
tion, of course.” 

Bill Battle knows the SEC way. He never 
had a losing season in seven years at Tennes- 
see, but knew he was on the way out the day 
the unordered moving van pulled into his 
driveway. The best response was, and still is, 
stoicism. 

“Class,” Battle once said, “is, when they run 
you out of town, to look like you're leading 


the parade.” 
BIGGER 
iS BETTER? 


The SEC, founded in 1933 by a group 
of revolutionaries seeking relief from the 23- 
member Southern Conference, has cast off its 
roots and expanded for the first time in its his- 
tory. In 1992, the league will compete as two 
six-team divisions, the additions of South Caro- 
lina and Arkansas arguably creating the strong- 
est football alliance in the country. 

After shrinking from 13 to 12 and finally 

10 schools in 1966, the SEC voted last year 

to expand. It pitched fiscal opportunity to 

woo its new members. Arkansas, for ex- 
ample, stands to increase its shared revenue 
from $760,000 (its cut from the Southwest 
Conference in 1990) to between $1.2 and $1.93 
million (SEC projections for 1992). Schedules 
still are being jockeyed to accommodate the 
newcomers for championship play next fall. 

“It’s not going to make it any simpler for 
the coaches,” said Tennessee’s Johnny Majors. 
“It makes it a more rigorous road to the Sugar 
Bowl. You just better hope that you have 
good support from your administration. You 
don’t need a bunch of flakes running the show, 
and you don’t need a bunch of downtown 
folks telling them what to do.” 

Furthermore, increasing the SEC schedule 
to eight games threatens old rivalries and pub- 
lic relations. Before taking in Arkansas, the 
league also considered Texas and Texas A&M, 
prompting Baylor coach Grant Teaff to spout, 
“The SEC is the Iraq of college football.” And 
if the SEC was out to increase its TV expo- 
sure, it failed. Both new members are in small 
markets. 

On the field, however, the conference 
emerges stronger than ever. And the division- 
al system sets up a year-end playoff for the 
championship. That translates into cash — an

estimated $8 to $10 million from TV alone, 
according to network sources — which was 
the league’s motive all along. 

“It’s been a survival deal,” said Billy Brewer, 
who fights a financial battle at little Missis- 
sippi. “There’s a life raft out there and you've 
got to swim to it every day.” 

Here’s how they'll paddle in 1992: East Divi- 
sion: Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, South Caro- 
lina, Tennessee and Vanderbilt; West Division: 
Alabama, Arkansas, Auburn, LSU, Missis- 
sippi and Mississippi State. Each team will 
play its divisional rivals each year, plus two 
permanent opponents from the other division 
(for example, Auburn gets Florida and Geor- 
gia), and one other foe on a rotating basis. 
This ensures that each opponent will be played 
at least twice every eight years. 


JACKIE REDUX 


If Mississippi State wanted major publicity 
in procuring a new head coach, it succeeded 
last December when it hired Jackie Sherrill. 
Some of the notoriety, however, may not have 
been what MSU officials had in mind. 

The school, which considered Ray Perkins, 
John Jenkins and Larry Lacewell, had been 
cautious enough about NCAA reprobates to 
dismiss the candidacies of Bobby Collins and 
Danny Ford. But Sherrill, who had been 
in the automobile business in 
Houston when MSU called, 
apparently was different. 

Although his program at 
Texas A&M was hit with a two- 
year probation for major viola- 
tions (improper employment and 
entertainment, improper recruiting 
contacts, out-of-season practices, 
eligibility violations, extra benefits, 
lack of institutional control, etc.), 
Sherrill never was linked directly to 
the violations, though he eventually re- 
signed. Joe Paterno singled him out as 
one of college football’s premier miscre- 
ants, lumping him with Barry Switzer. 

Despite Sherrill’s past, MSU picked him 
to vitalize the disadvantaged program in 
Starkville. MSU has the third-smallest enroll- 
ment in the SEC, the second-smallest sta- 
dium and the second-fewest bowl appearances. 
It has not won a league championship since 
194] and has just four first-division finishes in 
the past 30 years. The place cries out for a 
winner. That’s why folks will be watching the 
Bulldogs closely this fall, even if some are 
watching for different things. 


WHAT PRICE 
GLORY? 


After a parade of four national champions 
in eight years, the SEC has not produced a 
No.1! since 1980. In the interim, the ACC 
(scoff, scoff) has turned out two. 

So what gives? Some SEC critics blamed 
the league after it increased the conference 
schedule from six to seven games in 1988. No 
one has gone undefeated in the league since, 
and it won't get any easier in 92 with expan- 
sion and an eight-game slate. 

In an era when Independents and cham- 
pions of weaker leagues annually vie for the 
No. | ranking, the SEC may be injuring its 
chances for a national crown. The last confer- 
ence team to win the national title, Georgia, 
went 6-0 in the league, but Florida was its only 
league opponent to finish with a winning rec- 
ord. That may never happen again. 


Whatever bed of thorns the SEC has made 
for itself, it should learn from 1990: Don’t go 
2-6 against the Big Ten and ACC. It weakens 
the rest of the argument. 


SAY WHAT? 


Gerry DiNardo, new head coach at Van- 
derbilt, has an impressive resume. He played 
at Notre Dame, worked for Bo Schembechler 
disciples, and just left a national champion- 
ship program at Colorado, where he was cred- 
ited with installing the Buffaloes’ vaunted 
I-bone attack. 

DiNardo can talk, too: “I don’t think I can 
separate my personal touch without it reflect- 
ing what’s gone on in my career and my past. 
My personal background is East Coast, but 
it’s almost Midwest. I played for Parseghian. I 
worked with Bill McCartney, who coached 
for Bo, and Bo coached for Ara. 

“One of the positives of my background is 
that I do believe I have a lot of answers in how 
to build a program. It’s probably impossible 
to do this job without it reflecting my past. I 
don’t have unique answers. I just have the 
answers I've seen work before. This confer- 


ence is different than the Big Eight. The school 
is different than Colorado. It’s different, but 
there are a lot of similarities.” 

One of the similarities apparently will be his 
staff. DiNardo hired away three Colorado 
assistants, including CU recruiting coordina- 
tor Rick George. But how long before some- 
one reads them Steve Sloan’s epitaph, given in 
his last years at Vandy? Said Sloan then, “My 
special trouble is that ’'m now head-coaching 
one of the teams I want to play.” 


QUICK SNAPS 


Seven cities — Memphis, Birmingham, At- 
lanta, New Orleans, Miami, Orlando and 
Tampa — fought for the right to host the first- 
ever SEC title game, offering incentives rang- 
ing from cost savings (reduced stadium rates, 


cheap hotel rooms) to perks (Disney World). 
The SEC’s choice was to be announced in 
late May.... Alabama did not play a spring 
game because Bryant-Denny Stadium was 
being seeded with grass and Legion Field in 
Birmingham was closed for repairs.... No 
university officials attended Watson Brown’s 
press conference after he was fired by Van- 
derbilt.... Tennessee’s Sugar Bowl win over 
Virginia gave it 17 bowl victories, fourth best 
in the nation behind Alabama (23), USC (22) 
and Oklahoma(18). ... Floridaexpanded Flor- 
ida Field from 76,000 seats to 83,000. .. . Ken- 
tucky coach Bill Curry created a novel award, 
“The Black Watch,” for his defensive players. 
Players named to the group have their face- 
masks painted black. Curry named the group 
after the elite Scottish army unit that defends 
Edinburgh Castle.... SEC attendance in 90 
was down 2.4 percent from 1989, but still led 
the country. Average crowd: 63,870, about 93 
percent of capacity.... Running back Siran 
Stacy is back at Alabama after a year’s recup- 
eration from knee surgery. Only two players 
in SEC history (Herschel Walker and Reggie 
Cobb) scored more touchdowns than Stacy’s 
18 in 1989. ... Chucky Mullins’ extraordinary 
comeback ended May 6 when the former Mis- 
sissippi defensive back, who was paralyzed 
after he broke his neck making a tackle in a 
1989 game, died of complications from a blood 
clot in his lungs. He was 21.... When Toledo 
dropped Georgia from its 1991 schedule to 
play a home game vs. Kansas, the Bulldogs 
resorted to scheduling Western Carolina. The 
move compromises Georgia’s bowl chances 
because a team must have at least six victories 
against I-A competition to qualify for a bowl. 
Toledo is in I-A; Western Carolina, I-AA.

OUTLOOK 

Offense (pro): in his first season, Spurrier showed the SEC a new way of 
life with his throw-it-where-they-ain't offense, which set 14 school records 
and scored 30 or more points eight times. The Gators averaged 452.6 
yards of total offense per game. Three receivers are gone, but in Spur- 
Tier’s system, that’s a quick fix. Seven starters return, including Matthews, 
who will own the Gator record book before he's through. The ground 
game is sound; Rhett and Willie McClendon (631 yr, 5.0, 27 pc) combined 
for more than 1,200 yards. Up front, four of five starters are in place, 
including Dixon, one of the nation's best C’s. Spurrier rapidly is gaining a 
reputation as a terrific first-down strategist 

Defense (4-4): The explosive offense last season overshadowed the 
defense, which has been the league's finest over the past two seasons (it

yielded 257.6 ypg in 1990). Florida finished fifth in the nation in rushing 
defense (85.5 ypg), yielding only 2.4 yards per rush. Six starters are gone, 
including three All-SEC players, so the 19 interceptions and 30 sacks of a 
year ago likely won't be repeated. DT Culpepper and ILB Paulk are the new 
focus, and OLB Bartley is a player on the come. FS White is in the running 
for the Thorpe Award as a junior. 

Kicking game: Czyzewski scored 87 points last season. He was spotty as 
the P (34.7). Edge, who is well-liked, has been handed that job. 
Schedule (6h, 4a, 1n): Alabama visits early and thereis a trip to Syracuse, 
but the Gators should be 5-0 when Tennessee comes to town Oct. 12. 
That game and a trip to Auburn will determine the SEC. The finale vs. Flor- 
ida State could go a long way toward determining the national title. 
SUMMARY: The defense slips a notch, but this remains an excellent team. 
The Gators will score their five touchdowns (35.2 ppg last year), then dare 
you to catch them. Probation snuffed out the SEC’s best record last fall, 
but it won't happen again. After a 17-year hiatus, the Gators could make it 
back to Bourbon Street

OUTLOOK 


Offense (multiple): Ordinarily, the services of Kelly and Pickens would 
churn the creative juices in any offensive coordinator. But in Knoxville, 
those two mean starting over. The Volunteers had eight offensive players 
selected in April's NFL draft. The line has been gutted and there isn't an 
experienced back on campus. Tony Thompson used up his eligibility and 
Chuck Webb jumped early to the NFL. Henson and Tracy Smith, both con- 
verted DBs, get first crack at TB, while Campbell, a veteran of 18 varsity 
Carries, tries FB. Fisher and Myslinski must pull the line together. Kelly is 
14-2-2 as Tennessee's starter. Pickens (13 pc, 163 yds vs. Notre Dame 
last season) loves big games. 

Defense (4-3): Here's where Majors gets even. The Vols, who held Florida 
to three points in 1990, return 10 starters. FS Carter led the team in picks, 
CB Lincoln is a great cover man, LB Fields is a sure tackler, and the entire 
front gets to the ball quickly. DT Carey Baily (five sacks) provides quality 
depth. Tennessee was exploited at times in 1990 (Auburn passed for 338 
yards, Notre Dame rushed for 316), but made up for it by forcing 43 turn- 
overs (24 picks, 19 fumbles), finishing second in the nation in turnover 
margin (plus 23). 

Kicking game: Chapman was the SEC's best P in 1990; he also may be 
the K this season if Wendelboe can’t replace Greg Burke (19-29 fgs). Dale 
Carter may be the nation’s most dangerous kick returner. 

Schedule (6h, 5a): It isn’t easy. UCLA, Louisville and Notre Dame are the 
non-conference tests, and there are road dates with Florida and Alabama. 
SUMMARY: You wonder where this team would be going if Chuck Webb 
were still in town. Even though Tennessee was the SEC's top scoring 
team a year ago (36.7 ppg), the offense often was fueled by the 
defense’s takeaways. That shouldn't change, but Kelly will have to do 
more with less of a ground game to work with. With four bowl teams 
plus UCLA in the first six weeks, a slow start could be fatal.

Offense (multiple 1): Over the years, Dye has shown flexibility, and this 
season leads him even farther away from the wishbone mindset he first 
brought to the Plain in 1981. He hired offensive coordinator Tommy 
Bowden to install a passing game that takes advantage of White's abilities. 
While White ran hot and cold last season, the new sets and some shotgun 
formations should help him.

Corey Barlow is the only returnee in the secondary, 
which may not be all bad. Auburn opponents completed 52 percent of 
their passes last season, and the Tigers made only nine interceptions. 
Kicking game: Von Wy!'s field goal total was the highest in school history, 
but his range is limited. His closing-seconds kicks beat Louisiana Tech and 
Florida State. A P is needed; Walker and incoming freshman Matt Hawkins 
will vie for the job. 

Schedule (5h, 6a): Dye won't have to wait long to see what kind of team 
he has. There are September road games against Texas and Tennessee. 
Florida visits Nov. 2. The season ends with Alabama in Birmingham. 
SUMMARY: Critical mistakes last year led to a late-season 1-3 swoon and 
an uncustomary fourth-place SEC finish. QB White now has experience, 
so don't expect him again to direct the SEC's worst third-down conversion 
rate (34 percent in 1990). If he and the rest of the offense can assimilate 
all of Dye’s schematic changes, the Tigers could make a run for the league

Sullins could be the best ILB in the 
South. in front of him is Stewart, a former TB who now is a 270-pound NT 
on a line that yielded only 2.5 yards per rush in 1990. DEs Nunley and 
Curry are new, but this is a veteran group. Harrison tops a terrific second- 
ary. Alabama recorded 40 sacks and recovered 17 fumbles last season. 
Kicking game: Departed K Philip Doyle was the most prolific field goal 
kicker in SEC history. Greene hasn't plied his trade since 1988, when he 
was a freshman at North Carolina. Williamson, who became the No. 1 P at 
midseason, needs to improve his average. 

Schedule (7h, 4a): It's easier than last year's. The Tide gives up Southern 
Mississippi and Penn State and picks up Temple and Tulane. Tennessee 
visits Tuscaloosa, but the Tide goes to Florida. 

SUMMARY: Much depends on the recovery of Stacy. Woodson may not 
be the 0B ‘Bama needs, and even if heis, offensive coordinator Mal Moore 
will earn his salary trying to piece together a unit that can complement the 
tremendous defense. The embarrassing loss in the Fiesta Bowl should 
help motivate the troops. 'Bama can — and should — do better than that.

WR Kinchen, who aver- 
aged 19.4 yards per catch until being injured in the eighth game, is a 
deluxe big-play man. QB Loup figures to improve after an up-and-down 
freshman season. He was solid in a victory over Texas A&M, but awful 
(four of 15 for 40 yards) in a 42-3 loss to Florida State. Beckham was 
impressive in limited duty last season. The line is experienced. LSU was 
lastin the SEC in scoring (16.6 ppg) last season; it surely won't be this time 
around. 

Defense (50): All 11 starters return, though not all are projected to start 
again in 1991. LSU led the SEC in pass defense (126.8 ypg), partly 
because it was a sieve vs. the run (213.1 ypg, 4.6 per rush). DT Boutte 
finished second in the conference in tackles for loss (10). The solid second- 
ary is lead by S's Marshall and McCorvey. Big things are expected from 
OLB Swan, who started 10 games as a freshman last season. 

Kicking game: Suarez is accurate and has good range (3-4 outside 40 
yards in 1990). He also had three kicks blocked. Besides his good average, 
P Griffith had a 35-percent kill-rate inside the opponent's 20-yard line.

he University of Nebraska is coming 

off its best season ever. A superb rec- 

ord, postseason berth and full houses 
charged fans with unprecedented enthusiasm 
and whetted appetites for more. 

Yes, Cornhuskers basketball is on the rise. 

The football team? It also sported a terrific 
record (9-3) in 1990, played in the postseason 
and sold out all of its games. But whereas the 
success of the roundballers seemed to whip 
Big Red fans into a frenzy, a restlessness seems 
to be growing with regard to the football team 
as the program enters its 102nd season. 

The evidence is public forum. Toward the 
end of the 1990 season, callers to head coach 
Tom Osborne’s weekly radio program were 
increasingly critical, while letters to the editor 
in the Omaha and Lincoln newspapers carried 
complaints of perceived stagnation in the pro- 
gram. Apathy was evident among ticket buy- 
ers. Nebraska students in 1990 bought the 
lowest amount of season tickets in a decade. 
Tickets allotted for last season’s Florida Cit- 
rus Bowl were not quick sellers. 

Are Nebraska fans spoiled with success, or 
are their concerns legitimate? Probably a little 
of both. Nebraska truly is one of college foot- 
ball’s monsters. The Citrus Bowl represented 
the Cornhuskers’ 22nd straight postseason 
appearance, the longest current streak in the 
NCAA. They’re building on their NCAA rec- 
ord of consecutive winning seasons, which 
stands at 29. The "Huskers also have 22 straight 
seasons in which they've won at least nine 
games, a feat unmatched in the game’s history. 

All-America players? Under Osborne, there 
have been 37, as well as winners of the Heis- 
man, Outland and Lombardi trophies. Throw 
in seven conference championships and a rec- 
ord of 177-41-2 in Osborne’s 18 years and 
there seems little reason to gripe. 

Fellow coaches don't. It took Colorado’s 
sudden rise the past two years to change what 
forever had seemed like a Nebraska-Oklahoma 
quinella in the Big Eight. The Cornhuskers 
have won 60 straight Big Eight games against 
teams other than Oklahoma or Colorado, a 
streak that began in 1979. 

“What Tom Osborne has done is amazing,” 
Kansas coach Glen Mason said. “The con- 
sistency they’ve had in college football is 
second to none. To keep a program at that 
level for that long in today’s competition is 
truly unbelievable.” 

It’s just as unbelievable to some what has 
happened to the Cornhuskers in the past three 
seasons. They have carried their pride and 
tradition into bowl games and have gotten 
their clocks cleaned. In their past two bowl 
games, they have been humiliated. 

A 23-3 loss to Miami in the 1989 Orange 
Bowl was forgivable. Miami was very good 
and the game was in its stadium. No problem. 

But next time was worse. In the 1990 Fiesta 
Bowl, the defense was burned for five touch- 
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down passes in the 41-17 loss to Florida State. 
It was the worst bowl loss ever for an Osborne 
team. “Embarrassing,” Osborne said after- 
ward, a word he used on more than one occa- 
sion in 1990. 


Georgia Tech’s 45-21 pounding of Nebraska 
in January in the Citrus Bowl was so impres- 
sive that coaches vaulted the Yellow Jackets 
over Colorado and into first place in the final 
United Press International poll. Georgia Tech 
repeatedly struck on big plays against what 
was considered a fundamentally sound Corn- 
huskers defense. “It was like Florida State 
all over again,” defensive coordinator Charlie 
McBride said afterward. 

The bowl losses have brought Osborne’s 
record under close scrutiny. Against teams 
ranked by The Associated Press, Osborne is 
39-31 lifetime, but he’s 4-8 in his last 12 games 
and has lost five straight, dating back to 1988, 
by acombined score of 163-74. He is 6-12 life- 
time against Oklahoma. He is 8-10 in bowls, 
with five losses in his last six. He’s beaten 
Oklahoma and won a bowl game in the same 
season just once in 18 years.

The Colorado and Oklahoma losses of 90 
were particularly galling. In beating Nebraska 
for the second straight time, Colorado snapped 
the Huskers’ 19-game home winning streak 
and sent them out of the AP Top 10 for the 
first time in 66 games. Oklahoma then scored 
45 points, more than any team had run up on 
Nebraska in 34 years. 

“It was one of our poorest performances in 
my 28 years at Nebraska,” Osborne said. “I’m 
totally embarrassed. Our team never plays 
with a whole lot of emotion, but it didn’t seem 
they played with the heart I thought they’d 
play with.” 

The snipers began firing immediately: The 
Cornhuskers offense was too predictable and 
dull, Osborne was too stubborn, Nebraska 


Confident 
Hagan vows 
he'll beat 
injury and 
silence 
skeptics 


“Limitation” is a word Darian Hagan has 
heard often during his career as Colorado’s 
quarterback. 

Hagan, now entering his senior season, 
has been told that he didn’t have the tools to 
be a major college quarterback or the size or 
arm to be an effective passer. Now, doctors 
say he isn’t healthy enough to finish his 
career. 

So far, all Hagan has done at Colorado is 
win. In the past two seasons, he directed the 
Buffaloes to a pair of Big Eight champion- 
ships — the first time a team other than 
Nebraska or Oklahoma has won consecu- 
tive titles since Kansas in 1946-47 — and 
two Orange Bowl appearances. 

As asophomore in 1989, Hagan finished 
fifth in the Heisman Trophy balloting and 
was named Big Eight Offensive Player 
of the Year. In a more balanced Colorado 
attack last season, Hagan was the All-Big 
Eight quarterback. 

However, he was not the architect of Colo- 
tado’s stirring 10-9 victory over Notre Dame 
in the 1991 Federal Express Orange Bowl. 
He tore a patella tendon in his left knee in 
the first half, sidelining him for the second 
half. Charles Johnson took over and led the 
Buffs to victory. _ 

After surgery, school physicians can’t guar- 
antee Hagan will be ready for 1991 — or any 
season. He was on crutches for two months 
after tht operation and did not begin rehabil- 
itation until early March. But neither Hagan 
nor Colorado coach Bill McCartney expect 
to enter this season with Hagan as a spec- 
tator. “No injury can hold Darian Hagan 
down,” McCartney said. “In my opinion, I 
think he'll have his knee better than it was 
before.” 

Hagan, who said he’s never played at more 
than 95 percent because of tendinitis, plans 


couldn't win without a drop-back quarterback, 
and the program was being left behind by the 
new guard (Miami, Florida State), who knew 
how to cut up opponents with a sophisticated 
passing game. The option worked wonders in 
games where the difference in talent levels was 
pronounced, particularly against the lower- 
division Big Eight teams. But when Nebras- 
ka’s athletes were matched against their equals 
in bowl games, the results were lopsided. 
Osborne doesn’t pay much attention to the 
grousing. “We were disappointed in the way 
the season ended, but I don’t go around ask- 
ing people how they feel about the way things 
are being run,” he said. “I just go out and try 
to coach a football team the best way I know 
how. I put in whatever I think is the best way 


to compete this season but has not ruled out 
taking a redshirt year and playing his senior 
season in 1992. 

There’s also the matter of baseball. Hagan, 
ashortstop, was drafted by the Seattle Mar- 
iners out of high school, and the Toronto 
Blue Jays took him in the 40th round of the 
1990: June draft. He worked out with the 
Blue Jays in Los Angeles last summer, but 
the two sides could not negotiate a signing 
bonus. Hagan believes baseball could be his 
future source of income. In any event, he 
will not accept the term “career-threatening” 
to describe his injury. “I know I'll play again,” 
Hagan said. “I’m the kind of person who, 
when you're down and out, knows you have 
to work hard to get back up.” 

It’s a trait Hagan has learned from his 
Colorado experience. While each of his three 
regular seasons have met or exceeded his 
expectations, all three ended on sour notes. 

As a freshman and No. 2 quarterback 
behind Sal Aunese, Hagan played in six 
games and gained 175 rushing yards. But 
when thrust into a critical situation, he 
whiffed. He threw a key interception in the 
fourth quarter of the Freedom Bowl, paving 
the way for Brigham Young's 20-17 victory. 
Hagan later said he was trying to show off 
for friends at the game. Earlier that year, he 
said publicly he’d be a better quarterback 
than Jamelle Holieway, the wishbone spe- 
cialist at Oklahoma. 

But the distaste of that game paled in 
comparison with the news Hagan received 
at his Los Angeles home during spring break. 
Aunese, set to be Colorado’s quarterback in 
1989, was dying of cancer and Hagan would 
be the starter. “I was the goat of the Free- 
dom Bowl and my confidence wasn’t that 
high,” Hagan said. “I was a weak link on the 
team, and I had to come back with a differ- 
ent attitude.” 

He did. He returned in better shape than 
he was as a freshman, a sign of maturity. He 
became the quarterback Colorado had en- 
visioned. He ran the wishbone to near per- 
fection, rushing for 1,004 yards and passing 
for 1,002. 

The Buffs steamrolled through the season 
undefeated, finished the regular season 
ranked first and met Notre Dame in the 
Orange Bowl with the national champion- 
ship on the line. The Irish shut down Colo- 
rado’s powerful rushing game in the first 
half, and, in pulling away in the second half, 
exposed Colorado as a one-dimensional 
team. 


to move the ball. 

“I don’t think the entire year was bad. We 
finished in the top 10 in scoring offense (sixth), 
13th in total offense and second in rushing 
offense with a team that was returning two 
offensive starters from the year before. Then 
we go into the bowl game with Mickey Joseph, 
our No. | quarterback, hurt. It wasn’t a bad 
year, just a bad ending.” 

Osborne said he plans to make adjustments; 
if that’s so, old players will have to learn new 
tricks. All skill players return, starting with 
quarterbacks Joseph and Mike Grant. It’s the 
same cast that mustered nine first downs 
against Colorado and self-destructed against 
Oklahoma and Georgia Tech. Though Tom 
Haase, who threw for 207 yards in the Citrus 


“I surprised people with my passing that 
year,” Hagan said. “We were beating teams 
with the option and didn’t see the need to 
change until [the Orange Bowl].” 

Again, Hagan exited a season having 
learned a lesson and willing to improve. He 
returned for his junior season with a stronger, 
more accurate arm. He threw for 1,538 yards 
and 11 touchdowns, led the Big Eight in 
yards per completion (9.44) and was third in 
the league in passing efficiency. 

Who knows what fate would have awaited 
Hagan in Colorado’s victory over Notre 
Dame last winter? Had he stayed healthy, 
Hagan finally might have stuck it to his 
critics. Instead, he watched the final mo- 
ments tick off from the sidelines on crutches 
and thought about his future. Today, it’s a 
subject about which there seems to be no 
agreement. 

“When I talk to doctors, they say, ‘If,’” 
Hagan said. “I tell them there is no such 
word.” 
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Bow! loss, has the best arm, Joseph and Grant 
were 1-2 on the spring depth chart. 

Other Big Eight programs have caught on 
to the passing fancy. Last season, Oklahoma 
switched at midseason from option quarter- 
back Steve Collins to freshman gunslinger 
Cale Gundy. Colorado diversified its passing 
game in a year’s time out of necessity. In 1989, 
it ran 87 percent of the time and lost its title 
showdown with Notre Dame; in 1990, that 
total dropped to 75 percent and the Buffaloes 
won half a national title. 

Passing never has been necessary to win a 
Big Eight title, but the conference is 2-8 in its 
last 10 bowl games and was outpassed in seven 
of those losses. “We have to open it up,” 
Osborne said. “But it'll be difficult to decide 
who will do that for us.” 


In many ways, complaints about a predict- 
able offense, poor recruiting classes, a weak 
schedule and bowl losses are tame compared 
with the off-field transgressions Osborne has 
confronted or been accused of the past six 
years. 

Since the mid-80s, Osborne has had to face 
an NCAA penalty related to ticket selling, 
published reports of booster payments and 
steroid and drug use, and a former academic 
adviser’s claims of academic impropriety. Sur- 
viving the off-field battles may have given 
Osborne a greater resolve. 

One battle that he wins daily involves his 
heart. Osborne underwent double-bypass sur- 
gery in 1985 and routinely has electrocardio- 


gram tests. The condition became an issue at 
the Citrus Bowl when there was some confu- 
sion over acomment he made to his players at 
halftime, regarding the heart test. ABC read 
too much into the report and announced that 
Osborne might be coaching his final game. 

Osborne called it a misunderstanding, and 
those who know him realize early retirement 
couldn't be further from the truth. The 54- 
year-old native of Hastings, Neb., never speaks 
of quitting. Indeed, he appears to be excited 
about new challenges, starting with the Big 
Eight’s new power structure. 

“The league seems to be better because the 
teams on the bottom half have some coaching 
stability,” Osborne said. “Colorado’s a power 
now, Oklahoma’s going to be there again. 
We'll have to work hard to stay there.” 

It’s apparent Osborne has not tired of the 
fight. He understands that the attention the 
program has received is a byproduct of suc- 
cess. And while his personality can be as drab 
as the Cornhuskers’ white helmets, Osborne 
remains a popular figure. A poll in one of the 
state newspapers gave Osborne an 89-percent 
approval rating two years ago. President Bush, 
in the aftermath of the Persian Gulf conflict, 
didn’t rate as high. 

“The scrutiny had become intense,” Osborne 
said. “I suppose some of it comes from having 
a successful program, but I do feel like we've 
been analyzed a lot.” 

At Nebraska, it comes with the territory. 


FIFTH AND GOAL 


A game played last Oct. 6 will live in in- 
famy. Final score: Colorado 33, Missouri 31. 
The winning touchdown was scored with no 
time remaining on fifth down. Here’s how it 
happened: 
First down: Trailing, 31-27, Colorado 
reached the Missouri 3, where quarter- 
back Charles Johnson stopped the clock 
by spiking the ball. 
Second down: Eric Bieniemy went 
over the top but was stopped at the 1. 
Eighteen seconds remained and the 
Buffaloes took a timeout. At this 
point, the down marker wasn’t 
changed, but nobody seemed 
to notice. “I wasn’t paying atten- 
tion,” Missouri coach Bob Stull said. 
Third down (second down on the marker): 
Bieniemy again was stopped at the |. Officials 
stopped the clock to unpile the players. 
Fourth down (third down on the marker): 
Johnson spiked the ball to stop the clock with 
two seconds remaining. 
Fifth down (fourth down on the marker): 
Johnson cut right on a keeper and barely 
squeezed into the end zone, touching off a 
Colorado celebration. The official play-by- 
play sheet showed that Colorado scored on 
fifth down, but the typist seemed to be the 
only one who knew what was going on. 
“There was chaos down there,” said Mis- 
souri defensive coordinator Mike Church. Con- 
fusion reigned when Stull and Colorado coach 
Bill McCartney were told the Buffs had scored 
on the extra down. McCartney went through 
the sequence of plays in his mind and deter- 
mined Colorado was given a fifth down. “But 
we weren't going to give it back,” McCartney 
said. “Nobody realized it was fifth down. We 
certainly wouldn’t have thrown the ball on the 
ground (on third down) if we’d known it was 
fourth down.” 
J.C. Louderback, the game’s umpire and 
crew chief, continually replayed the final se- 


ries in his mind while driving home to Arkan- 
sas City, Kan., that night. “I had a strong sus- 
picions there was a fifth down, but I still 
wasn’t quite convinced,” Louderback said. 
When he arrived home and popped the 
game tape into a VCR, the truth painfully 
unfolded. The crew was suspended for one 


game and Louderback, under conference rules ' 


that require officials to retire at age 57, hung 
up his whistle after the season. “I can’t tell you 
who should have won that game,” Louder- 
back said, “We'll never know, and I feel bad 
for both teams because we'll never know.” 


TAILBACK U. 


Oklahoma State coaches believe freshman 
Rafael Denson of Ardmore, Okla., who rushed 
for 2,116 yards and scored 37 touchdowns as a 
high school senior, can contribute immediately 
and perhaps could be a national rushing cham- 
pion, Such predictions shouldn't be taken 
lightly; the Cowboys know something about 
rushing champions. 

Gerald Hudson last year became the latest 
in a line of rushing titlists when he nipped 
Colorado's Eric Bieniemy on the final week of 
the regular season. Hudson finished with | 642 
yards (149.27 per game) to Bieniemy’s 1,628 
(148 per game). 

Hudson’s title gave Oklahoma State its 
fourth NCAA rushing champ. Only Southern 
Cal, with five, has more, Oklahoma State 
publicists bragged that the Cowboys not only 
had the leading Division I rusher last season, 
but also the top rusher in the NFC (Barry 
Sanders) and AFC (Thurman Thomas). As 
good as he is, Thomas never led the nation 
in rushing. Other Cowboys champions are 
Sanders (1988), Earnest Anderson (1982) and 
Bob Fenimore (1945). 


SCHEDULING 
GAMES 


Athletic officials at Kansas and Kansas State 
made scheduling maneuvers that significantly 
eased the burden on their football teams. The 
Jayhawks traded a home game with Miami 
(Fla.) for a road encounter with Toledo. Kan- 
sas State dropped Wyoming and Florida last 
year and got rid of most of the heavyweights 
on future schedules. 

Even lowly Wisconsin was deemed too 
tough for the Wildcats, Although there’s some 
debate over who dropped whom, the two- 
year series that was supposed to start this sea- 
son was dropped last winter, and Kansas State 
is playing Idaho State instead of the Badgers 
this year. Last year, K-State’s non-conference 
menu included Western Illinois, New Mexico 
State, Northern Illinois and New Mexico. 

In replacing Miami, Kansas made a busi- 
ness as well as football decision. The contract, 
negotiated seven years ago, called for the teams 
to meet at each other’s stadium and collect a 
guaranteed $150,000. In 1984, that seemed 
reasonable. In 1991, after two more national 
titles for Miami and no winning seasons for 
Kansas, the Jayhawks no longer perceived the 
arrangement as fair. 

Kansas, which went 3-7-1 last season while 
playing non-conference games against Vir- 
ginia, Miami (Fla.) and Louisville, also may 
have cast an envious eye at its in-state rival. 
With its lightweight schedule in 1990, Kansas 
State posted its best record (5-6) since its 1982 
Independence Bowl team and coach Bill Sny- 
der was named AP Big Eight Coach of the 
Year.

Offense (option 1): It's not exactly Air Sooner, but this OU team should 
throw more than any of its recent predecessors. Last year’s modest 1,290 
yards passing was the most by an Oklahoma team since 1983. With a 
year of experience, QB Gundy should be better. The backs may get fewer 
Carries, but they form a terrific group: TBs Brewer and Earnest Williams 
(294 yr), and FBs Rasheed and Mike McKinley (534 yr). Mike Gaddis, who 
in 1989 rushed for 829 yards in six games before sitting out the next 11% 
years with a knee injury, also returns. If the WRs come through, this could 
be a potent mix. 

Defense (5-2): The Sooners have to fill holes on the line and improve 
slightly on last year’s rushing defense (140.5 ypg). They are solid in all 
other aspects. The LB corps is strong with Bowden and Wilson, and the 
secondary — including part-time starter Greg DeQuasie (39 tackles, 4 
interceptions) and the dynamic Belser — returns virtually intact. 


Kicking game: For the first time in eight years, there will be no Lasher 
kicking for the Sooners. R.D., who followed his brother, Tim, departed as 
the school's leading career kick scorer. Reddell may get both jobs. 
Schedule (7h, 4a): It offers hope of a perfect regular season. The non- 
league dates, other than Texas in Dallas, are all at home. The Sooners play 
host to Colorado and visit Nebraska. 

SUMMARY: For the first time in three years, Oklahoma can go bowling, a 
fact not lost on the impatient and demanding Sooners faithful. Gibbs has 
been tolerated in the wake of the Switzer era; now he'll be expected to 
produce. He has an embarrassment of riches in the backfield and enough 
fire on defense to merit league favoritism.

GOODBYE, 


COLUMBUS? 


Cooper’s fenure in jeopardy; Ohio 
State zealots can’t stomach losing 


rom afar, Columbus looks like a Ward 

Cleaver fantasy. It is in the middle of 

Ohio, the self-proclaimed heart of Amer- 

ica. It is plenty genteel; Curtis Strange calls it 

“a great golfing town.” Traffic on Sunday 

mornings can be challenging just before wor- 
ship hours. 

Below the veneer, though, lies an outspoken 
group of people for whom the well-being of 
Ohio State football is second priority, right 
behind breathing. They would be dismissed as 
extremists in other communities, but in Colum- 
bus they vote and raise honor-roll children 
and mow lawns early on Saturday. Their 
attention toward the Buckeyes 
goes undiverted; Colum- 
bus is the nation’s 
second-largest metro- 
politan area (behind 
Jacksonville, Fla.) with- 
out a major league sports 
team. 

They are spoiled beyond 
rotten. They chased away 
Earle Bruce because his nine 
years weren't as successful as 
Woody Hayes’ preceding 28. 
After all, Bruce won only 75.5 
percent of his games, compared 
with Hayes’ 76.1. 

“It’s not overexaggerated (in the 
media), let me put it that way,” 
Purdue coach Jim Colletto said of 
the community pressure, following 
a three-year stint as offensive coordi- 
nator in Columbus. “I can assure you 
of that.” 

But if the sixth-tenths of I percent 
drop in winning percentage from Hayes 
to Bruce caused alarm, what is Columbus 
going to do with John Cooper's .576, now that 
he’s approaching the end of his contract? 

Cooper’s last radio call-in show of the 1990 
season, right after a 16-13 loss to rival Michi- 
gan, was “a wild two hours,” said Marty Ban- 
nister, producer of the program for WBNS 
since 1984. Callers would misrepresent them- 
selves to the screener about the topic they 
planned to discuss, then take to the air with 
acerbic questions like “When are you going to 
realize you're in over your head and resign?” 

Cooper wasn’t in over his head when he 
accomplished the unthinkable on New Year’s 
Day 1987, leading a nouveau riche program at 
Arizona State to a 22-15 victory over Michi- 
gan in the stately Rose Bowl. Cooper, voted 
national coach of the year after the 10-I-] sea- 
son, vaulted onto the rumor mill for coaching 
openings. A 7-4-1 year and nine months later, 
Cooper started out at Ohio State with a no- 
turnover, no-penalty, 26-9 rout of Syracuse. 
“A great victory,” Cooper said. “Then, down- 
hill to some peaks and valleys.” 

Notable valleys to Columbus residents who 
spot them so freely: 
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@ A 19-14-2 record over three years, but an 
accumulative 0-9 against Southern Cal, Mich- 
igan, Auburn and Illinois. Ohio State did sneak 
into Iowa and make off with a victory last 
November, shattering the Hawkeyes’ national- 
title aspirations, but followed it up three weeks 
later with the loss to Michigan. 

@ An 0-3 record against Michigan, which 
makes Columbus mad as the devil. It is the 
first three-game winning streak for either team 
in the series since 1976-78.

© Three straight losses to Illinois, which 
hadn’t happened since 1927-29. 

@ An0-2 record in bowl games, including a 
stunning 23-11 defeat last December in the 
Liberty Bowl to a 6-5 Air Force team that 
surprised itself by winning. 

@ A move seen as weak by some Buckeyes 
brethren, when Cooper agreed last Sept. 29 to 
end a 35-26 loss to USC with four minutes 
remaining. An enormous thunderstorm had 
become a safety threat, but would Woody 
have given up in deference to the elements? 

@ A wait-and-see approach from univer- 
sity president Dr. E. Gordon Gee and athletic 
director James Jones in deciding whether to 
extend Cooper’s contract beyond 1992. Talk 
of a possible extension surfaced the week 
of the aforementioned Michigan game, after 
which Jones and Gee, the president who left 
Bill McCartney with a 15-year extension be- 
fore departing Colorado, decided to hold off. 

© The departure of his offensive coordina- 
tor (Colletto) and defensive coordinator Gary 
Blackney, who was hired as head coach at 


, Bowling Green.

@ The most troubling misfortune of all: 
apparent shortcomings along the recruiting 
trail. Both Bruce and Cooper have lagged in 
letters of intent from the usual rich assortment 
of in-state recruits who in the glory days might 
have regarded other schools as afterthoughts. 
Folks in Columbus watch recruiting develop- 
ments like they do the Buckeyes’ play-calling. 

“We started a 900 phone service this year, 
primarily for that reason (to follow recruit- 
ing),” said Jerry Lima, associate editor of 
Scarlet & Gray magazine, “not only because 
we were inundated with phone calls, but it was 
also an opportunity to make money, which it 
did, That should tell you. They're pretty fanati- 
cal about it. They seem to put a lot of stock in 
it as a reflection of the coaching staff.” 

It is, of course, a highly unscientific evalua- 
tion, yet of the top 15 Ohio prospects most 
coaches sought, Ohio State nailed only three, 
with Michigan and Penn State doing most of 
the carpetbagging. Cooper’s uncertain future 
was seen as a roadblock. 

“If you look at some of the people Ohio 
State was interested in and see the large num- 
ber who went to other places, you have to feel 
like they came out on the short end,” said 
recruiting expert Allen Wallace. “But this is 
overrated in terms of overall importance to 
this program. You put together two classes 
like this in a row, you're going to have some 
trouble, but I don’t think one class puts you in 
anywhere near that kind of trouble. Ohio State 
is going through a bad period of time and it 
won't last. That’s my opinion.” 

The question now is whether it will last 
beyond Cooper. “We're making progress and 
we have the program headed in the right direc- 
tion,” Cooper said in March. “But I’d be lying 
to you if I told you it’s been a great three years. 
I think we have the greatest fans in the world 
here, but these fans have been spoiled by 
Woody Hayes and Earle Bruce. So it’s been 
sort of a roller-coaster ride for us.” 

It hit its nadir when, due to a time conflict, 
Cooper did his radio show directly after the 
Michigan game, rather than on the usual 
Thursday. “I'll be real surprised if we ever do 
that again,” said Bannister. “I think he was 
pretty much ready for it. He was still obviously 
down after the loss. But he handles himself 
really well on these shows. He’s wide open to 
them for two hours. I don’t tell anyone they 
can’t get on the air.” 

Cooper, as affable as coaches come, has 
tried to put his situation into proper perspec- 
tive. By his reckoning, there is no need for 
dramatic change. He was 3-8 in his first year 
at Tulsa (1977) before going 54-23 in the next 
seven. Then came a 25-9-2 tenure at Arizona 
State, and a 4-6-1 beginning at Ohio State fol- 
lowed by 84 and 7-4-1. “I’m confident that 
our system works and that if it worked at 
other places, it can work at Ohio State,” 
Cooper said. “I’m very confident that what we 
do is right. 

“Quite honestly, there’s nowhere else like 
it.... There’s nothing like a game day here. 
It’s college football at its finest. We've struggled 
a little bit trying to give the fans the kind of 
product they expect and deserve. More and 
more, I’m trying to block out all outside inter- 
ference and coach football. I almost have to 
not read the papers and not look at the tele- 
vision. Sometimes people lose sight of the fact 
that nobody wants to win more than coaches.” 

Still, Ohio State probably is one of the few 
places in America that yearns to return to the 
1970s. Said a former player, “A lot of people 
here still think of the Big Two (Ohio State and 


Howard on 
fly pattern 
for success 


As Desmond Howard kept flashing this 
kind of swallowed-the-canary, movie-star 
grin after he ravaged poor Mississippi in the 
1991 Mazda Gator Bowl, it seemed that he 
might be a tad under-recognized. Not so at 
Michigan, where they say the junior wideout 
will be another Anthony Carter, Chris Cal- 
loway or Greg McMurtry. 

On at least three occasions last season, 
Howard showed that his abilities merit such 
comparisons: 

®@ In the season opener at Notre Dame, 
the Wolverines, already leading 17-14, were 
putting together a formidable third quarter 
when Howard lined up on the left side, caught 
Elvis Grbac’s quick hitch pass, faked two 
Notre Dame jockstraps into the next county, 
and raced down the left sideline with his 4.4 
speed for a 25-yard touchdown. “Lined up, I 
knew it was a completion,” he said, “and ina 
few seconds, I knew it was a touchdown.” 

@ Inthe traditional battle with Michigan 
State, the Spartans had just gone up 21-14 
and kicked off to Howard at the 5-yard line. 
Howard had believed all game he would 
score ona kickoff, and when the Wolverines 
set up the wall this time, he knew the moment 
had arrived. “It was so perfect,” he said. 
“They made it so it was nothing but a foot- 
race.” Straight on through for a touchdown. 

@ In the Gator Bowl, the 35-3 skewering 
of Ole Miss was well under way in the third 
quarter when Grbac hit Howard in the left 
flat. What followed was a move Michael 
Jackson could have turned into a million 
dollars. Howard juked left, sending three 
defenders either spilling or leaning as he 
went back to the right toward the center of 
the field for the final 50 yards of the 63-yard 
touchdown. “The first guy was on my hip,” 
Howard said. “He was definitely too close 
for comfort.” 

Howard justifies nicknames coined in 
years past, like “Mr Excitement” and 
“Magic.” He has a smile that could melt 
Michigan. And he’s no single-minded jock, 
either. Howard is on the cutting edge of 
fashion, carries a briefcase on campus, and 
has spent time talking to Dr. Harry Edwards 
of the University of California to learn more 
about exploitation of blacks and athletes 
in general. Howard seems like overkill pub- 
licity waiting to happen. 

Before he could get to this point, how- 
ever, Michigan had to decide where to play 
him. Howard spent his senior season at St. 
Joseph High School in Cleveland at tail- 
back (18 TDs) and safety (10 interceptions). 
His size (5-9, 176) precluded regular playing 
time as a college tailback; his elusiveness 
made defensive back seem like a waste of 
talent. The Wolverines settled on wide re- 
ceiver, with kickoff-return duties included. 

Howard was such an electrifying talent in 
high school that his coach, Bill Gutbrod, a 
41-year coaching veteran who had Grbac at 
the same time as Howard, decided to play 
him at tailback as a junior in a game against 
Euclid, even though there was a capable 


senior in front of him. A school-record five 
touchdowns later, four rushing and one ona 
kickoff return, his name was on the map. 
“The talent wasn’t noticed up until that 
point,” Howard said. “The Euclid game 
helped the coaches see the talent.” 

“Oh, we saw it all right,” Gutbrod said. 
“He’s got tremendous feet. It’s very unusual 
for an athlete to have his kind of feet. It was 
just uncanny, the big plays he came up with. 
It is very unusual for a guy that age, too, to 
have the kind of feet he has. It’s the maneuy- 
erability; nobody can stop him one-on-one. 
If he gets into the secondary, it’s just murder.” 

As a redshirt freshman in 1989, Howard 
caught nine passes for 136 yards and two 
touchdowns, returned 13 kickoffs for a 22.7 
average and generally remained unknown 
outside of Ann Arbor. In 1990, he arrived, 
posting regular season totals of 57 receptions 
for 858 yards and nine TDs, and 16 kickoff 
returns for a 29.5 average (second in the 
nation) and one TD. Those fortunate enough 
to see the Gator Bowl, which had an 11:30 
a.m. start while most of the nation recoy- 
ered from the previous night, saw Howard 
put on a show: six receptions for 167 yards 
and two touchdowns, one carry for 19 and 
one kickoff return for 32. “No doubt about 
it, he’s the biggest threat we've ever seen,” 
said Mississippi safety Todd Sandroni. 

While accepting postgame cigars, Michi- 
gan coach Gary Moeller allowed that some 
playbook liberalism, by Michigan standards, 
ought to be in order when blessed with some- 
one like Howard. That doesn’t mean Michi- 
gan will air it out on a regular basis — the 
Wolverines ran 67.8 percent of the time in 
‘90, 68.2 percent in 89, Bo Schembechler’s 
last season — but it does mean Howard will 
touch the ball as much as possible. This sea- 
son, look for Howard on the reverse, How- 
ard with the reception, Howard on the return 
and Howard with the touchdown. 


Michigan) and the Little Eight, and they have 
a tough time understanding why Ohio State 
doesn’t beat people 55-0.” 

Cooper isn’t the first Ohio State coach to be 
pressured by those living in the past. Bruce 
had the same problem. “I don’t think Ill ever 
forget Earle’s last show with us,” Bannister 
said. “It was a Thursday night, after Earle had 
been fired on Monday. People would call in 
support of Earle, and I can remember him, a 
couple of times, pounding his fist on the table. 
He didn’t really say anything when he did 
that, but he would pound his fist and you 
could read it on his face: ‘See, there’s support 
for me and I've been jobbed.’ That’s exactly 
what his face looked like.” 


DON’T LOOK BACK 


Just about everything Barry Alvarez does 
at Wisconsin in his second season as head 
coach will seem breezy compared with 1990. 
Alvarez, the former defensive coordinator at 
Notre Dame, came to Madison with no illu- 
sions, but he’s not a masochist. He had no 
idea how bare the cupboard really was. 

As a policy, Alvarez doesn’t discuss any- 
thing that occurred before his arrival, in part 
because he wasn’t there to see it. But there are 
clues. “It’s hard to visualize a Division I school 
which only had one running back on scholar- 
ship,” he said. “But I really don’t like to get 
into the reasons why the program was the way 
it was. If it was in good shape, I wouldn’t be 
here.” 

From the day he took over, Jan. 2, 1990, to 
the outset of the season in September, 18 
players from the 1989 roster — all with eligi- 
bility remaining — departed. “That’s a whole 
recruiting class,” Alvarez said. Some were in- 
jured, some failed, others decided they didn’t 
want to make the time commitment Alvarez 
demanded. Some were particularly averse to a 
summer weightlifting program. 

Toward the end of the season, though, the 
Badgers’ defense reaped the benefits of hard 
work. After yielding 44 points to Northwest- 
ern, they held four of their last five opponents 
to 21 points or fewer, a nifty feat when the 
offense didn’t have anyone who could make a 
defense think twice. In the season finale at 
Michigan State, Wisconsin lost, 14-9. 

Already, things continue to look brighter. 
Recruiting went well and there’s more expe- 
rience in the backfield, with natural tailback 
Mark Montgomery and erstwhile defensive 
back Kevin Ellison, both of whom played full- 
back in 1990. “We'll have a better idea about 
just setting up a game plan,” Alvarez said. 


NEW DUO 
FOR DUCKETT 


Michigan State’s Tico Duckett and Hyland 
Hickson, the third pair of teammates in Big 
Ten history to top 1,000 rushing yards each in 
a season, have broken up. Hickson’s eligibility 
expired following the Spartans’ 17-16 victory 
over Southern California in the John Han- 
cock Bowl. That leaves Duckett, a junior tail- 
back, carrying the load for MSU. Duckett 
(1,394 yards in 1990) is the top returning rusher 
in the nation and a viable Heisman Trophy 
candidate. 

The leading candidates to replace Hickson 
(1,196 yards in 90) as backup tailback 
are Sebastian Small and Hickey Thompson. 
Small, a 5-11, 205-pound flash from Fayette- 
ville, N.C., saw limited duty as a freshman in 


Michigan State’s Tico Duckett 
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1990. He rushed for 66 yards and appeared in 
five games. “I love that name,” coach George 
Perles said. “It sounds like that guy on TV 
(presumably Sebastian Cabot from the very 
old series Family Affair).” 

Thompson, a true freshman from Belleville, 
Ill., led Althoff Catholic High School to the 
state 3-A title last fall. For the season, he 
rushed for 3,105 yards in 309 carries and scored 
41 touchdowns. He also considered Indiana, 
Tennessee and four Big Eight schools before 
deciding on MSU. He reportedly runs a 4.4 
40. 

Whomever backs up Duckett will get plenty 
of chances to carry the ball. Though Hickson 
did not start a game in 1990, he averaged 19.5 
carries per game. Overall, the Spartans ran 
the ball 73.7 percent of the time. They scored 
35 rushing TDs, only four passing. 


QUICK SNAPS 


Illinois was the only team to defeat 1990 co- 
national champion Colorado. The Illini won, 
23-22, last Sept. 15 on a touchdown with 1:18 
remaining in the game. Illinois had trailed 17- 
3.... Big Ten officials are concerned about 
ABC Sports’ purchase of the CFA television 
contract, giving the network both the CFA 
and Big Ten/ Pac-10 packages — more inven- 
tory than it can handle on a national basis. 
ABC plans to regionalize more Big Ten and 
Pac-10 games, The Big Ten held winter meet- 
ings with ABC, after which it said it was 
happy with the arrangements of the contract, 
which runs through 1996.... Michigan State 
punter Josh Butland can bench-press more 
than 400 pounds. Butland (6-5, 246) could 
play tight end or linebacker, but Spartans 
coaches consider him too valuable as a punter 
to risk injury. He averaged only 38.7 yards in 
1990 but dropped 15 of 50 kicks inside the 
20.... According to most recruiting experts, 
Michigan signed the best class among Big 
Ten schools. The Wolverines landed Tyrone 
Wheatley of Dearborn Heights, Mich., who 
was named SuperPrep Midwest Offensive 
Player of the Year as a quarterback and run- 
ning back, and Parade All-American as 
a defensive back. Wheatley also punts and 
kicks. ... Minnesota landed well-regarded de- 
fensive back Michael Gist from Daytona 
Beach, Fla. Gist originally leaned toward 
several Florida schools, but wanted to play 
immediately. ... Michigan State’s 16-7-1 rec- 
ord over the past two seasons represents 
the school’s best two-year mark since Duffy 
Daugherty’s 1965-66 teams. . .. Indiana is 21- 
2-1 in the first four games over the past six 
seasons. ... Road teams posted a 21-18-1 rec- 
ord in Big Ten games in 1990.

Offense (multiple): It's a great collection of talent, starting with Grbac, 
who now is experienced and has enough ability to be a great college QB. 
TB Powers, who enters 1991 with four consecutive 100-yard games, 
stepped in so boldly for Jon Vaughn last year that Vaughn took his 1,236 
yards to the NFL, lest he find himself in a platoon. Howard is a terrific 
big-play artist. The talent is underscored by the best line in the land. It 
returns three starters, plus Everitt, and should be as good as last year's 
unit, which yielded just four sacks all season. Michigan, which ran up 715 
yards vs. Ole Miss, averaged 253.1 yards rushing per game in ‘90. 
Defense (3-4): An excellent secondary (20 interceptions) was gutted by 
graduation, but does return Dottin, who was second in the Big Ten in picks. 
The front wall should be as good as last year’s, which held opponents to 
106 yards rushing per game. Five starters return to the front seven, 
including the steady Anderson and the dynamic Evans. 

Kicking game: Carison made a big kick against Ohio State, so his miss 
against Notre Dame in the opener has been long forgotten. Azcona returns 
to punt, but may be pushed aside by Chris Stapleton (40.3 in 1989), who 
Sat out last season with an injury. Michigan's special teams are the 
nation’s best. The punt-coverage unit (37.3 net) allowed only eight of 43 
punts to be returned, for a total of 14 yards. The Wolverines led the nation 
in punt returns (15.6, two TDs) and were second in kickoff returns (27.7). 
Schedule (6h, 5a): Notre Dame visits in the opener; Michigan hasn't 
beaten the Irish in four years. UCLA is off the slate, but Florida State is on 
it. The Big Ten season begins on the road at lowa and Michigan State. 
SUMMARY: Michigan was nine points from perfection in 1990, but wasn't 
@ good enough fourth-quarter team to make it happen. The 1991 schedule 
is demanding, but this team seems capable of handling it. The Wolverines 
may well age into vintage form to challenge for the national title, which 
Michigan last won in 1948. At the very least, they deserve a Top 5 ranking 
entering the season.

Cameron, Williams, Kirkland and O'Neal. 


There hasn't been a repeat national champ 
since 1970-79, but it's not out of the question 
with Ross on the sideline, Jones at the trigger, 
and Swilling and Coleman on defense. 


The Wolfpack, coming off consecutive 7-5 sea- 
sons, isn't on the same level as Clemson and 
Tech, but its schedule is easier, and Jordanis a 
rising star at quarterback. 


From the ashes of back-to-back 1-10 seasons, 
Brown has built the Tar Heels into a legitimate 
contender. The linebackers, led by Hollier, are 
first-rate. 


The Cavs fell short of glory last season after 
reaching No. 1. With the Moores in the NFL, 
Virginia now must guard against falling back 
into the pack. It's a pivotal year for Welsh. 


The Demons still are down from Spurrier’s exit 
prior to last season. The schedule is difficult, 
but Cuthbert and some quality receivers will 
keep things interesting. 


Dooley was a winner in his first two seasons; 
he's gone 5-16-1 since then. With West, Wil- 
liams and Mills, Demon Deacons fans at least 
have an offense they can be proud of. 


The Terps received a bow! bid in 1990, but with 
Zolak now in the pros and the league's toughest 
schedule, a losing season is a lock. They'll con- 
tinue to get a kick out of DeArmas. 


Robert O’Neal, Clemson 


t was Sept. 23, 1989 in Columbia, S.C., 

40 hours after killer Hurricane Hugo 

leveled much of the state, and Georgia 
Tech football coach Bobby Ross was in the 
throes of his darkest hours as a coach. 

Ross had taken his third Georgia Tech 
football team north to face a struggling 
South Carolina. Though his team was 0-2 for 
the season and 5-19 since he replaced popular 
Bill Curry as head coach, Ross thought Tech 
was close to jelling. Practices had been up- 
beat. “We hadn't done a damn thing, but boy, 
were we confident,” recalled defensive back 
coach Chuck Priefer. “We could feel it com- 
ing together.” 

It did not come together that night. After 
forging an early 7-7 tie, 
Tech’s fragile life-support 
system failed. Quarter- 
back Shawn Jones went 
down with an injury 
and Ross had no 
choice but to play 
Lee Williamson, 


tough but far less talented. Two plays later, 
Gamecocks defensive back Dale Campbell 
stepped in front of Williamson’s first pass at 
midfield. The interception launched a 49-yard 
touchdown drive and a 21-10 South Carolina 
victory. 

“I was very worried about Bobby that night,” 
Tech athletic director Dr. Homer Rice said 
later. “He was so down, so discouraged. We're 
talking about a great football coach — a man 
who just didn’t know much about losing or 
being down. And there he was, 0-3 in his third 
season, and 2-9 and 3-8 in his first two.” 

Ross did not sleep that night. “The thing 
that was just eating my insides out was that I 
knew we were close to being a good football 
team,” he said. “We'd been pretty close the 
year before. We just didn’t have 
the guy we needed to pull the 
trigger to put a lot 

of things in motion. 
We'd redshirted i 
Shawn that season, | 
but we all knew he was the

guy we needed at quarterback. It seemed like 
a dream where you're stuck in sand and just 
can’t quite make it out.” 

One can safely say Tech made it out. A 
week later, Tech spotted Maryland a 14-0 
lead, then rallied behind Jones for a 28-24 vic- 
tory, snapping a 16-game ACC losing streak. 
Seven days later, Tech visited 14th-ranked 
Clemson as a 16-point underdog. But Jones 
threw for 223 yards and two touchdowns ina 
30-14 win. 

Tech now has played 20 games since that 
deflating loss at South Carolina. It has won 18 
of them. Last year, the Yellow Jackets went 
11-0-1, earning a share of the national title. 

Miles of newsprint were expended on the 
No. | saga, which ranged from Colorado’s 
infamous fifth down to Tech’s surprise sea- 
son. If people weren’t posturing over whether 
the Buffs should return their title, they were 
questioning Tech’s credentials as a member of 
the ACC, a “basketball” conference. 

Lost to all except longtime Tech fans was 
the real story, a remarkable saga of how one 


of college football’s most respected programs 
almost folded — folded! — before its stun- 
ning revival the last two seasons. 

Flash back to the years of legendary Bobby 
Dodd. In his 22 years (1945-1966) as Tech’s 
head coach, he went 165-648 (.713), was un- 
beaten twice, had eight seasons of nine or 
more victories, had a 31-game winning streak 
from 1951-53, was 9-4 in bowls and won a 
national title in °52. 

Dodd retired in 1966, almost taking Tech 
football with him. Tech, which has the best 
bowl record of any team with at least 15 ap- 
pearances (16-8), opened the ’70s with three 
straight bowl appearances, but earned only 
two more in the following 17 years. The low- 
water mark came in 1979. The athletic pro- 
gram was almost $1 million in debt, the five- 
year graduation rate for athletes had slumped 
to 38 percent, and Grant Field was in the pro- 
cess of being condemned. The glory days of 


Dodd were so long forgotten that no linkage 
seemed possible. 

The school’s president, Dr. Joseph Pettit, 
perceived the situation as being so deteriorat- 
ing that he summoned advice on how the 
athletic department might be liquidated. Retir- 
ing AD Doug Weaver had helped Tech gain 
membership to the ACC in 1979, but all that 
did was offer some very long-range hope for 
increased basketball revenue. Coming off a4- 
23 season in 1980-81, no one at Tech could get 
too enthused over basketball. 

“Dr. Pettit listened to advice that we drop 
to a lower division,” recalled Dr. Bill Sang- 
ster, prominent dean of Tech’s famous engi- 
neering department and faculty representative 
to athletics. “But that wouldn’t have solved 
the problems either. The real problem was 
money for athletics — actually, the lack of 
money.” 

With no hope for a solution, Pettit moved 
to terminate. But near what would have been 
the last moment, several influential former 
Tech athletes persuaded Pettit to give the de- 
partment one last chance. He agreed on the 
condition that enough money could be raised 
to hire the best available athletic director. It 
took three tries, but Pettit finally got the per- 
son he wanted: Rice, the former AD at North 
Carolina. 


Rice, indeed, proved to be the best person 
after all. His first act was to institute wide- 
scale fund raising; his second was to hire Bill 
Curry, a Dodd favorite, as coach. Curry’s 
presence motivated Dodd to lead the fund 
raising, which Rice built around Tech’s:aca- 
demics and tradition. The initial effort raised 
almost $2 million. That was followed by 
a facility-building campaign that, 11 years 
later, has produced $30 million worth of 
improvements. 

Rice was bold. In 1985, he had the decaying 
south end of Grant Field leveled. The move 
was roundly criticized because it reduced sta- 
dium seating capacity to 46,000. But the money 
saved by not restoring end zone seating would 
build instead the new Wardlaw Center, with 
skyboxes, an all-purpose meeting center and 
state-of-the-art weight-training complex. 

The greatest football boost came from the 
seed Weaver planted and Rice farmed with 
diligence, the ACC membership. In 1987, the 
conference made an unwavering commitment 
to academic reform, which fit perfectly with 
Tech’s stringent policies. “Proposition 48 made 
atremendous difference,” Ross said. “It evened 
out recruiting and competition to a large de-

Case in point: After the grueling 1990 
ACC basketball tournament — three tough 
games in as many days — Virginia coach 
Terry Holland, with a five-day break before 
his team’s first NCAA Tournament game, 
gave Kirby and the rest of his Cavaliers 
teammates a day off from practice. “I fig- 
ured the guys were exhausted,” Holland said 
of his final Wahoo squad. “I wanted them 
fresh because we had to open the NCAA 
against Notre Dame, which you know will

gree. It was bound to bring about some degree 
of parity. It was just a matter of waiting for it 
and being ready when the chance came.” 

While regional recruiting rivals were forced 
to search out stronger students, Tech already 
was there. Essentially, it had recruited by 
Prop. 48 guidelines since the inception of 
Rice’s “Total Person” philosophical package 
in 1980. “It helped that we knew where to find 
the good academic prospects and how to ap- 
proach them with a recruiting technique that 
many of them would appreciate,” Ross said. 

It didn’t hurt, either, that Tech basketball 
was prospering under Bobby Cremins. In less 
than four years, he turned that 4-23 team in 
1980-81 into a 27-8 nationally-recognized win- 
ner. Tech basketball became the hottest sports 
ticket in Atlanta and enhanced the school’s 
sports profile. High school football players 
across the South, many of them closet cagers, 
were anxious to visit campus and watch the 
likes of Mark Price, John Salley, Kenny Ander- 
son, Dennis Scott and Brian Oliver. 

“It’s funny,” Sangster said. “When we joined 
the ACC, I recall being told that the league 
thought we could help improve it by winning 
down the road in football. But the first cham- 


always be tough and physical.” 

How did Kirby rest? He took a five-mile 
run. “It relaxed me,” he explained. 

When you consider that Kirby had either 
practiced or played football and/or basket- 
ball every day since Aug. 8, 1989, a day off is 
foreign to the young man’s energy level and 
sense of dedication. 

Virginia played basketball for another 
week before losing to Syracuse. Two weeks 
later, Kirby worked at tailback in a spring 
football scrimmage, rushing 17 times for 
102 yards, including a 13-yard TD run. 

When Kirby, the nation’s most heavily 
recruited prep in 1988, signed with Virginia 
as a two-sport participant, there was doubt 
he would last as both a football tailback and 
basketball guard, despite mind-boggling stats 
at Tabb, Va., High School. As a senior, 
Kirby rushed for 2,168 yards and 30 TDs 
and was named Parade magazine’s national 
player of the year. On the basketball court, 
he averaged 28 points per game and was. 
named Virginia AA Player of the Year. 

Two years later, he’s still doing double 
duty, in spite of a knee ailment that kept him 
sidelined during parts of the Cavs’ 8-4 foot- 
ball season. “Other people see what I’m doing 
as work,” Kirby said. “To me, it’s fun. It’s 
what I want to be doing. Id feel terrible if I 
couldn't play both. I don’t have doubts that 
I can do it, either.” 

But as many observers predicted, Kirby is 
emerging as a star only in football. As a 
freshman, he made an impact, rushing for 
311 yards (4.9 yards per carry) as the Cavs 
went 10-3. On the court, he averaged just 3.4 
points per game in basketball. 

As a sophomore last season, he ran for an 
ACC-leading 1,020 yards (6.2 per carry), 
becoming the first sophomore and only the 
sixth player in Virginia history to top 1,000 
yards in a season. He also made 33 recep- 
tions for 324 yards. Only teammates Shawn 
Moore and Herman Moore received more 
votes than Kirby in balloting for the All- 
ACC team. 

His second basketball season was even 
less productive than his first (6.6 minutes 


pionship we won was in basketball. I think 
everyone was surprised.” 

The last step was the hiring of Ross to 
replace Curry, who left for a date with the 
devil at Alabama. “When Bill told me he was 
leaving, the first person I called for advice was 
Bob James, then the ACC commissioner,” 
said Rice. “He told me that Bobby was about 
the best coach he had ever seen in the ACC. 
Bobby knew the league, the teams and the 
academic demands. He knew where the ACC 
was heading. He didn’t have to be sold on the 
long-range strategy.” 

Ross arrived at Tech in January 1987 and 
found exactly what he had expected — in- 
telligent players, plenty of size, average 
strength, average athletic ability, below-aver- 
age quickness. 

“To win consistently, | knew we would have 
to take the big kids in the program and get 
them as strong and mobile as possible,” Ross 
said. “To do that, we had to sell them com- 
pletely on weight training. That took some 
doing. But by our second year, we turned that 
corner. We were a good defensive team even 
though we only won three games. I knew if we 
could get the right skill-position talent in the 


and 2.1 points a game), due in part to the 
knee problem known as compartment syn- 
drome. The problem is that short of surgery, 
neither rest nor activity will help the ailment. 

Thus, the day is fast approaching when 
pro football scouts join Virginia coach 
George Welsh in advising Kirby to abandon 
his indoor interests. “I'll deal with something 
like that if it comes up,” Kirby said. “Hope- 
fully, it won't. 

“I think the people who want me to give 
up basketball don’t understand why I’m play- 
ing. I’m not in it to be a superstar or an All- 
American, I’m playing because I really enjoy 
it, and | think I can help the team.” 

At 6-3, 215 pounds, Kirby obviously is 
more suited for football. But in a game at 
N.C. State his freshman year, he used a 
string of three-point jump shots to erupt for 
18 points. “Terry can play this sport,” said 
Virginia basketball coach Jeff Jones. “It’s 
not just a pastime for him.” 

Were this someone else, an edict would be 
forthcoming. But Kirby came to Virginia as 
something special and has shown no psy- 
chological wear from his pace. He continues 
to impress people around him with his team- 
first approach. 

Everyone anticipated him jumping into 
the starting lineup as a freshman, with a lit- 
tle friction as a result. Just the opposite 
occurred. Kirby became a willing, contribut- 
ing reserve behind Nikki Fisher and Marcus 
Wilson. Likewise this past season, when he 
became the starter and headliner at the spot 
but stepped aside often enough for Fisher to 
rush for 848 yards. 

“Publicity and people's expectations are 
things you have to block out,” Kirby said at 
the time. “Just because I was all-this or that 
in high school didn’t mean I was going to 
come in here right away and be a starter. 
That's just not right.” 

Likewise, he hasn’t griped about a modest 
basketball workload. Thus, the Kirby watch 
is expected to continue through the 92 
basketball season, But then, something 
may have to give. “We'll see,” is his only 
commitment. 
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right places, we'd make a fairly decent leap in 
wins.” 

Enter Jones. A shy youngster from Thomas- 
ville, Ga., Jones was the kind of athlete who 
usually went to Georgia (where his brother 
played), Auburn, Alabama, Clemson or Ten- 
nessee and became a productive defensive 
back. “Tech told me they would give me a 
chance at playing quarterback and would stick 
by it,” Jones said. “I knew Tech’s reputation. I 
didn’t think they would go back on their word.” 

A month into 1988, Jones’ redshirt season, 
Ross and his staff knew there would be no 
reversal. “Shawn was the final piece,” Ross 
said. “Our staff sensed that all along. He was 
quick, smart, a way above-average passer.” 

Indeed, Jones led Tech to seven wins in 
its last eight games of 1989. And last year, 
there wasn’t a better college quarterback 
than Jones. Better throwers perhaps, but 
not better quarterbacks. By all rights, \ 
he should have won the Heisman 


=. Nc. Stat, ; 
Trophy, but there was no campaign and e's 7, 


no real national recognition until Jones engi- 
neered a heart-stopping 41-38 victory over 
then top-ranked Virginia in the season’s eighth 
game. 

It was perhaps the best football game in 
ACC history, the culmination of a decade of 
plotting by Tech’s administration. Ensuing 
routs of Georgia and Nebraska (in the Florida 
Citrus Bowl) left no doubt about the Yellow 
Jackets’ program. 

“Were we the best team in the nation?” 
Ross asked. “I don’t know. Some days, maybe 
we were. Some other days, maybe it was Colo- 
rado, or Notre Dame, or Miami, or Virginia 
or someone else. I never thought that was the 
overriding point. 

“As far as 1 was concerned, the point was 
that we proved we could we be as good as our 
capabilities would allow us. I could measure 
something like that.” 


STAYING 
THE COURSE 


To go or not to go. It was a difficult call for 
Georgia Tech defensive back Ken Swilling, an 
All-American tabbed as a likely first-round 
NFL pick entering the 1990 season. 

Ironically, the year turned out to be great 
for Tech history, but disappointing for Swil- 
ling, a rugged 6-3, 236-pound speedster. He 
hurt his ankle in the season’s fifth game, vs. 
Clemson, missing the next two games and 
parts of two more. He never regained his 
mobility and paid the price. 

In a key matchup against Virginia All- 
America receiver Herman Moore, Swilling 
was burned often; Moore ended the day with 
nine catches for 234 yards. The Jackets won, 
41-38, but Swilling was embarrassed. Said 
Sports Illustrated: “...[Moore] collected a 
season’s worth of receiving yards over Swil- 
ling’s head.... The Tech safety played a dis- 
mal game.” 

Swilling agreed: “I looked horrible. People 
were like, ‘I thought you were an All-Ameri- 
can. What happened?’” 

Two days before the Feb. | NFL deadline 
for underclassmen to declare for the draft, 
Swilling announced he would remain at Tech 
for a fifth season. “I wasn’t ready yet,” he said. 
“It was a tough decision, but I think I need the 
extra season.” 

For Tech, the verdict is a defensive boon. 
Swilling moves from free safety to strong 
safety, replacing graduated Thomas Balkcom. 
Junior Eric Bellamy, another hitter, moves

in at free safety. The cornerbacks are set with 
first-team All-ACC pick Willie Clay and jun- 
ior Curley Day. The four give Tech one of the 
nation’s best defensive backfields. 


TROUBLE AHEAD 


When Florida State was voted into the 
ACC in mid-September 1990, the eight league 
coaches thought trouble wouldn’t come until 
1993, or perhaps 94. 

This February, those coaches woke up to 
hear bad news from their athletic directors: 
The Seminoles will face all eight ACC foes 
and compete for the 1992 championship. “Uh- 
oh,” said North Carolina’s Mack Brown, a 
Florida State grad and a former Bobby Bow- 
den assistant. “The stakes are going up fast.” 

Wake Forest, Duke, Maryland and Brown’s 
Tar Heels will visit Tallahassee next season. 
Bowden will take his team to Georgia Tech, 
Clemson, Virginia and N.C. State. Said Tech’s 
Bobby Ross: “I’m tickled they’re coming in, 
but it wasn’t very comforting to hear they had 


/ 


maybe the best recruiting class in the 
country. They didn’t need much help.” 


QUICK SNAPS 


Six of eight ACC teams had winning records 
last season. Five went to bowls, posting a 3-1- 
1 record (Virginia lost by a point), the best 
bowl record of any league; the ACC’s non- 
conference mark of 28-8-1 was the nation’s 
best. Clemson and Florida State are the only 
schools that have won bowl games in each of 
the last five years; Maryland put together a 6- 
5-1 record against a schedule featuring nine 
teams with winning records; and Tech is now 
4-1 in bowl games against the Big Eight.... 
The ACC’s affiliation with the Florida Citrus 
Bowl ends after Jan. 1, 1992. ACC officials 
continue to push for a playoff format that 
would incorporate the bowl games. ... Prior 
to 1990, Virginia was ranked only four times, 
but the Cavs were ranked the entire season in 
1990. Virginia never had been to a bowl before 
coach George Welsh arrived; it now has gone 
four times in the last seven years. The Cavs 
had just two winning seasons in the 29 years 
prior to Welsh, but have been winners seven 
of the last eight campaigns. ... Clemson nose 
tackle Rob Bodine has a chance to become 
the second two-time All-ACC player to have 
begun his career as a walk-on at Clemson. 
Bodine, undersized (245 pounds) but ultra- 
aggressive, began his collegiate career at North 
Dakota but transferred to Clemson as an un- 
solicited player.... North Carolina State’s 
Charles Davenport, a quarterback for most of 
his career, has emerged as a pro prospect as a 
wide receiver. A couple of scouts believe the 
6-4, 206-pound speedster has some of the tools 
that made Virginia’s Herman Moore (6-5, 201) 
last season’s best ACC receiver. Davenport 
was a wideout as a true freshman in ’87, a 
quarterback in 88, when he started for the 
Wolfpack in a Peach Bow! victory over lowa, 
a redshirt in 89, and both a quarterback and 
receiver in 90. With Terry Jordan now set at 
quarterback, Davenport’s days there are over. 
“I just want to play and be on the field,” 
Davenport said. “Wideout is where I think I 
can help most.”

OUTLOOK 
Offense (multiple I): Hatfield has an explosive mix at his disposal, but must 
become less predictable. QB Cameron isn't flashy, but he's solid and has an 
adequate arm. However, he can't repeat last year's effort against Georgia 
Tech (3-14, 53 yds) if Clemson is to win the ACC. Smith is a future pro. On 
the ground, Williams will top 1,000 yards if he stays healthy. If not, Eric 
Blount (264 yr) and Derrick Witherspoon (261 yr) are capable reserves. 
The line, ‘ed by Flesch and Bratton, is the league's best. The Tigers ball-con- 
trol game led the ACC in average time of possession (32:43) in 1990. 
Defense (5-2): This could be the nation’s best defense. Last year, it held 
foes to 216.9 yards per game and yielded 10 TDs. Seven opponents were 
held under 10 points. Kirkland, Bodine and McGlockton are standouts, and 
O'Neal is next in the continuing line of Clemson DBs with NFL tools. 
Kicking game: The premature departure of Chris Gardocki (19-24 fgs, 44.3 
punting average) to the NFL leaves the Tigers vulnerable. Career reserves 
are competing for the jobs. 
Schedule (7h, 3a, 1n): With five ACC games in Death Valley and another in 
Japan (Duke), the schedule is made to order for a championship run. In 
non-conference games, Clemson plays at Georgia, and has home dates 
with South Carolina, Appalachian State and Temple. 
SUMMARY: There aren't any apparent weaknesses other than the kicking 
game. The defense will keep the Tigers in every game, and the passing 
game finally should complement the run. Given its schedule, Clemson eas- 
ily could run the table in 1991. For extra incentive, it’s been two years since 
Clemson won the ACC title, an accomplishment it once took for granted.

Offense (pro): For the first time in years, the Terps do not have an NFL 
candidate at QB, Krivak’s plans to tinker with the offense should offset the 
void to some extent, but it's still a very young, thin unit without any stand- 
outs.

Considering the lack of talent and 
tough schedule, he may get swallowed up this season.

RUN IT UP, SHOOT 


FROM THE LIP 


_ It’s hard to be humble for Houston’s 
Jenkins; jury still out after big-game flops 


niversity of Houston head coach John 

Jenkins has admirable qualities. He’s 

brash, exuberant, opinionated, crea- 
tive and successful. He’s an upbeat, young 
coach who has fashioned a high-powered of- 
fense and near-perfect won-lost record. 

So what'’s not to like? Plenty. Jenkins is too 
brash, too exuberant and foo opinionated. 
When it comes to his beloved run-and-shoot 
offense, he is more secretive than a CIA agent 
about to defect. When it comes to running up 
the score against the likes of Eastern Washing- 
ton, he’s the first in line. When it comes to 
abusing basic love-thy-neighbor tenets of col- 
lege football, you can count on him. 

Jenkins hasn’t been around long enough 
for a consensus to have formed, but he’s cer- 
tainly gotten the attention of his peers and the 
public. The 39-year-old mastermind of the 
run-and-shoot became Houston’s offensive 
coordinator in 1987 and immediately began 
compiling a slew of NCAA records. In 1989, 
he coached quarterback Andre Ware to the 
Heisman Trophy. Last year, his first as head 
coach, he led Houston to a 10-1 record. 

That’s the up side. Here’s the down: 

@ Ascoach of the most powerful offense in 
the land (Houston scored 511 points in 1990), 
Jenkins is approached regularly by colleagues 
seeking insight. But the man who refuses to 
issue playbooks to his players has a standard 
reply: Get lost. 

He was a guest speaker at a high school 
coaching convention and dismayed his audi- 
ence by lecturing on center snaps. He refused 
to diagram a single play during a coaching 
seminar at Arkansas. His biggest faux pas: 
Penn State’s Joe Paterno called one spring to 
ask if his assistants could stop by on a spring 
swing through Texas. Jenkins said no. It was 
like turning down an audience with the Pope. 
“Hey,” Jenkins said, “one of those guys I talk 
to might end up being defensive coordinator 
at Texas Tech.” 

© He’s a mite outrageous. After being 
named head coach, Jenkins immediately began 
talking national championship, even though 
he was losing Ware and had yet to attend his 
first game as head coach on any level. Last 
year he riled Mississippi State officials by de- 
claring he had been offered a “blank check” 
after he interviewed for their vacant head 
coaching job. He leveled a broadside at Mouse 
Davis, the inventor of the run-and-shoot, by 
labeling Davis’ version “conservative.” 

He employed a “neurological evaluator” 
named Richard Diana, who was asked to get 
into the heads of Jenkins’ players to further 
their development of a positive attitude, or 
something like that. Even within his own ath- 
letic department, Jenkins gets stares over that 
one. 

® Jenkins hasn’t won with the big boys. 
Houston is 28-6 over the past three seasons, 
but all six losses were against nationally ranked 
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opponents. The Cougars also were unable to 
beat the SWC champion in each of the past 
three years. The non-conference schedule gen- 
erally has been soft, too. 

Jenkins said he’s tried to upgrade his sched- 
ule, but has been unable to find any takers. 
The Cougars have made efforts to play in one 
of the preseason classics, but have been turned 
down because of opponent reticence and Hous- 
ton’s poor attendance record. This year a 
tougher slate includes Miami (Fla.) and 
Illinois. 

® Worst of all, he likes to run up the score. 


As offensive coordinator in 1989, Jenkins’ 
Cougars routed SMU, 95-21, in the Mustangs’ 
first year back from a two-year NCAA Death 
Penalty. Virtually the entire SMU team was 
made up of freshmen. 

Last year, he let David Klingler throw an 
NCAA-record 11 touchdown passes during 
an 84-21 rout of I-AA Eastern Washington. 
Miami coach Dennis Erickson, during a pre- 
Mobil Cotton Bowl news conference, said he 
was “particularly pleased” by Texas’ victory 
over Houston. The subtle dig was rooted in 
Erickson’s ties to Eastern Washington coach 
Dick Zornes and that area of the country. 

Sportscaster Roy Firestone put Jenkins on 
the hot seat for pummeling outmanned oppo- 
nents during a December taping of Sports 
Look. Jenkins, sporting bleached hair and 
red cowboy boots, told Firestone it’s the oppo- 
nents’ problem, not his. “If any opposing coach 
makes a remark about me running it up,” 
Jenkins began in his standard defense, “that 
just tickles me to death. It tells me has no idea 
or clue about what we’re doing.” 

Critics believe Jenkins plays starters against 
demoralized opponents to enhance the repu- 
tation of his offense. Jenkins said he keeps 
them in because he has few reserves. Houston

It’s hard to find encouragement from a 
46-3 loss, especially one on national TV ina 
New Year’s Day bowl and coming at the 
hands of those taunting, dancing, let-me- 
get-in-your-face lads from Miami. 

It happened to Texas this past season. 
After a stirring return to the good old days 
with a 10-1 regular season, the Longhorns 
had their Longest Day against Miami. But 
solace was found in the form of running 
back Butch Hadnot. Texas’ freshman had 
one of the best outings nobody remembers. 
He rushed for 101 yards (6 yards per carry) 
against the Hurricanes, who had allowed 
only two rushers to gain more than 100 
yards all season. Before Miami substituted 
liberally midway through the fourth quar- 
ter, Texas’ other rushers had gained only 25 
yards on 33 carries. 

Hadnot’s emergence was considered a key 
factor in Texas’ offensive development and 
first title-winning season since 1983. But his 
contributions were obscured by interest in 
the Longhorns’ overall resurgence. This year 
should be different. Hadnot’s the centerpiece 
of the Texas attack. “He’s a big-time back,” 
Longhorns offensive coordinator Lynn Ame- 
dee said. “He'll play on Sundays.” 

Hadnot is one of those can’t-misses who 
hasn’t. He was widely known as a prep star 
at Kirbyville High in East Texas, where he 
rushed for 2,144 yards and 24 TDs as a 
senior. Even with those numbers — and 
Texas coach David McWilliams’ promise 
that he’d play as a freshman — no one gave 
Hadnot much attention in fall drills. He got 
most of his attention for arriving with a 
Longhorn carved into the back of his head. 

He had just seven carries in the first four 
games. But then starting back Phil Brown 
went down with a knee injury against Okla- 
homa, opening the way for Hadnot. He 
produced 33 yards on three carries during 
the game-winning drive and thereafter be- 
came a fixture. 

“T felt all along I was ready,” Hadnot said. 
“One reason I came here was because they 
weren't going to redshirt me. I know myself 
better than anyone, and I knew I could play 
as a freshman. It was just a matter of waiting 
for them to ring my bell.” 

The fact that he rings opponents’ bells has 
earned him as much notoriety as his stats 
(541 rushing yards in 1990). He’s been called 
“Baby Earl” because of a physical running 
style similar to Texas great Earl Campbell’s. 
Hadnot’s most memorable run was the time 
he bulldozed five Houston defenders on his 
way to an 8-yard touchdown. Hadnot had a 
career-high 134 yards and three TDs against 

the Cougars in a nationally televised game. 

“I'm still at the baby stage,” Hadnot said. 


“I don’t think about running over guys. I 
just do it if somebody’s in my way.” 

“T’ve seen him hit hard off tackle and start 
breaking outside,” Texas coach David Mc- 


- Williams said. “And I’ve thought, ‘Don’t do 


that Butch, you won’t make it.’ Then before 
I think anything else, he’s already done it.” 

The 6-0, 214-pounder likes the accolades, 
but does a quick two-step away from com- 
parisons to anyone, be it Campbell, Eric 
Metcalf or his two cousins, former All-SWC 
running backs James Hadnot of Texas Tech 
and Bubba Bean of Texas A&M. 

“A lot of people here are calling me a jun- 
ior bull, another Campbell,” he said. “Those 
guys were going during their days at Texas, 
but this is my time. That’s one of the reasons 
I didn’t go to Tech. I wanted to go some- 
where I could get a good education and 
make a name for myself, and not make a liy- 
ing off someone else’s name.” 

Hadnot’s name was mentioned often last 
season, but not always for football. His aca- 
demic status often was questioned. He was 
not expected to qualify under NCAA grade 
requirements and even signed with Kilgore 
Junior College as an “insurance policy.” 

It was announced during the summer he 
would be eligible at Texas, which prompted 
Duane Lindberg, assistant SWC commis- 
sioner in charge of compliance, to investi- 
gate. Lindberg cleared Hadnot for eligibility. 

“I can’t believe that people think we would 
play an ineligible player,” Texas athletic di- 
rector DeLoss Dodds said. But Texas offi- 
cials don’t deny Hadnot entered as a border- 
line student, and his progress is heavily 
monitored. 

Hadnot won't have the luxury of starting 
slowly this season. He’s one of only five 
returning offensive starters. He improved 
last season by running aggressively and 
learning how to milk yardage out of every 
tun. In Texas’ pro-style offense, he’ll have to 
become a much better receiver (only two 
catches for 13 yards in 1990) and a much 
better blocker. 

Hadnot is confident he will be able to 
handle the expectations. “(Campbell) said I 
played well but not to let it run to my head,” 
Hadnot said. “We didn’t talk about much 
else. His time has come and gone. He knows 
that. This is my time.”

was limited to 70 scholarship players last sea- 
son because of attrition and NCAA probation 
restrictions. Besides Klingler, there were no 
scholarship quarterbacks. 

Jenkins says the Cougars throw passes until 
the bitter end because that’s the way his offense 
works. He says it’s no different than a power- 
ful wishbone team rushing for big yardage 
and lopsided scores. “No one told them they 
should start passing,” Jenkins said. 

All coaches know the pragmatic reason for 
holding down possible routs: They can come 
back to haunt you. A lot of colleagues would 
like to be Jenkins’ nightmare. 

“They run up the score, but it’s part of their 
offense,” said Baylor coach Grant Teaff, who 
called the Bears’ 66-10 loss in 1989 his most 
humiliating. “That’s part of their philosophy. 
They’re caught up in statistics. But the players 
are more important than what you do. I’ve 
always been better when I had better players. 
If you're going to be in this a long time, you'll 
be up, you'll be down.” 

It may be a while before Jenkins is down. 
He frustrated those who figured his comeup- 
pance was due last year, when Ware and line- 
backer Lamar Lathon forfeited their final year 
of eligibility to enter the NFL and the Cou- 
gars lost most of their senior-dominated of- 
fensive and defensive lines. Instead, Houston 
thrived with Klingler, who threw an NCAA- 
record 54 TD passes. 

Klingler is back this season, and Jenkins is 
predicting an even bigger season for his quar- 
terback, if that’s possible. He’s also anticipat- 
ing a conference title — Houston is eligible for 
the first time in two years — and Cotton Bowl 
bid. 

In addition, he feels a foundation has been 
set and Houston will continue to succeed now 
and forever. The system works, it attracts the 
kind of quarterbacks who can make it work, 
and he’s quite fond of the man who makes it 
go. 
“First, it’s a misconception to say, ‘It’s just 
the system,’” Jenkins said. “If it is, how come 
nobody else in the country has done it? Why 
hasn’t this been done before? 

“Second, it wasn’t too long ago that Mar- 
cus Allen and O.J. Simpson were coming out 
of a system, the I-formation at USC. What’s 
to say the Houston quarterbacks of the pres- 
ent and future won't be recognized in the same 
regard? Andre went beyond all points any 
quarterback had ever reached, and danged if 
the next guy isn’t doing the same thing.” 

Danged if Jenkins hasn’t carved himself a 
niche in college football with his offense, his 
success and his personality. Only time will tell 
if he hasn't carved himself into a corner. 


FIGHT FOR 
SURVIVAL 


This season is the last roundup for 
Arkansas in the Southwest Conference. 
The Hogs will scoot off to the South- 
eastern Conference at the close of busi- 
ness in 91, leaving behind a conference 
that is as unsure of its future as a West 
Texas oilman. 

Arkansas athletic director Frank 
Broyles said what others were thinking 
when the Hogs announced their plans 
to depart: The SWC was no longer as 

competitive as it had been, and the pros- 
pects for change weren’t good. “If we 
thought the SWC could change its direction 
and get competitive for the 90s [we would 
have stayed],” Broyles said. “But we don’t 
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know what they could do.” 

Arkansas’ imminent departure led Texas 
and Texas A&M to flirt with the Pac-10 and 
SEC, underscoring the seriousness of the situ- 
ation. “Arkansas can be replaced,” said Bay- 
lor coach Grant Teaff. “Texas and Texas A&M 
cannot be replaced.” 

The conference quickly agreed to change 
some of its revenue-sharing policies to appease 
its two breadwinners. The gate-receipt policy 
was changed for 1992, from a 50/50 split to 
the home team getting all receipts, with min- 
imal guarantees for opponents. The structure 
for bowl money also was changed to give the 
competing teams a larger share. 

But that doesn’t alter a few fundamental 
problems. The SWC can’t make a dent on tele- 
vision since the state has only 8 percent of the 
nation’s TV viewers. Outside of Texas, the 
SWC offers little appeal. In 1989, SEC teams 


earned an average of $1.6 million in football 
TV revenue; each SWC team, $700,000. 

SWC attendance also lagged. League 
schools played to 67 percent of capacity in 
1989, the lowest of all major Division I-A con- 
ferences. The numbers were about the same 
(an increase of less than | percent) in 1990. By 
comparison, the SEC played to 94 percent of 
capacity. Six SWC schools averaged fewer 
than 36,000 fans per game in 1989; four were 
under 30,000 last season. 

Optimists look at Andre Ware’s 1989 Heis- 
man, Texas’ resurgence last year and a clean 
NCAA slate in 1991 as signs of progress. This 
will be the first year since 1984 that all nine 
teams will be eligible for the conference title. 
At one time or another, six schools — SMU, 
Houston, Texas, TCU, Texas A&M and Texas 
Tech — were on NCAA probation during the 
past six years. 


YOU CAN GO 
HOME AGAIN 


That spin on Tom Wolfe’s famous line cer- 
tainly applies in the Southwest Conference. 
After years of probation pain that sent young 
Texas prep stars packing for programs in other 
states, the conference now is seeing the return 
of the flock. At least 20 Texas natives recently 
have returned to SWC schools. 

Quarterback Donald Douglas left home to 
become a Gator at Florida, where he was an 
occasional starter as a freshman. Likewise, 
defensive back Patrick Bates left for UCLA, 
where he played as a true freshman and was 
projected as a starter as a sophomore. But 
both young men suffered family tragedies and 
decided they wanted to be closer to home. 
Douglas now is David Klingler’s backup at 
Houston and Bates is a projected starter at 
Texas A&M. 

Defensive tackle Marcus Lowe left for Okla- 
homa but transferred to Baylor after suffering 
an injury. For Lowe, it was easier to rehabili- 
tate closer to his Houston home. Linebacker 
Nigel Ventress and running back Torrin Polk 
originally went to LSU, where they were frus- 
trated by internal problems. Both transferred 
to Houston. Quarterback Bert Emanuel and 
tight end Bobby Gray went to UCLA. Both 
now are redshirts at Rice. Emanuel was beaten 
out for the quarterback job at UCLA by fel- 
low Texan Tommy Maddox, while Gray de- 
clined to switch positions. 

Virtually every team has at least one transfer 
this season. Houston has eight. Head coach 
John Jenkins has dubbed his transfers his 
“Plan B free agents.” The team-by-team lineup: 

Baylor: Lowe, quarterback Marvin Callies 
(transfer from Nebraska), defensive back Chad 
Hunter (Nebraska). 

Houston: Douglas, Ventress, Polk, wide 
receiver Freddie Gilbert (UCLA), defensive 
back Jerry Parks (Oklahoma), defensive line- 
man Tyrone Davis (Iowa State), quarterback 
Mike Little (Oklahoma State), running back 
Paul Gipson (Arkansas-Pine Bluff). Parks was 
a starter last season; Ventress, Polk and Gil- 
bert are projected starters in 1991. 

Rice: Emanuel, Gray, defensive back Sean 
Washington (Purdue), linebacker Tony Bark- 
er (Kansas), wide receiver Chris Miller 
(Arkansas). 

SMU: linebacker Danny Ledbetter 
(Auburn). 

Texas: wide receiver Graylin Johnson (Notre 
Dame), running back Juan Kemp (Michigan). 
Johnson signed a letter of intent at Notre 
Dame, but never attended school there. Kemp 
is expected to transfer in September. Brian 
Jones, who transferred from UCLA three 
years ago, was a big part of Texas’ defensive 
success last season. 

Texas A&M: Bates, linebacker Stephen 
Solari (Purdue), defensive lineman Jason Mat- 
thews (BYU), defensive lineman Tyronne Ma- 
lone (LSU). 

Texas Tech: linebacker Tony Brown (Pur- 
due), defensive end Shawn Jackson (Temple), 
linebacker Derrick Johnson (Temple). 


QUICK SNAPS 


Jerry Parks, who intercepted eight passes 
last season for Houston, maintained a low 
profile after his return to college football. 
Parks spent 82 days in jail in 1989 for his 
involvement in a shooting incident while at 
Oklahoma. Prison changed his outlook. “My 
freedom was taken away,” Parks said, “I had 
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to go to sleep when I was told, watch TV when 
I was told, eat when I was told. At first, I 
couldn’t cope with it. I spent a lot of time read- 
ing. I read the Bible a lot. I tried to find some 
reason for what had happened to me.” With 
support from his mother, girlfriend and an 
older prisoner who expressed faith in his abil- 
ity to lead a normal life, Parks was able to 
recover from the trauma and return to col- 
lege. ... With the exception of Baylor’s Grant 
Teaff, every league coach received a new con- 
tract this season.... In addition to being the 
newest coach in the SWC, SMU’s Tom Ross- 
ley may be its most interesting. He’s had 14 
coaching jobs in 22 years on three different 
levels. The 44-year-old Rossley has coached 
for three high schools, five colleges and four 
pro teams in as many leagues — Atlanta of 
the NFL, San Antonio of the USFL, Mont- 
real of the CFL and Denver of the AFL (Arena 
Football League).

Kicking game: A likely sore spot. P Alex Waits (38.7 net) and K Michael 
Pollak (20-26 fgs), both first-team All-SWC, are gone. Gardere, who missed 
two weeks of spring practice with a minor knee injury, and freshman Duane 
Vacek will vie for P duties. Ziegler comes highly touted. 
Schedule (6h, 5a): Auburn and Oklahoma are demanding non-conference 
tests and Texas must visit College Station and Houston. 
SUMMARY: Texas’ edge is depth and a hoard of great recruits. Several 
inexperienced players must step forward on offense; they probably will, 
Given the strength of the defense, even an average offense could be 
enough for the Longhorns to win the SWC and make a run at the Top 5.

Offense (run-and-shoot): Klingler, who decided not to enter the NFL a year 
early, has experience and could post numbers more sensational than last 
year's. Indeed, his season-ending 7 16-yard, seven-TD day against Arizona 
State could be the tip of the iceberg. The Cougars return a strong cast of 
receivers — add Marcus Grant (36 pc, 656 yds, 6 TDs) to those listed — 
and two JC transfers are expected to fill holes in a depleted line. The biggest 
task is replacing RB Chuck Weatherspoon, who was great at blocking blitz- 
ing linebackers and keeping defenses honest (1,097 yr, 6.9). 

Defense (4-3): Last year, the defense was as bad as the offense was good.

field a lot (an average of 33:53 per game). Jenkins has shaken up his defen- 
sive staff.

Kicking game: This is the SWC’s best tandem, though Anderson's range is 
suspect. He is six for 23 in his career from 40 yards or longer. 
Schedule (5h, 6a): The Cougars can't be accused of playing patsies this 
season with Miami and Illinois on the docket. Texas visits the Astrodome. 
SUMMARY: Klingler passed for more than 400 yards nine times last sea- 
son, and his interception percentage (one every 32.1 attempts) was 
superb. Newcomers may make the difference between a league title and 
also-ran status.

TCU was 5-1 with 
him healthy, 0-5 after he went out with a broken thumb. Backup Matt 
Vogler was both good (690 yp against Houston) and bad (13 interceptions 
in 281 attempts). Clay is a fine midrange passer and has a ranch full of good 
receivers, including Blackwell, who set the TCU single-season receptions 
record in 1990.

The line 
is very young and its leader, DE Collins, needs to rebound from a mediocre 
junior season. He has NFL potential. OLBs Hines and Anderson are hustlers 
but green.

Kicking game: Wilkinson was inconsistent and now faces smaller goal 
posts. Cordesman (31.8 net) could be displaced by freshman Mitch Ashley. 
Schedule (6h, 5a): The non-conference schedule isn't difficult (New Mexico 
and Ball State at home, Oklahoma State on the road).

Tech has lost two top DBs early: FS 
Donald Harris left to play baseball two years ago and CB Sammy Walker 
jumped to the NFL in April, Both were All-SWC, Saul has 12 interceptions in 
two seasons. ILB Wingo is worth watching. 

Kicking game: Bounds led Division || with a 46.3 average before West 
Texas dropped its program. Eliott hit his last nine field goals. Blackshear is a 
dangerous kickoff-return man. Saul was Al-SWC as a punt returner. 
Schedule (6h, 5a): The Raiders almost lost their opener, literally. Cal State 
Fullerton came very close to dropping football. That's a win, but Oregon and 
Wyoming will be tough. Tech plays at Texas and Houston. 

SUMMARY: The Raiders have enough offense: two 1,000-yard passing 
QBs last season and the potential for a 1,000-yard rusher if Lynn stays 
healthy.

Lars Nillson, a walk-on from Nor- 
way, consistently puts kickoffs into the end zone. 

Schedule (5h, 6a): The Owls have down-scaled their schedule in recent 
years, but haven't won enough games to make the practice worthwhile. 
They should be competitive against Northwestern, Tulane and lowa State 
in'91. 

SUMMARY: A season-ending loss to Baylor kept the Owls from snapping 
their 27-year streak of non-winning seasons.

BURIED TREASURE, 
OR JUST BURIED? 


Puzzling lack of success at San Diego State; 
red-ink Aztecs long for the Pac-10 


an Diego State long has been con- 

sidered a sleeping giant in the Western 

Athletic Conference. Even Aztec offi- 
cials dream openly of becoming the Miami or 
Penn State of the West Coast, and who can 
blame them? 

As football schools go, San Diego State has 
it all: big stadium, large metropolitan area, 
major TV market, mild weather, beaches, 
tourist hotspots, professional sports in 
other words, everything a talented, spoiled 
recruit could want. What’s more, it’s stuck 
smack dab in the middle of some of the most 
fertile football recruiting ground in the 
country. 

Still, the giant rarely has awakened. Since 
joining the WAC in 1978, the Aztecs have fin- 
ished .500 or worse seven times and fifth or 
worse in the WAC seven times (their record in 
the 80s: 50-64-4). Last season they averaged 
22,059 fans per home game. In 89, they were 
last in the WAC, averaging 20,462 in 60,409- 
seat Jack Murphy Stadium. Despite the 
WAC'’s largest enrollment, the Aztecs have 
been also-rans any way you cut it. 

There was one shining moment. In 1986, 
the Aztecs won their only WAC title, and a 
wave of optimism swept through the athletic 
department. At the outset of the 87 
season, athletic director Fred Miller 
said, “I think the perception is that 
San Diego State athletics is coming 
like a freight train. There’s no reason 
San Diego State can’t become the Penn 
State of the West Coast. What you have 
to do is tell yourself that San Diego 
State will be a Top 10 player. We can 


recruit youngsters in this town and com- Ne 


pete against the L.A. schools, the Ari- 
zona schools or the Bay Area schools on 
equal footing. We'll be right alongside 
them, and then, because of our environ- 
ment, we'll surpass them.” 

Oops. 

By the spring of 1990, San Diego State, 
strapped with a reported $600,000 deficit, 
announced it was studying the possibility 
of leaving the WAC to cut costs. What else 
is new? New conferences, new coaches, new 
athletic directors, new uniforms, new seat- 
ing arrangements.... The Aztecs have tried 
them all; nothing has helped. 

It wasn’t always this way. Under Don Cory- 
ell and then Claude Gilbert, the Aztecs posted 
17 straight winning seasons, had nine wins or 
more nine times between 1966 and 1977, and 
dominated first the California Collegiate Ath- 
letic Association and then the Pacific Coast 
Athletic Association (now the Big West). After 
moving into Jack Murphy Stadium in 1967, 
their attendance soared to 30,000 to 40,000 
per game. Indeed, seven of the Aztecs’ top 10 
home crowds came from 1967-77. 

The Aztecs, a high-scoring passing team 
ahead of their time, produced a succession of 
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quality quarterbacks (Brian Sipe, Dennis 
Shaw, Don Horn, Jesse Freitas and Craig 
Penrose, among others). They also had a knack 
for producing professional-grade wide receiv- 
ers (Issac Curtis, Haven Moses, Gary Gar- 
rison), defensive backs (Willie Buchanon, 
Monte Jackson, Herman Edwards) and 
coaches (Coryell and assistants John Mad- 
den, Joe Gibbs, Jim Hanifan, Rod Dowhower, 
Ted Tollner). 

They moved into the WAC expecting to 
dominate. Sure enough, in their second year, 
they played BYU for the championship in a 
nationally televised season finale. The 
Aztecs were humiliated, 63-14, and ae 
they've never been quite the same 
since. 

Ironically, San Diego State’s 
WAC affiliation has com- 
pounded its problems. There 
are no natural rivalries between 
San Diego State and, say, Wyo- 
ming, UTEP or New Mexico. 
Aztecs fans relate to the Pac-10. , 
So do recruits. Except for one { 
year, the Aztecs have regularly ¥ 
lost recruits right in their own 


back yard to the Pac-10. What’s more, the 
WAC affiliation is expensive for the Aztecs, 
whose nearest rival is a two-hour flight away. 

“The WAC has ended up being a negative 
for us,” said Tom Ables, former Aztecs sports 
information director and longtime booster. 
“Nobody here recognizes the WAC. No mat- 
ter how successful you are in the WAC, peo- 
ple still want you to beat UCLA.” 

The Aztecs would love to join the Pac- 


10, but Pac-10 presidents look down their 
noses at Aztec academia and red ink. What 
Pac-10 support exists comes from selfish ath- 
letic directors who envision cheap travel and 
easy wins. 

That brings us to Miller, who helped lead 
the Arizona State program into prominence 
as athletic director, and to coach Al Luginbill, 
a former ASU defensive coordinator. They 
took over their current jobs in 1985 and 1988, 
respectively, and have helped upgrade the pro- 
gram in two important areas: 

Recruiting: Luginbill has recruited predomi- 
nantly from high schools. In three years, he 
has signed seven junior college players. Dur- 
ing the Aztecs’ heyday, they rode the juco 
pipeline. “It’s a lot easier to judge a JC kid 
than a high school kid,” says Ables. “Every- 
one else was doing the freshman bit, so the 
Aztecs had the pick of the (JC) litter. And 
they could take them for three years then, 
because they didn’t have to have their A.A. 
degree.” 

All of this was fine until the NCAA limited 
new scholarships to 30 (and later 25) per year, 
and the total number of players on scholar-

ship to 95. “When you turn over half your 
squad every year, you can’t catch up,” said 
one Aztecs official. “This (1991) will be the 
first year we've ever had our full complement 
of 95 scholarships.” 

The Aztecs also are recruiting heavily in 
San Diego County, reversing a trend that saw 
San Diego natives such as Marcus Allen, Sean 
Salisbury, Carl Durrell, Wally Henry, Jeff 
Van Raaphorst and Mark Malone go else- 


Detmer’s 

Heisman 
lintorcopted 

by critics 

For the first time in 12 years, a Heisman 
Trophy winner is returning for an encore. 
Brigham Young quarterback Ty Detmer, 
soon to be the most prolific passer in NCAA 
history, is back for his senior season. 

Many last year were critical of Detmer’s 
Heisman, feeling the award should have gone 
to Notre Dame’s Raghib Ismail, Houston’s 
David Klingler or Georgia Tech’s Shawn 
Jones. The critics pointed to Detmer’s 28 
interceptions. Then again, Detmer threw for 
an NCAA single-season record of 5,188 
yards, had 41 touchdown passes, completed 
64.2 percent of his passes and finished with 
a 155.9 passing-efficiency rating — second 
best in the nation. He also led BYU to a 
convincing early-season victory over 1989 
national champion Miami. 

However, Detmer didn’t help his case 
when he threw nine interceptions in the two 
regular season games following the Heisman 
voting deadline. To top it off, Texas A&M 
knocked him out of the Holiday Bowl, sepa- 
rating both of his shoulders, and the Cou- 
gars were destroyed, 65-14. 


“I expected to hear the criticism,” ” said 
Detmer. “I’m going to hear that next season. 


I can handle that part of it. You have to 


please yourself. I won the Heisman, and 
you're not going to have a bad year and win 
that.” 
Detmer did not play as well in 1990 as he 
_ did the previous year. As a sophomore, he 
threw 15 interceptions, earning a quarter- 
back rating of 175.6, second best in NCAA 
history. ‘However, Norm Chow, BYU’s long- 
time quarterbacks coach, defended Detmer’s 
1990 season. “He was a little bolder [than 
in °89],” Chow said. “He took a few more 
chances. You never want interceptions, of 
course, but you don’t want to take the gun 
out of his hand. He’s such an aggressive 
player.” i 


The focus on interceptions obscures the 


fact that Detmer ranks not only as the most 
productive college quarterback in history 
(he holds 42 NCAA records), but also the 
most efficient.

atop pro ‘prospect. The last three juniors to 
win the Heisman —Herschel Walker, Barry 
Sanders and Andre Ware — all skipped 
their senior years to turn pro and were taken 
in the first round of the NFL draft. Mel 
Kiper, ESPN’s draft expert, thinks Detmer 
won't be drafted at all in 92, which would be 
a first for a Heisman winner since the draft 
began. 

“He would be a free-agent acquisition if 
he came out,” said Kiper last winter. “Just 
like he would be if he came out next year. 
He’s very light and lean and he doesn’t have 
an NFL-caliber arm. He has a good arm for 
the BYU system, especially considering the 
kind of protection they give him, but as far 
as pro potential, it’s just not there. People I 
talk to in the NFL say the same thing.” 

Hal Athon, a scout for National Football 
Scouting, one of two major scouting com- 
bines that provide information on college 
players to NFL teams, doesn’t agree. “Det- 
mer’s got good qualities,” Athon said. “His 
size is really hurting him, but he has good 
arm strength, good poise, good vision. 
You've got to watch him because he’s so 
productive.” 

‘Sonny Detmer, Ty’s father and high 
school coach, scoffs at his son’s doubters. 
“Mike Holmgren (San Francisco 49ers 
offensive coordinator) and Tom Holmoe 
(a former 49ers defensive back) told Ty 
that Ty’s almost exactly the same size as 
Joe Montana. Now tell me Joe Mon- 
tana is too small to play.” Sonny also 
said his son will get bigger: “He will be 195 
pounds when he’s 25.” 

“He was wise not to even think about 
coming out early,” said Chow, who has 
worked with the likes of Steve Young, 
Robbie Bosco and now Detmer. “Physically, 
he’s just not ready. Mentally, he’s as sharp 
or sharper than anyone we've had here. 
Can he make the pros? It depends on how 
hard he works, if he gets in the weight 
room. He’s got to get stronger. He hasn’t 
made significant strides that way. He’s 
still 170 pounds (as he has been for two 
years), But mentally he’s already there.” 

For Detmer, the past year has been 
hectic — three shoulder separations, 
surgery, wedding engagement, conver- 
sion to the Mormon faith, pheasant hunt- 
ing with CBS camera crews, phone calls 
and visitors at all hours, autograph re- 
quests, speaking engagements, awards. 
Did it affect his performance? “Maybe it 
did in the Utah State and Hawaii 
games,” said Detmer of the final 
regular season games.

Miller also has made the on-field product 
more appealing by upgrading the Aztecs’ non- 
conference schedule, adding Miami (1990), 
California (1993), Minnesota (1993) and Ari- 
zona (1998) to an existing deal with UCLA, 
and negotiating with USC, Oklahoma and 
Illinois. “We'll play anyone home-and-home,” 
said Miller. 

Whether any of this translates into winning 
more games and drawing more fans remains 
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to be seen. “There is a wait-and-see attitude 
in this city,” said Luginbill last fall. “It isn’t 
apathy. People here want the Aztecs to be 
good. I’m not going to ask people to come out 
(to games) until we prove ourselves.” 

The Aztecs were 6-5 last year behind quar- 
terback Dan McGwire, giving them consecu- 
tive winning seasons for the first time in eight 
years. But during the past two years, they 
barely lost to UCLA (28-25) and Miami (30- 
28) — yet couldn’t beat Cal State Fullerton. 

With 64 lettermen, including 14 starters, 
returning, expectations again are running high. 
But some, like columnist Barry Lorge of The 
San Diego Union, are skeptical. “Look who 
they were playing [in their glory years] — 
Long Beach State, Fullerton, Pacific. It was a 
small-time schedule,” said Lorge. “At the time 
they were the Big Event in town. They were 
outdrawing the Chargers. There was no major 
league baseball team. They are victims of a 
town changing.” 


THE EARLE 
OF FT. COLLINS 


Twice, Colorado State football fans tore 
down the goal posts in Hughes Stadium late 
last season — first following a win over 19th- 
ranked Wyoming, then a week later following 
a victory over Tulsa in the final home game. 
The Rams went on to defeat heavily favored 
Oregon, 32-31, in the Freedom Bowl to com- 
plete the best season in their history. 

The man at the center of the uprising is 60- 
year-old head coach Earle Bruce. Two years 
earlier, both the Rams and Bruce were down 
on their luck. Bruce, still recovering from his 
controversial firing at Ohio State, was coach- 
ing at Division I-AA Northern Iowa. The 
Rams, meantime, were completing a two-year, 
2-21 run. 

In 1989, their first season under Bruce, the

Rams finished 5-5-1. Last year, they went 9-4 
(6-1 inthe WAC), made their first bowl appear- 
ance since 1949, and won their first bowl ever. 
Heady stuff for a team that was 16-41 in the 
five years before Bruce’s arrival. “The job he 
has done in turning that program around in 
just two years is phenomenal,” said Oregon 
coach Rich Brooks. 

“We don’t have a lot of things in place that 
many of the better programs have, so he’s got 
to do an even better job than others,” said 
athletic director Oval Jaynes. “You've got to 
do a lot of things with mirrors.” 

Bruce would say there’s been no magic to it. 
Then again, every CSU starter in the Freedom 
Bowl was recruited by Bruce’s predecessor, 
Leon Fuller. “You hate to say something that 
reflects poorly on the past coaching staff,” 
said Bruce, “but when I came in the players 
were crying for discipline. There was some 
talent there. Discipline is what they needed. 
And they needed attention.” 

First, Bruce worked on improving the team’s 
conditioning. Game films revealed the Rams 
tended to fade in the fourth quarter. Bruce 
also noticed the Rams moved the ball well 
between the 20-yard lines, but couldn’t score. 
As a result, he transformed the Rams from 
a mistake-prone, pass-oriented offense to a 
powerful run-oriented juggernaut. Last year 
the Rams set a school rushing record of 2,827 
net yards. 

Bruce also made the Rams more aggressive 
on defense. In both 1989 and 1990, they led 
the WAC and ranked among the top 10 nation- 
ally in turnover margin. Last season the de- 
fense forced 44 turnovers, including a school- 
record 25 interceptions. 

“People said we had a lot of talent when 
Coach Bruce got here, but I thought it was 
borderline,” said CSU center Mike Padilla. 
“He got us to believe in ourselves.” 


QUICK SNAPS 


New Mexico coach Mike Sheppard has 
improved the Lobos’ program in his four years 
at the school, but has a 6-41 record to show 
for it. One problem: an NCAA rule allowing 
only 25 new scholarships per year. When Shep- 
pard arrived in Albuquerque, the Lobos had 
just 60 players on scholarship.‘The 25-schol- 
arship rule, plus graduation losses, has made 
it difficult for him to catch up. “It’s ludicrous 
and unfair,” said Sheppard. “We're the only 
sport that does this. If a basketball coach loses 
15 guys, he can go out and get 15 more play- 
ers. If you're in a football program that’s 
down, it’s hard to get up. It’s totally illogi- 
cal.”... Sheppard also has been unlucky on 
the field. He has lost 14 games by a touch- 
down or less, a total of 55 points, in four years 
at New Mexico. In the last two years, he has 
lost nine games by a total of 32 points.... 
Despite missing most of fall practice because 
of academic requirements and most of four 
games with injuries, Utah senior inside line- 

backer Anthony Davis totaled 87 tackles 
and 10 tackles for loss last season and 
was named first-team all-conference. 
Davis is a deluxe combination of 
speed and strength. At 6-1, 225, he 
can bench press 385 pounds and 
run a 4.47 40, making him faster 

than many running backs. As a 
prep, he was one of Washington 
state’s top shot-putters (nearly 60 feet) and 
sprinters (10.8 for 100 meters). He went to 
Spokane Falls CC, then transferred to Utah 
prior to last season.

OUTLOOK 
Offense (pro): Heisman Trophy winner Detmer, who needs 426 yards to 
become the NCAA’s all-time leading passer, is back, but most of his 
teammates from 1990 aren't. He's one of just three returning starters on 
offense. But things aren't as bad as they seem. WRs Bryce Doman and 
Tyler Anderson, who had superb freshman seasons, and OTs Mike Empey 
and Herring all are back from church missions; a spot will be found for 
6-4, 310-pound lineman David Vimahi; and there's great depth at RB, 
headed by Tuipulotu. Detmer needs to cut down on his interceptions (28 
last season), but otherwise is a tremendous asset. And the Cougars are 
not a one-dimensional team; they scored 23 TDs rushing in 1990. 
Defense (3-4): Five starters return, including Biegel and all-conference- 
caliber OBs Gray and Crutchfield. But the line was shredded by graduation. 
The defense was adequate last season, leading the WAC in passing-effi- 
ciency defense and finishing second in rushing defense (116.3 ypg), but 
faded late. BYU's final two opponents (Hawaii, Texas A&M) combined for 
124 points. 
Kicking game: Kauffman punts better than he kicks, but he’s solid at both 
jobs. BYU posted a 40.6 net punting average, second in the nation. 
Schedule (6h, 5a, 1n): BYU easily could start the season 0-3, The opener 
is against preseason No. 1 Florida State in the Pigskin Classic, and the next 
two games are on the road, at UCLA and Penn State. Five of eight WAC 
games are at home, so the Cougars should cruise through the league. 
SUMMARY: The Cougars still might be shell-shocked over their finish in 
"90. They were contenders for the national title entering December, then 
were blown out in their last two games. The concerns about defense and 
lack of experience are genuine, but there's enough offensive talent, led by 
Detmer, to cover them. One thing is certain: The Cougars (66,001 average 
home crowd in 1990) again will enjoy tremendous fan support in Provo.

OUTLOOK 
Offense (I-back): The nucleus of last season's balanced offense (218.4 
 ypg rushing, 192.9 passing) returns, led by Copeland, the WAC's leading 
rusher, and reserve RB Tony Carr. Verdugo, the passing half of last year's 
QB platoon (the running half was the departed Mike Gimenez), should 
improve. His entire receiving corps is back, topped by Primus. The line lost 
two standout starters, but Bruce is confident he has capable replace- 
ments. The Rams had a school-record 5,250 yards in total offense last 
season, and should be just as potent in 1991. 
Defense (5-2): The defensive front, the strength of last year's team, was 
gutted.

Kicking game: Brown has made 38 career field goals, but last year missed 
six PATs. CSU recruited JC transfer Mike McGee to push Glazer. 
Schedule (5h, 6a): Non-conference dates at Nebraska and Southern Miss 
will be difficult. The Rams play host to BYU in the first night game ever held 
in Fort Collins (for ESPN), but must visit San Diego State and Wyoming. 
SUMMARY: Bruce led the Rams to their first bow! in 42 years last season.

as redshirt David Lowery doesn't beat him out). The Aztecs’ QB doesn't 
have to be great, just solid and mistake-free (SDSU had only 16 turnovers 
in 1990), because he has big-time talent to work with. Rowe brings an 
NCAA-fecord nine consecutive 100-yard receiving games into the season, 
and the returning RBs — Wright, Larry Maxey (492 yr), Curtis Butts (365) 
and Tommy Booker (275) — each averaged a least 4 yards per carry. The 
line returns four starters and could be the league's best. 

Defense (double eagle): Offense is rarely a problem for the Aztecs; 
Gefense is. They yielded 35.1 points per game and 6.2 yards per play last 
season, continuing an amazing streak of allowing 30 or more points in 32 
of their last 47 games (40 or more 17 times!). The hope for a turnaround 
rests with a nucleus of starters, two Ohio State transfers (DE Ty Morrison, 
FS Darrell Lewis), and redshirt LB Jamal Duff, who won a job as a true 
freshman, then suffered a season-ending injury in the first game. 
Kicking game: Trakas, who led the WAC in scoring, has made 90 straight 
PATs and last season had a streak of 13 straight field goals. Savorn was 
adequate as a true freshman, but will have to improve. 

Schedule (7h, 4a): There are probable non-conference losses against 
UCLA and Miami, but three of the WAC’s top teams — Wyoming, BYU 
and Colorado State — visit Jack i 

SUMMARY: With 29 of 46 players from last season's two-deep returning, 
the Aztecs have plenty of experience. The questions are at QB and, as 
usual, on defense. The Aztecs will continue to be fun to watch. Their aver- 
age game score in 1990 was 42-35. After losing, 52-51, to Wyoming, 


McGwire told reporters, “We just didn’t put enough points up on the 
board.”

The secondary is solid, but there are 
holes up front, with most starters gone from a group that was sturdy 
against the run (3.1 yards per rush). The replacements have experience. 
Kicking game: Wood has made 22 of 27 career field goal attempts, and 
Christ had the best average in the conference. Sixteen of his 59 punts 
were for 50 yards or more. 

Schedule (6h, 6a): The Falcons face their usual difficutt schedule: Notre 
Dame, Army, Navy, and games at BYU, Colorado State and Hawaii. 
SUMMARY: The Falcons, in their first season without outstanding OB Dee 
Dowis, were considered the worst of the bowl teams a year ago. They took 
plenty of satisfaction in beating Ohio State.

Kicking game: Elam, All-WAC two years ago and Hawail’s all-time scoring 
leader, was off toa fine start in 1990 (5-5, 50 long) before being KO'd by an 
injury. He's a real boon if healthy; his replacement P, Winston Haynes, aver- 
aged 35.7 akick, and the team posted an unacceptable 31.5 net average. 
Schedule (7h, 5a): Hawaii faces seven teams that played in bowls last 
season, including Notre Dame. The ‘Bows must play Wyoming, lowa, 
Colorado State, BYU and San Jose State — all bow! teams — on the 
Mainland. 

SUMMARY: Wagner has won 25 games the past three seasons, but a 
winning mark is unlikely in 1991.

Louisiana Tech 
has last laugh as 
I-A move pays off 


ou could hear laughter in the back of 

the large conference room where Joe 

Raymond Peace, head coach of Divi- 

sion I-AA Louisiana Tech, was holding court 
with the local media. 

It was late November 1988 in Ruston, La. 
The press wanted to query the first-year coach 
about the Bulldogs’ future in the rapidly chang- 
ing NCAA. “How are you going to keep up 
with the way the college game is changing?” 
asked one reporter. Replied Peace with a stern, 
direct look: “We've applied for Division I-A 
status.” 

That's when the laughter began, disseminat- 
ing from several areas of the room — including 
from the contingent of alumni who also had 
assembled for the “progress report.” The Bull- 
dogs had just lost four games to Division 
I-A teams by lopsided scores, so this hardly 
sounded like progress. 

But it was no joke. Quietly, Louisiana Tech’s 
administration had been preparing for such a 
move for two years. Staying I-AA was low- 
risk but a no-gain situation. Moving up opened 
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the door to guaranteed paydays, increased 
ticket sales, TV money and exposure. And the 
costs of making that step were minimal. 

“It was a big move for the school,” said 
then-athletic director Paul Miller, who now is 
assistant to the president for athletics. “Louisi- 
ana Tech had enjoyed so much success in the 
college-division ranks for so long and a lot of 
people felt that we shouldn'’t give that up. But, 
economically and competitively, this isa move 
that had to be made for the good of the entire 
school.” 

In a short span, Tech has fashioned a won- 
derful success story. In two years as the New 
Kid on the I-A Block, the Bulldogs have posted 
two winning seasons, topped by last year’s 8-3 
mark and an Independence Bow! tie with 
Maryland. 

Tech was a Division II school until 1975, 
when it moved up to Division I as part of the 
Southland Conference. In 1982, the NCAA 
split Division I in two, the Southland taking a 
half-step back to I-AA. Then-Tech president 
F. Jay Taylor, deeming I-AA play “mandated 
mediocrity,” began tilling the soil in 1986 for 
a move to I-A by hiring Miller as athletic 
director. 

Tech left the Southland after the 1986 season 
and began playing as an Independent. Joe

Aillet Stadium was expanded by 8,000 seats 
to reach the required 30,000 capacity for I-A 
status. The schedule was upgraded to include 
at least eight I-A schools. A season-ticket pro- 
gram was pushed to reach the NCAA's re- 
quired 18,000 average attendance. 

The 1988 season was Tech’s transition year. 
The Bulldogs weren’t classified as either I-A 
or I-AA as the NCAA examined the merits of 
their application. Those merits included a 
schedule featuring Houston, Wyoming, Flor- 
ida State and Texas A&M. The scores of 
those four games were 60-0, 38-6, 66-3 and 
56-17. 

Doubts lessened in 1989 as Tech went 5-4-1 
and earned the No. 35 ranking in The New 
York Times computer poll. Last season, it 
rolled to an 8-3-1 record that included a victory 
over eventual Freedom Bowlchamp Colorado 
State, a two-point loss to Auburn, the bowl 
bid and exciting tie with Maryland and a 
handful of votes in the national wire-service 
polls. 

“It hasn’t been easy,” Peace admitted, “but 
none of us who believed in this dream ever 
thought it would be. When Dr. (Dan) Reneau 
(Tech’s president), Miller and other administra- 
tors and supporters came to me about making 
this move, I never hesitated in saying yes. I 
knew that, with the way college football was 
changing so quickly, it was the best and only 
way to go.” 

Adding seats to Joe Aillet Stadium was less 
of a concern than finding fans to sit in them. 
Even during the heyday of the school’s most 
famous athlete, Terry Bradshaw, Tech had 
trouble drawing crowds. “We had promotions 
and began building up our home games as a 
big weekend for all fans, regardless of whether 
they liked football or not,” said Keith Prince, 
formerly the school’s promotions director and 
now sports information director. “We wanted 
to let everybody know that this move to I-A 
was everybody’s move, not just for the coaches, 
players and administrators.” 

Fulfilling the schedule requirements was 
another formidable task. “So many schools 
have their schedules made out for the next five 
to 10 years,” said AD Jerry Stovall, “so that 
means we've got to take what we can get 
sometimes. And when we play a larger school, 
we've got to go to their place. That’s one of the 
prices you pay for moving up.” 

Financially, though, road trips to such sites 
as Gainesville, Tallahassee, Auburn and Col- 
lege Station resulted in large paychecks for 
the athletic coffer. This season, the Bulldogs 
will play seven road games, including visits to 
Houston and South Carolina. 

Rivals have taken notice of Tech’s success. 
Longtime adversary Northeast Louisiana, lo- 
cated 30 miles away in Monroe, conducted an 
informal survey of fans and alumni earlier this 
year and found overwhelming support for a 
move to I-A. The process there already has 
begun. 

“Am I surprised that Louisiana Tech has 
made this much progress in such a short time?” 
asked Auburn coach Pat Dye. “Not at all. 
You're talking about a school that’s had a 


great, long-running tradition in football. When 
I was at East Carolina in 1978, we played Tech 
in the Independence Bowl. Among football 
people, you don’t haye to mention their name 
twice to get anybody’s attention.” 

And when you do, nobody laughs. 


TOUGH TIMES 


Gerry Faust’s coaching career at Notre 
Dame didn’t go as planned, and neither has 
his more recent stint at Akron. He completed 
his fifth season with the Zips last year with his 
worst record, a 3-7-1 mark punctuated by 
seven straight losses to close the season. 

His Akron record now is 25-28-2 and he’s 
had losing seasons in three of the four years 
the Zips have been a I-A team. That’s not the 
way Faust and Akron envisioned things when 
they made the step up from the I-AA ranks, 
especially in light of the success other former 
I-AA programs (Louisiana Tech, Southwest- 
ern Louisiana) have had at the same time. 

Akron’s average home attendance was 
11,164 last season and the Zips had just 68 
scholarship players. Faust, who has a contract 
through 1993, expects things to improve this 
season, because he will have more than 20 
players available who were redshirts last sea- 
son. It’s the first time he’s been able to redshirt 
a major portion of his freshman class since he 
took over the program. 

“It was frustrating,” Faust said of 1990, 
“but it was probably one of the best years I've 
spent in coaching because our schedule was 
difficult and our kids played hard. We lost five 
games by five points or less, I would think 
we're ahead of schedule in every phase but 
winning and losing.” 


TWO FOR TULSA 


Tulsa’s Golden Hurricane is rebuilding 
around two players who have been rebuilt. 
Quarterback T.J. Rubley and wide receiver 
Dan Bitson, important parts of Tulsa’s 6-5 
season and Independence Bow] berth in 1989, 
have returned from injuries. 

Bitson, who had 73 receptions for 1,425 
yards and 16 TDs in °89, almost died in a 
December 1989 car collision that left him with 
two broken legs, a shattered right kneecap, a 
broken wrist and numerous facial lacerations. 
He was in surgery more than 10 hours and 
spent 1990 rehabilitating. The NCAA has 
granted him a special hardship exemption, 
making him eligible in 91. 

Rubley, meanwhile, suffered a knee injury 
in last season's third game, against Arkansas, 
that required surgery. In 89, Rubley passed 
for 2,292 yards with 22 TDs and just six inter- 
ceptions. Last year, the Golden Hurricane 
completed 45.2 percent of its passes, with 10 
TDs and 16 interceptions. The top receiver 
was Frank Cassano (3! catches), a converted 
quarterback.

Northern Illinois fullback Adam Dach has 
an odd ritual on game days — he wears a Mr. 
Bubble T-shirt underneath his uniform. Dach, 
a three-year starter for the Huskies, took part 
in 1990's wildest game: NIU’s 73-18 defeat of 
Fresno State, in which the Huskies rushed for 
733 yards. Quarterback Stacey Robinson set 
an NCAA quarterbacks record with 308 of 
those yards. Dach had 96, including a 13-yard 
TD run, as Fresno State keyed on him, leaving 
Robinson free to run wild, ... Louisiana Tech’s 
coaching staff has an NFL flavor. Former 


pros Joe Ferguson (quarterbacks), Pete Perot 
(offensive linemen) and Pat Tilley (offensive 
coordinator and wide receivers) are permanent 
coaches and Mike Barber (tight ends) is a 
volunteer assistant....

uburbia” can: be defined by certain 
communities in south Orange County, 
Calif. — planning, affluence, nuclear 
families, fine schools, a genial environment 
for anyone with an eye on progress and rais- 
ing a family. 

San Juan Capistrano is where NFL-bound 
Todd Marinovich, the former USC quarter- 
back, was raised by a doting father who pro- 
grammed his son for success. Mission Viejo 
is where Michigan State quarterback Bret 
Johnson was reared and lovingly guided and 
coached on the high school level by his father. 

Mission Viejo also is where Pacific quar- 
terback Troy Kopp, who set 16 school records 
and four NCAA marks last season, used to 
play ball with his dad. Mission Viejo reeks of 
the good life. Its marketing slogan is “The 
California Promise.” Average household in- 
come is $65,000 a year. 

But Troy Kopp didn’t have a normal life as 
a teen-ager, much less a good one. “It’s hard 
for me to look back upon it now,” said Kopp, 
who turns 20 in August. “It happened fast to 
me, What do I think about? I just think it’s 
over and behind me.” 

Kopp’s family was as typical as any in Mis- 
sion Viejo until it suffered a financial double 
play. His father’s business failed at the same 
time investments went sour. Suddenly, the 
Kopps — mom Judy, dad Gary, Troy, and 
younger brothers Trevor and Travis — were 
homeless. 

They struggled to stay together, often living 
in local parks. For a while, they moved into a 
single room at a hotel where his father had a 
job, but even that didn't last. The family’s 
foundation crumbled entirely by the time Kopp 
was due to enter high school. 

He moved in with a friend’s family while his 
own family tried to rebuild, but the process 
was slower than expected, especially when his 
father left. So for his entire high school career, 
he lived with a procession of families in Mis- 
sion Viejo, never in his own home. It was a 
well-kept secret in the community, although 
there were hints that something was amiss. 
Kopp rarely had any money. He didn’t have a 
driver’s license, much less a car. He often 
would arrive at school early to shower in the 
locker room. 

“He has not led an easy life,” said Ron 
Drake, one of his coaches at Mission Viejo. 
“It was hard for him to get around. He never 
had a couple of bucks in his pocket, which is 
very tough in this neighborhood.” 

Peer pressure alone can drive normal youths 
to depression, so imagine Kopp’s mental state 
— hiding his circumstances, dealing with his 
peers, trying to get a handle on his feelings. 
“Things got pretty bad,” he admitted. “They 
just built up. I didn’t know that something 
could be so good one minute and so bad the 
next. It’s hard for me to look back onit, which 
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Troy Kopp, Pacific 


is why I don’t talk about it. 

“I do know it has made me a better person, 
helped me to work harder, and to realize I can 
make it out of that situation. . .any situation. I 
don’t think I'll ever let something like that 
happen to me.” 

Kopp said his past contributed to his athletic 
ambition and ability, which became notable 
in high school. The fiery, intense quarterback 
passed for 2,410 yards and 25 TDs as a senior. 
The strong-armed catcher was the league MVP 
and an all-section choice. The result was inter- 
est from college football recruiters and pro 
baseball scouts. But there would be letdowns 
there, too. 

Even though he was favorably compared to 
Marinovich and Johnson, who preceded him 
by a year and landed scholarships at USC and 
UCLA, only Pacific offered him a scholar- 
ship. Kopp never learned why he was snubbed, 
but a West Coast college recruiter confided 
that his “unique” family background, his stub- 
born reputation and budding baseball talent 
scared most schools away. 

“It was frustrating, and confused me,” Kopp 
said. “When no one comes after you, you 


wonder how good you are. I thought I'd had a 
good senior year and a strong arm, but it 
didn’t hold over. It hurt to get all those letters 
(from schools) and no offers. It’s over now, 
but it still does bother me some. It just means I 
have more to prove.” 

Kopp began proving things right away at 
Pacific in 1989, starting nine games as a true 
freshman, throwing for 1,510 yards and 11 
TDs, and setting a school record with a 57.3- 
percent completion rate. But Tigers coach Walt 
Harris was sure Kopp would leave after the 
Montreal Expos selected him in the 15th round 
of the June 1990 draft. 

Kopp loves baseball — it’s the sport his dad 
played with him most often. But the Expos 
tendered him a minimal $5,000 signing bonus. 
The temptation was obvious, and he was able 
to talk his way up to $10,000. But he decided 
attending school and the chance of a pro 
football career were more important. 

As a sophomore last season, the 6-2, 200- 
pounder threw for 3,311 yards and 31 touch- 
downs. He set an NCAA record with 1,079 
yards in consecutive games, Heading into 1991, 
he needs seven completions to set the Tigers’ 
career record and eight touchdown passes to 
break the legendary Eddie LeBaron’s career 
mark. 

“I’m kind of surprised by the numbers I 
accumulated,” said Kopp, who thrives in the 
Tigers’ run-and-shoot offense. “I went into the 
season confident and expected improvement, 
but I didn’t know it would be that good. Ijust 
want to keep improving.” 


FOURTH AND GOAL 


The future of football at Cal State Fuller- 
ton hinges on a fund-raising program designed 
to raise $6.3 million over the next two years 
—about seven times more than the school has 
ever raised in a two-year period. 

The program was created in the wake of the 
near-demise of football in January, when the 
school was hit with a $14 million state budget 
cut. The Fullerton Athletic Council recom- 
mended football be axed in order to meet the 
athletic department’s $650,000 share of the 
cut. Football coach Gene Murphy reacted 
swiftly, releasing recruits from letters of intent, 
calling returning players to let them know 
football was dead, and contacting colleagues 
to find jobs for his assistants. “I’m not going 
to let the kids hang,” said Murphy at the time. 

School president Dr. Milton Gordon ack- 
nowledged the fiscal situation, but also noted 
a 12,000-seat football stadium was being built, 
due for completion in 92. His search for 
an alternative led him to the fund-raising 
program. 

Whatever excitement created by saving foot- 
ball is tempered by harsh realities; athletic 
director Ed Carroll quit in February; eight 
underclassmen transferred to other schools; 
Cal State Fullerton again will play what Mur- 
phy calls a “body-bag” schedule, with games 
at Mississippi State, Georgia and Texas Tech; 
the school ranked last among 106 Division I- 


A programs in attendance, averaging 2,738 
for three home dates; and went I-11 last sea- 
son, the only win coming against Division II 
Sonoma State. 


QUICK SNAPS 


The Big West trailed I-A conferences in 
attendance, but showed an | I-percent gain in 
1990 from 1989 and reaffirmed its I-A status. 
Six of the eight teams averaged more than 
17,000 for home games or 20,000 for all games, 
meaning the conference will retain its I-A 
status for four more years, Fresno State led 
the' conference with a 32,881 average (57th 
among 106 I-A schools), the sixth straight 
year it's averaged more than stadium capacity 
(30,000). ... Utah State’s Tracey Jenkins has 
caught a TD pass in eight straight games, one 
less than the NCAA record of nine held by 
San Diego State’s Patrick Rowe.... Long 
Beach State hired former NFL star Willie 
Brown, an aide under George Allen, as its new 
head coach. Brown has no head coaching ex- 
perience. He was an assistant with the Los 
Angeles Raiders for 10 years, though his 
coaching contributions there were minimal.

Miami gears for title 
run behind two- 
sport star Wauford 


on Wauford of Miami University is a 

true two-sport standout. He has pro po- 

tential as a hockey player. He has pro- 
quality pass-rushing skills as a football player. 
He's a man with enviable options. 

Wauford, a senior defensive end, will be 
a big key in Miami's bid for the 1991 Mid- 
American Conference championship. After 
the season, he will exchange his cleats for 
skates, and become more preoccupied with 
the blue line instead of the goal line. Going 
into the 91 season, Wauford already is pro- 
jected as an early-round National Football 
League draft pick and also is likely to get a call 
from the National Hockey League. 

“I’m still behind most of the hockey play- 
ers, but I have some advantages, like my size,” 
Wauford said. “I skate well, but I’m not the 
swiftest of skaters. The more I look to use size 
to my benefit, the more the scouts may be able 
to overlook some of the other things.” 

A typical big hockey player weighs between 
200 and 210 pounds. Wauford brings a 6-3, 
255-pound frame to his position at right wing. 

His size, combined with extra- 
ordinary quickness, also sets 
Wauford a cut above defensive 
ends in the MAC. “He has great 


quickness and body control for a : 


big man,” said Miami coach Randy 
Walker. “He’s one of those guys that 
Woody Hayes used to love to recruit, a 
high school fullback who’s big enough to 
play down and do some things.” 

Last year, Wauford led the MAC with 22 
tackles for lost yardage, including 14 sacks. 
He had 93 tackles, 60 solo. He should better 
those numbers in 1991. “I have some statisti- 
cal goals for this season,” he said. “I want to 
get at least 30 tackles for losses, maybe 20 
sacks. I think that would make me an attrac- 
tive player to a pro team. I’m not 6-6 or 270, 
but T look at a lot of teams that bring their 
outside linebackers as part of the pass rush, 
and I think I can fit in real well in that type of 
scheme. 

“I've had two shoulder operations since I've 
been here, and I've never been able to get in 
a full year of weight training. So, at times, 
I’ve probably had to rely too much on my 
quickness to get to the quarterback. I've prob- 
ably been the weakest guy on our defense, and 
that includes the safeties and cornerbacks. A 
full year of weightlifting can only make me 
stronger, and I hope to be able to power some 
people. It should result in a few more sacks 
and tackles for losses. It'll give me another 
dimension along with my quickness.” 

Wauford has other attributes. “There are a 
lot of guys who have great talent,” Walker 
said. “But Jon also brings a tremendous inten- 
sity and enthusiasm to the game. He sort of 
gets lost in the joy of playing. As acoach, you 
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want players to be able to have fun, yet turn it 
loose at the same time. Jon has a childlike 
enthusiasm that allows him to do that. He 
practices the same way he plays, full out. It 
got so bad during the preseason last year that 
we had to sit him out. Our offensive people 
couldn't block him and he was ruining our 
drills.” 

As last season progressed, Wauford’s work 
ethic became contagious among the Redskins, 
who had posted a combined 2-18-2 record the 
previous two seasons. “The first couple of sea- 
sons were hard,” Wauford said. “None of the 
players felt the program was going in the right 
direction. We felt we had a lot of problems 
that weren't player problems. Plus, we were 
young. Three of the defensive linemen I started 
playing with as a true freshman, I’m still play- 
ing with. All the others came in my sopho- 
more year.” 

Walker, a former Miami star running back 
who played on teams that won 32 of 34 games 
from 1972-75, returned to his alma mater, 
located 35 miles northwest of Cincinnati in 
Oxford, Ohio, as head coach last year. The 
Redskins lost their first three games, then ral- 
lied to finish 5-5-1 overall and 4-3-1 in MAC 
play. 

Wauford, already preparing his psyche for 
a top-notch senior year, said the Redskins’

1990 record wasn’t good enough. “Our goal 
last year was not to finish 5-5-1,” he said. “It 
was to win the whole thing. We had some let- 
downs and those are things we want to avoid 
this season. If we do, I can't foresee any team 
in our league beating us. Our goal is to go 
undefeated and win the league, and I have no 
reason to believe that it’s an unrealistic goal.” 

After the season, Wauford will wait to hear 
from the pro scouts, “I’ve heard that I could 
possibly be drafted by the NHL and that would 
be a big bonus,” he said. “I played hockey for 
Findlay (Ohio) High School my senior year, 
and before that I played on travel teams out of 
Toledo, It was my first sport growing up, and 
I can’t remember not playing it. The better I 
got, the farther north I'd go to find the better 
teams and the better competition. I have played 
with and against guys who are now in the 
NHL or in the high minor leagues and, in my 
mind, I always felt | was comparable to them.” 

Still, football comes first. “It (pro hockey) 
would be a second option if football fell 
through,” Wauford said. “Having the option 
would be a great position to be in, but my first 
hope would be to play professional football. 
The coaches have told me that there’s always a 
lot of interest in people who get as many sacks 
and tackles for losses as I do.” 


BOOST FOR 
THE ROCKETS 


The third time proved to be the charm 
for Gary Pinkel. Frustrated in attempts to 


== become head coach at both Kent, his alma 


mater, and Bowling Green, where he once 
was an assistant coach, Pinkel was tabbed 
in March as the new head coach at the 
University of Toledo, replacing Nick 
Saban, who left Toledo after one season 
to become defensive coordinator for the 

NFL’s Cleveland Browns. 

“A lot of things go down in getting or not 
getting a head coaching position,” said Pinkel, 
formerly the offensive coordinator at Washing- 
ton. “It was a blessing in disguise for me, 
though. You always hope the best opportunity 
and the best job is yet to come, and getting the 
Toledo job proved that.” 

Pinkel, who spent 12 years at Washington, 
takes over a solid program that went 9-2 a 
year ago and earned a MAC co-champion- 
ship with Central Michigan. Toledo, a strong 
defensive team, has been conservative offen- 
sively, but that should change under Pinkel, 
who promises multiple offensive looks and 
plenty of passing. UT figures to contend for 
the MAC title this season with quarterback 
Kevin Meger (1,861 yards passing in 1990) 
and tailback Troy Parker (879 yards rushing 
last season as a freshman) returning, 

Meanwhile, both Kent and Bowling Green 
embark on rebuilding jobs. Pinkel was a final- 
ist for the job at Kent, which went to Notre 
Dame assistant Pete Cordelli, and for the job 
at Bowling Green, which went to Ohio State 
assistant Gary Blackney. 


QUICK SNAPS 


Pete Cordelli’s first game as Kent’s head 
coach should be memorable. Kent opens Sept. 
14 (Cordelli's birthday) at North Carolina 
State (his alma mater).... MAC teams were 
10-15-1 in non-league play a year ago.... 
Among this year’s apparent non-conference 
mismatches are Bowling Green vs. West Vir- 
ginia, Central Michigan vs. Michigan State, 
Toledo vs. Washington and Western Michi- 
gan vs. Florida State. ... As usual, most MAC 
games against big-name opponents will be on 
the road. Only Toledo, after a recent $18 mil- 
lion facelift to its home stadium, the Glass 
Bowl, has been able to bring in name opposi- 
tion. The Rockets, who played host to Navy 
last year, open this season at home against 
Kansas, .. . 1991 might be the last year for the 
MAC’s automatic bid to the California Raisin 
Bowl, which has aspirations of going big time 
by expanding Bulldog Stadium in Fresno and 
seeking major sponsorship to ensure a better 
TY package. ... Former Bowling Green head 
coach Moe Ankney, who went 20-31-3 in five 
years at the school, became 1990's first coach- 
ing casualty when he was fired last Nov. 11. 
Kent’s Dick Crum (6-26-! in three seasons) 
was fired four days later.

With nine returning starters on offense, 
including MAC Most Outstanding Player Jeff Bender at 08, the Chippewas 
will be tough to stop. They'll have to be, because the defense has many 
holes, Bender (1,978 ypg, 15 TDs) has his favorite receiver, Ken Ealy (44 
pc, 916 yds, 9 TDs) to throw to, and TB Billy Smith (1,047 yr) to carry the 
ball in Deromedi's run-oriented attack. OG Pau! Jacobson is one of the 
MAC's top linemen. The defense, outstanding in 1990 (no opponent 
scored more than 20 points until the California Bowl fiasco), loses four 
first-team All-MAC performers and returns just four starters. ILB Clarence 
Rose (87 tackles, 5 ttl) is talented. The schedule is kind: Miami and West- 
ern Michigan both visit, but the Chips must travel to Toledo, The last MAC 
team to repeat as champion was Central Michigan in 1979-80. Last year, 
CMU had the league's best mix of offense and defense; this year, a good 
offense may be enough,

Last season, the Redskins 
ylelded 120.6 yards per game through the air and 276 per game total. DE 
Andy Howard (85 tackles, 8 tfl, 6 sacks) and DT Scott Frazier (22 tfl) join 
Wauford on a formidable defensive front. Curt McMillan (142 tackles, 84 
solo) is a standout ILB and FS Ron Carpenter (63 tackles, 7 interceptions) 
headlines a tested, talented secondary. The offense is less encouraging. 
JC transfers must bolster the line if TB Terry Carter is to dupticate his 
freshman year (858 yr). Big-play threat Milt Stegall (32 pc, 590 yds) is 
among the MAC's premier WRs, but OB Jim Clement will have to improve 
on a 42.9-percent completion rate and 14 interceptions.

To 
contend, the Broncos must reverse their minus-12 turnover ratio of 1990, 
K Jay Barresiis etfective in close, but lacks range (0 for 8 from 40 yards or 
longer). There's enough offense to win games, but possibly not enough 
defense. Eight detensive starters return, but MAC Defensive Player of the 
Year Sean Mulhearn (LB, 178 tackles) will be missed, The line is solid with 
DTs Paul Johnson (50 tackles, 5 sacks) and Mark Nabozny (61 tackles), 
but the other starters aren't overwhelming.

There’s no 
apparent offense, Star TB Bernie Parmalee is gone after leading the team 
in rushing (1,069 yds, 4,2, 5 TDs) and receptions (32), Even with Parma- 
lee, the Cardinats managed just 274,2 yards per game and were held to 16 
points or fewer on seven occasions. OB Mike Neu (1,004 yp, 10 TDs) 
showed flashes as a redshirt freshman and figures to improve, and WR 
Mike LeShure (26 pc, 398 yds) is capable of big plays, but more is needed 
from Schudel's |-formation. K Kenny Stucker is outstanding; he was 8 for 
11 from 40 yards or longer in 1990. The defense again figures to be 
superb, though All-MAC LB Toby Beegle (105 tackles) will be missed. DE 
Henry Hall (88 tackles, 13 tfi, 8 sacks) and LBs Don Stonefield (123 tack- 
les, 9 tfi) and Mark Parris (116 tackles, 8 tfl) give Ball State the MAC's 
toughest front seven, and Blaine Bishop (85 tackles) is a top CB. Ball State 
is 16-4-1 at home over the past five years, bul must play seven of 11 
games on the road this season.

hould a football game not go Har- 

vard’s way, Crimson cheerleaders have 

never been averse about starting the 
chant: “That’s all right, that’s OK, they'll be 
working for us someday.” In the chant there 
is, as the schoo] motto has it, “Veritas.” Truth. 
Yes, these are the players who, regardless of 
the final score, will make society's varsity. 
These are the future quarterbacks of the For- 
tune 500, of science, medicine and law. 

In fall 1987, one of the most unlikely things 
about their future was the Ivy League cham- 
pionship they would win that season, The 
Crimson was coming off a 3-7 record, its worst 
mark in 36 years. It was the low point of head 
coach Joe Restic’s 17-year career at Harvard. 
In 1986, the Crimson had failed to win aclose 


Harvard's Tony Hinz, 
All-Ivy in 1987, gave up 
football to study medicine. 
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game when the kicker, a history major, missed 
four short field goal attempts. He also had 
missed practice all week, having spent it 
in Independence, Mo., deep in the Truman 
Archives. 

No, the purview from Cambridge does not 
include the NFL; Harvard has sent four play- 
ers to the pros in the past 15 years. But Restic 
relishes seeing his players succeed elsewhere. 
“Whatever’s out there, they try it, they investi- 
gate it,” the school’s winningest coach said. 
“They're incredibly curious, and it shows in 
where they go. You don’t put these people on 
a ditto machine and run them off.” 

“We're a cross-sampling of what Harvard 
people do in general,” said Bryan Gescuk, a 
free safety on the 87 team and the unofficial 
team historian. “I’ve always been curious, and 
the people of various backgrounds at Har- 
vard, and their interests, sparked my curiosity 
even more.” 

If a Harvard diploma is a passport to the 
world, a football letter is a talisman for rising 
in it. “We know we're going to run the gamut 
— from international travel to investment 
broker — and this is where it starts,” Gescuk 
said. 

Harvard’s success in 1987 was supposed to 
start with running back Rufus Jones, 
but a knee injury limited him to one 

play — when he dashed into a game 
unauthorized to replace a player 

whose jersey had been torn off. Jones 
already had shone as impresario for 
benefit concerts and an organization 
called ICE (International Cultural Ex- 
change), which brought a Soviet hockey 
team to the States in the pre-Glasnost era. 

Frank Caprio, a cornerback who also in 
college pitched against Roger Clemens in 

an exhibition, already is a state represen- 
tative from Rhode Island. “My new sport 
is politics,” said Caprio, 24, whose dis- 
trict abuts one represented by the 
youngest of the Kennedy pols, Patrick. 
“I hope to run for statewide office, and 
down the road, the U.S. Senate.” Caprio also 
is finishing law school at Suffolk University in 
Boston. 

Dave Forman, a defensive back, was a U.S. 
Senate intern before returning home to Hawaii 
to attend law school. Another with designs on 
a legal career is Mike Hirshland, a defensive 
end who started the title season by blocking 
a punt against Columbia for a touchdown. 
Hirshland, Phi Beta Kappa and a National 
Hall of Fame Scholar Athlete, is a law student 
at the University of Virginia. 

Tony Hinz, an All-Ivy running back (789 
yards rushing in 1987) whose two touchdowns 
against Yale clinched the championship, was 
drafted and went to training camp with the 
New England Patriots, but left to attend med- 
ical school in Washington. Mike “Baron” Von 
Rueden, a safety, is in med school at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, Tom Aubin, a fourth- 
string defensive back who forced and recovered 
a fumble that saved the game against the Eli, 
teaches psychology at a military school on 
Long Island. 


Gescuk is midway through a five-year Ph.D 
program for pharmacology. He researches 
morphine use and abuse. “Mostly I look at rat 
brains on a computer screen for nine hours a 
day,” he said. “What we're focusing on is find- 
ing an analgesic that doesn’t have mood-ele- 
vating tendencies. If we can find something 
that just blocks pain without those effects — 
bingo.” 

Investment banking has become the domain 
of many from the title team. Brian “Buzzy” 
Barringer, a possession receiver who ran the 
Boston Marathon every year while at Har- 
vard, works for real estate conglomerate Tram- 
mell Crowe. Don Heberle, acornerback whose 
beer-can collection was the pride of North 
House, works in banking in Pittsburgh, Steve 
Pascucci, a nose tackle, works in New York 
for Union Bank of Switzerland. Kent Lucas, a 
tight end, is with Citibank, Greg Williams, a 
defensive tackle, is in bank management in 
Rhode Island. Investment banking also has 
claimed Don Peterson, a defensive end later 
to become Crimson captain, and Silas Myers, 
a wingback whose resume details some vivid 
exploits against Yale. 

Numerous players left Harvard for other 
countries, taking a bit of the game with them. 
Jim Bell, a defensive tackle, coached the Bar- 
celona Boxers to the Spanish championship, 
then joined NBC as a liaison to the 1992 
Summer Olympic Games. Maurice Frilot, a 
guard, became a bounty hunter in California, 
then played for Bell’s team in Barcelona. Tom 
McConnell, a defensive lineman, played with 
Frilot in Spain before returning to America 
and going into computer software sales. Room- 
mates Tim Perry, a backup quarterback, and 
split end Mark Bianchi helped bring football 
to the Soviet Union and then to Austria, and 
Tom Yohe, the starting quarterback who 
passed for 2,134 yards and 17 touchdowns in 
1987, plays football in Italy and plans to settle 
there. 

Wanderlust claimed linebacker Rick Mc- 
Intire, who lives a peripatetic life in Europe 
aboard his bicycle. Backup quarterback David 
Kuhn is traveling around the world on a jour- 
ney now in its third year. Running back Bob 
Glatz’s last missive from abroad bore the post- 
mark Pamplona, Spain. Cory Thabit, a defen- 
sive back, also roamed Europe before landing 
in Hollywood, where he and his younger 
brother, Kris, a reserve linebacker, work for 
Paramount Pictures. 

Not everyone chose high-minded occupa- 
tions. Richard Mau, a linebacker who once 
played after having his knee stitched at half- 
time, has gone into accounting. Guy Naga- 
hama, a reserve defensive lineman from Hawaii 
who came to terms with cold and snow, is in 
computer sales. Kevin Dulsky, a defensive 
end and team captain, is a regional sales man- 
ager for Canon. 

There also were a couple of flaws on Har- 
vard's gem of a season. A starting defensive 
back was thrown off the team and dismissed 
from school over an alleged racial incident, 
and a reserve linebacker went on a robbery 
spree in California one summer, earning him 


a prison sentence and notoriety as the “Har- 
vard Bandito.” 

Regardless where they end up geographi- 
cally, success usually is their province. Greg 
Gicewicez, a nose tackle who would become 
Harvard's defensive captain in 1988, got turned 
down on Wall Street for a job in investments, 
was given another interview with the firm, 
was rejected again, demanded a third inter- 
view based only on what he’d done in college 
football, and at last landed a position. 

“He said this was no way to treat a Harvard 
captain,” Gescuk marveled, “and they finally 
agreed with him.” 


QUICK SNAPS 


Dartmouth is the only Ivy team returning 
its starting quarterback (Matt Brzica) from 
1990.... Cornell’s John McNiff is the early 
favorite for the Bushnell Cup as lvy MVP; he 
was second to Dartmouth’s Shon Page last 
season. ... Brown.coach Mickey Kwiatkowski 
came upon an odd and successful novelty in 
the season finale against Columbia. Ona first- 
and-goal situation from the Lions’ 7, he re- 
moved the entire right side of his line, all re- 
ceivers and backs and inserted a mix of seniors, 
defensive linemen and linebackers. Two plays 
later, linebacker Duane Weirich scored behind 
the blocks of defensive tackles Reid Smith 
and Dave Petrella. “We knew the seniors 
would love it, and we thought everyone would 
get a good laugh when we unveiled it,” Kwiat- 
kowski said. “What we didn’t realize was how 
successful it would be.” The formation has 
been dubbed Hogs Left/Hogs Right. Look 
for it again in 1991.... Comell’s Scott Oliaro’s 
288-yard rushing day against Yale last season 
broke the school single-game record, previous- 
ly held by Ed Marinaro (281). Oliaro and 
MeNiff combined for 1,742 yards rushing last 
season. The school single-season record for 
one back is Marinaro’s 1,881 in 1971.... 
Brown’s All-Ivy tight end, Rodd Torbert, kept 
busy after the season by playing basketball for 
the Bears.

time in six seasons, Georgia Southern became 
its state’s only consensus national football 
champion of 1990. The Eagles won the Divi- 
sion I-AA title on the field — more precisely, 
on their field, neatly groomed Paulson Sta- 
dium in Statesboro. 

Unfortunately, therein lies a wrinkle in I- 
AA’s permanent-pressed coronation format. 
In winning all eight playoff games it played in 
1989 and 1990, Georgia Southern didn’t ven- 
ture from its roost, where it boasts a record of 
50-2. Paulson Stadium was the predetermined 
site for the national championship games both 
years, as it is in 1991. The Eagles’ successful 
bids to play host to all their games in the ear- 
lier rounds have left some opponents grum- 
bling. “The game was not much different than 
playing Notre Dame in Rome,” said Nevada 
coach Chris Ault after losing last year’s cham- 
pionship game. 

In truth, the playoffs in I-AA aren’t geared 
to answer all questions about who’s qualified 


to raise his index finger come Christmas. Some 
leagues and schools stay home, not subscrib- 
ing to the notion of life after the regular sea- 
son, Others pass up the postseason to schedule 
lucrative Thanksgiving games to end the regu- 
lar season on the same weekend the playoffs 
start. 

Two historically black conferences, the Mid- 
Eastern and Southwestern, are even going the 
way of I-A. Their respective champions will 
play in the inaugural Heritage Bowl in Flori- 
da’s Joe Robbie Stadium on Dec. 21 — the 
same day as the I-AA title game in Statesboro.

Seventeen starters are back 
for coach Dennis Raetz, including 1,300-yard 
rusher Derrick Franklin and Charles Swann, 
the Gateway’s leading receiver and I-AA’s top 
kickoff returner (32.1, 2 TDs). Eastern Illi- 
nois needs stability at QB, but things look fine 
elsewhere. The offense returns 10 starters, in- 
cluding 5-7, 160-pound TB Jamie Jones (1,055 
yr). Coach Bob Spoo’s defense always is solid. 
Ilinois State had a disappointing 5-6 record 
but played stingy defense. A solid nucleus 
returns in DT Tony Jones, LB Wilbert Brown 
and S Anthony Burton, but the offense is a big 
concern for coach Jim Heacock. Southern 
Illinois coach Bob Smith scrambled to plug a 
leaky defense with jucos, but the prize addi- 
tion may be TE Doug Amaya, a senior transfer 
who once started for Illinois. Western Illinois 
lost its cousin connection, top rusher Mike 
Cox and All-America nickel back Bryan Cox. 
Hope for coach Randy Ball comes with anew 
multiple offense and the maturation of sopho- 
more QB Willie Davis.

As in Division I-A, the pool of Independ- 
ents in I-AA is shrinking. Nicholls State took 
its act to the Southland this season; in 1993, 
William & Mary, James Madison and North- 
eastern join the Yankee. One constant has 
been Georgia Southern, the Notre Dame of I- 
AA. The Eagles didn’t skip a beat last year 
under first-year head coach Tim Stowers, who 
replaced legendary Erk Russell, winning their 
fourth I-AA title in the past six years. The 
Eagles are 8-) in playoff games over the past 
two years, with every game at Paulson Sta- 
dium, where GSU is 50-2 overall. It’s a com- 
petitive advantage they don't need.

TB Robert Green (1,185 yr, 17 TDs) 
runs behind OT Peter Reid, and QB Chris 
Hakel is a potential All-American. The only 
weakness is a secondary that was burned often 
in 1990. Youngstown State, the only Divi- 
sion I team with a perfect 1990 regular season, 
is spearheaded by a hard-hitting defense (plus 
19 turnovers in 90). Central Florida ended 
Youngstown’s dream season with a first-round 
playoff upset, but lost nine offensive starters 
after the season. LBs Rick Hamilton and Bob 
Spitulski lead a quality defense. Samford still 
is building after the jump from Division II] in 
1987. Coach Terry Bowden, Bobby’s son, 
finally has depth, and he likes QB Ben Wig- 
gins. Liberty lacks runners, so Sam Rutigli- 
ano (14-7 in two seasons) will order QB Robbie 
Justino (3,076 yp in 90) to put it up often. 
Western Kentucky, 2-8 last season, has been 
inconsistent, but should approach .500. James 
Madison has a new coach in former Arizona 
aide Rip Seherer. The Dukes again will be 
an above-average defensive club, and FB Joe 
Sparksman is a sleeper. Arkansas State, aim- 
ing for I-A status in 1992, has a remodeled 
stadium seating 32,570, but a schedule (seven 
I-A teams) built for failure.

Experience makes North Carolina A&T 
the team to beat in the Mid-Eastern Athletic 
Conference. Last season, Bill Hayes” Aggies 
were supposed to be fodder for the upper divi- 
sion, but surprised by finishing second, a two- 
point loss at Florida A&M away from being 
unbeaten league champions. A&T yielded 78 
points in league play, 47 fewer than any other 
team. Nineteen starters are back to get it right. 
Florida A&M, which won its first outright 
MEAC title, is the top challenger.

DE Kevin Little (11 sacks) 
and DT Knox Thompson (77 tackles) lead the 
stop unit. Florida A&M also is strong at QB 
with Antoine Ezell (2,294 yp, 20 TDs). He'll 
throw to sophomore WR Terry Mickens (24 
pc, 420 yds). The talented line includes OT 
Terry Beauford (6-3, 280), who could end up 
in the NFL, and C Wally Williams. DE Irvin 
Clark is the Rattlers’ best defender. Delaware 
State led the league with 432.1 yards per game 
last season. After a 31-7 season-opening loss 
to Jackson State, the Hornets scored more 
than 30 points five times and never went below 
24. Two offensive stars return: OL Rod Mil- 
stead and RB Michael Murray (708 yr in eight 
games). RB Doug Reed (447 yr) averaged a 
whopping 8.3 yards per carry. An improved 
pass defense (238 ypg last year) would make 
the Hornets contenders, Howard started strong 
at 5-0, then lost five of its last six games. Nigel 
Greene (6-6, 320) is a first-rate OL and Walter

A 
strong defensive line includes two-time OVC 
all-star Ernest Thompson, Greg McKee and 
David Wilkins, DB Craig Brooks is EKU’s 
other returning all-league player. Middle Ten- 
nessee had 20 starters back for the 1990 sea- 
son, eight this year, but there’s quality in future 
NFL OT Steve McAdoo (6-4, 285), a second- 
team All-American last year as a sophomore, 
and TB Joe Campbell (1,196 yr, 7.5, 13 TDs), 
a first-team All-American.

The Eagles had the OVC’s 
top three receivers a year ago, and two are 
back: WR Dave Pingue (58 pe, 836 yds, 7 
TDs) and TE Brandon Ford (38 pe, 439 yds). 
If a capable QB is found to replace OVC 
leader Chris Swartz, it could be a three-team 
title chase. Another team on the upswing is 
Tennessee State, which posted its first win- 
ning record since 1986, QB James Wade (2,052 
yp, 16 TDs) leads the Big Blue.

Offensive Player of the Year who finished 
fifth nationally in passing efficiency. The Cru- 
saders return four starters from a defense that 
was second nationally in scoring (9.6 ppg). If 
Lehigh can give talented QB Glenn Kempa 
(3,000 yp, 18 TDs, 3rd in I-AA total offense) 
protection, the Engineers will score. The team’s 
top two wideouts combined for 113 catches, 
1,924 yards and 12 TDs last season. Both 
return, but no linemen do, The defense should 
be steady, thanks to standout ILB Lee Pica- 
riello and a stingy secondary. Bucknell grad- 
uated its offensive line, passing attack and 
three-quarters of a talented secondary, TB 
Brian Henesey (815 yr) can runif given room. 
Coach Lou Maranzana hopes his defense 
doesn't allow opponents to do the same. After 
two straight losing seasons, Colgate re- 
bounded from a 4-7 season in 1989 to 7-4 (3-2 
league) last year, but fourth-year coach Mike 
Foley may have to wait for further improve- 
ment.

De- 
fending champ Massachusetts builds its re- 
peat hopes around a strong defense (256.7 
ypg, 2nd in the nation; 10 returning starters) 
and an experienced offensive line that should 
help offset the loss of talented QB Gary Wil- 
kos (broken vertebrae). At Villanova, 19 start- 
ers return from a team that won four of its last 
five while yielding only 37 points in that span. 
After staggering through much of last season, 
Delaware's wing-T offense woke up in the 
final three games (94 points) and should re- 
main alert this season. Seventeen starters are 
among 44 lettermen returning for veteran 
coach Tubby Raymond. Connecticut gradu- 
ated Matt DeGennaro, the conference’s all- 
time leading passer. The Huskies still should 
be potent, but the defense is suspect. Rhode 
Isiand lost six games, five by a total of 24 
points. Ten returning offensive starters and 
eight on defense could reverse the Rams’ for- 
tunes. Second-year coach Kirk Ferentz will 
help Maine celebrate its 100th anniversary 
of football by getting the ball to All-Yankee 
HB Carl Smith often, An improvement on 
last year’s disappointing 3-8 (2-6 league) record 
is likely. Boston University dazzled the league 
with its run-and-shoot offense last season, but 
lost seven starters, including QB Stan Greene 
(3,135 yp; 17 TDs). The league’s worst defense 
returns 10 starters, which could be a blessing 
or a curse. Richmond lacks depth. Another 
trip to the league basement appears imminent 
for the Spiders, who were outscored 312-133 
last year.

GUESSING GAME 


The good folks of Texas aren’t so stodgy 
after all. Years after righteously proclaiming 
there are only two sports of importance — 
football and spring football — they now openly 
acknowledge a third: football recruiting. 

Neatly tucked between the bowl games and 
spring drills, the recruiting season has taken 
on a life of its own. From Seattle to Gaines- 
ville, San Diego to Syracuse, newspapers and 
airwaves are filled with recruiting talk, sup- 
plemented by an entire industry of recruiting 
magazines and newsletters, blue-chip lists, ex- 
pert analysts and 900-hot-line phone numbers. 

February’s Top 20 is earning as much atten- 
tion as the rankings from September to Janu- 
ary. “It’s a lot like the NFL draft,” said Rick 
George, who helped turn Colorado around in 
the late 80s as recruiting coordinator and now 
is assistant athletic director of football opera- 
tions and coordinator of recruiting at Van- 
derbilt. “It’s fun to follow it. There’s the ex- 
citement when your school gets a big name 
and the frowns when you don't. It’s like another 
whole season, really.” 

And winning that season translates into 
success, right? Win a recruiting derby and a 
national title follows shortly. That’s what the 
recruiting gurus and media imply, It’s what 
the alumni believe. It’s what the coaches fear 
— because it isn’t true, Recruiting has enough 
history for one to conclude that, while it’s fun 
and intriguing, it’s a totally inexact science. 

The recruiting analysts can’t foresee if a 
blue-chip prep player will wreck a knee or fail 
to fill out. They can't predict if a superstar 
prep will transfer after two seasons or flunk 
out. They can’t see into the head or heart of a 
kid who’s able to rise above his apparent phys- 
ical limitations. 

Among the many examples of recruiting’s 
inexact nature: 

® Colorado shared half of a national title 
in 1990 and contended for one in 1989, but the 
Buffs rarely have made anyone’s Top 20 re- 
cruiting rankings. Their 1986 class, including 
All-American Joe Garten, Tim James, Dave 
McCloughan and Mark Vander Poel, was 
exceptional, yet ranked no better than 16th. 

In 1987, Don Heinrich’s College Football 
formed a consensus (see chart) from the opin- 
ions of three recruiting gurus, Dick Lascola 
(Fallbrook, Calif.), Max Emfinger (Houston) 
and Joe Terranova (Detroit), Only Lascola, 
one of the few in the business with a coaching 
background, ranked Colorado (19th). That 
°87 class included the heart of the 1990 nation- 
al champions: Eric Bieniemy, George Hem- 
ingway, Kanavis McGhee, Alfred Williams, 
Mike Pritchard and Joel Steed. 

The only time Colorado earned a Top 10

ranking was in 1980, when Blue Chip maga- 
zine ranked the Buffaloes seventh. Most of 
those players were seniors in 1983 and 1984, 
when the Buffs went 4-7 and 1-10. 

“If you had a coaches poll about recruiting, 
it would be a lot different than most of these 
magazines,” George said. “The coaches know 
who the real players are.” 

® Georgia Tech earned the other half of 
the national crown last season, yet didn’t make 
anyone’s Top 20 in the past five years. The 
Wreck’s 1986 class produced Thomas Balk- 
com, Jeremiah McClary, Joe Siffri and Chris 
Simmons, The 1987 class included Stefen Scot- 
ton and Tom Covington. All were instrumen- 
tal players on Bobby Ross’ unbeaten squad 
last season, 

“It’s very difficult to rate recruiting classes,” 
Ross said, “We look at some (recruiting serv- 
ices). They're not wrong all of the time and 
some do their homework. But they're also not 
as accurate as some people believe, either, I 
mean, I can't even rate my own classes for at 
least two years down the road. I’ve got to see 
how the kids develop, handle academics and 
things like that. So many things can go wrong.”

about premature recruiting judgments, His 1986 
class was ranked first or second by every major 
recruiting publication. Eight of 19 players 
earned prep All-America acclaim; the other 
11 were honorable mention, Only 1! of those 
19 players finished their careers at UCLA. 
Two transferred, including linebacker Brian 
Jones, who went on to achieve All-SWC ac- 
claim at Texas. Two quit because of injuries, 
including defensive tackle Bryan Wilcox, who 
suffered a series of concussions. Four left for 
other reasons, including safety Anthony Bur- 
nett, who lettered in 1987 and '88 but never 
regained form after shattering a leg in a car 
accident. 

Only seven players from that class made 
significant multiseason contributions for 
UCLA. “I've taken the same stance for years,” 
Donahue said. “You don’t know what you 
have till the kids adjust to college academi- 
cally, socially and athletically, A player blows 
a knee and suddenly the guy who got you 
ranked high can’t play anymore. Players often 
turn out to be non-productive, or they transfer, 
or they simply don't develop.” 

Another shortcoming is the public percep- 
tion that the recruiting services are sophisti- 
cated talent evaluators with the resources to 
sift through and rate thousands of high school 
players. Fans devour the lists and rankings, 
then relay their expectations and concerns to 
the head coach, who feels enough pressure as 
it is. 

“A couple of weeks after we won the national 
championship,” said Ross, “I was leaving a 
basketball game and some alums were asking 
why we weren't getting so-and-so. Now you're 
being evaluated how you recruit. Now you're 
expected to win the recruiting polls, too.” 

With few exceptions, coaches have little 
respect for the people gathering the informa- 
tion and compiling the polls. “There are two 
or three so-called experts who are supposedly 
informed,” Donahue said. “But they’re self- 
proclaimed experts. They've never coached, 
They ve never recruited. They have absolutely 
no background to say who is or isn’t a prospect. 

“TI was listening to a talk show recently and 
the host referred to a kid I knew as a ‘big-time 
player who will be a three-year starter.’ There’s 
just no way this kid will be a three-year starter 
at the school he went to. So much information 
the public receives is often incorrect, inflated 
or exaggerated. To say they’re accurate is a 
joke.” 

“They rate the kid according to where he 
visits,” said Southern California head coach 
Larry Smith. “The kid who visits five Pac-10 
schools is going to be graded higher than the 
kid who visits five WAC schools. They forget 
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that kids often look for different things. They 
may want to leave home. There may be aca- 
demic concerns. It depends on where a kid 
fits.” 

The “experts” are on the defensive. Super- 
Prep magazine’s Allen Wallace, who ranks 
the top players and classes for Don Hein- 


rich’s College Football, feels his role is. 


misunderstood. 
“T've never viewed myself as a superscout,” 
Wallace said. “I've never pretended to be any-

Shuler, No. | among quarterbacks according 
to Blue Chip, was in the middle of an intense 
recruiting battle among North Carolina, Ala- 
bama and Tennessee. The Vols got a big-time 
recruit with size (6-3, 205, 4.7) and athleticism 
(high jumps 6-9). Shuler, who ran a veer of- 
fense at Swain County High in Bryson City, 
N.C., rushed for 30 career TDs and passed for 
74. He also was an all-state safety. With Andy 
Kelly back at Tennessee, Shuler, like Davis, 
will be a spectator for most of 91. Eventually, 
he could spend more than one birthday (New 
Year’s Eve) in New Orleans preparing for the 
Sugar Bowl. 

3. MARQUETTE SMITH, TB, Florida 
State — “The Human Highlight Film” 
probably was this year’s most heavily recruited 
player; nearly every I-A school contacted him. 
Smith (5-9, 190, 4.4), USA Today Offensive 
Player of the Year, picked the Seminoles over 
Florida just before letter-of-intent day. Some 
compare Smith to Barry Sanders. Smith’s 
career at Lake Howell High in Winter Park, 
Fla., included 6,733 yards rushing and 88 
scores. With tremendous vision and good 
hands, he also is dangerous as a receiver out of 
the backfield. Though All-American Amp Lee 
is ahead of him at FSU, Smith could make an 
early impact for the No. I-ranked Seminoles. 
4. MIKE MILLER, WR, Notre Dame — 
Irish coach Lou Holtz says Miller is uncannily 
similar to Raghib Ismail; if that’s close to cor- 
rect, Notre Dame has another potential mega- 
star, Miller (5-7, 165, 4.3) was an electrifying 
threat catching passes and returning kicks at 
Willowridge High in Sugar Land, Texas. Asa 
junior, he was state runner-up in both the 100 
and 200 meters. Texas and Miami came clos- 
est to getting him, though it never was much 
of a contest. With Ismail in the NFL, Miller 
should play early. 

5. DERRICK BROOKS, SS, Florida State 
— Brooks was rated by most scouts as the fin- 
est defensive back in the country, though some

thing other than a vehicle to let the average 
person know who the kids are and what schools 
they’re considering. I don't look at 500 cans of 
film and don't think people really care who 
Allen Wallace thinks is good. 

“But we do talk to people who cover high 
school football and find out who the best ath- 
letes are. And we do talk to the high school 


coaches, who tell us who their good players 
are, and who the good players are on teams 
they'll play. And we do talk to college recruit- 
ers to find out who they're interested in.” 

So the relationship between college coaches 
and recruiting services exists at drawn lances. 
That won't change, because as long as coaches 
spend their winters competing for talent, there 
will be recruiting experts watching and rating 
this competition, and fans eager for the infor- 
mation they provide.

Ronnie Lott-type, he uses superior speed, 
strength, mobility and a hitter’s mentality to 
dominate. Brooks (6-1, 205, 4.5) starred at 
Washington High in Pensacola, Fla., where 
he was named a Dial Scholar Athlete. The 
Seminoles lost their top two strong safeties 
(Bill Ragans and John Wyche), so Brooks 
could play early. 

6. NAPOLEAN KAUFMAN, TB, Washing- 
ton — “Nap” owns amazing moves, cut-back 
ability and acceleration. Though hampered 
by a bad ankle his senior season at Lompoc, 
Calif., High, Kaufman rushed for 1,960 yards 
and 28 TDs, and added four more scores on 
returns and two on pass receptions. His 86 
career TDs rank second in state history behind 
California’s Russell White. Huskies coach Don 
James rarely plays true freshmen, but with 
Greg Lewis in the NFL, Kaufman (5-9, 170, 
4.4) could be a notable exception. 

7. JASON LAYMAN, DT, Tennessee — 
Some recruiters rated Layman as the finest 
Tennessee tackle prospect produced in the last 
decade. Layman (6-6, 265, 5.0) has strength 
(375-pound bench press), quickness and intel- 
ligence. As a senior at Sevier County High in

Sevierville, Tenn., he had 15 tackles for loss 
and five sacks, He seriously considered Flor- 
ida before choosing the Vols. 


8. DAMEIAN JEFFRIES, LB/TE, Ala- 
bama — The top-rated tight end in the 
nation, Jeffries is projected as an outside line- 
backer by Alabama. His signing with the Tide 
was a major blow to Auburn, which had been 
recruiting Jeffries since he was a 10th-grader. 
As asenior at B.B. Comer High in Sylacauga, 
Ala., Jeffries (6-5, 240, 4.8) scored on 10 of 
his 18 receptions and led the team in sacks 
from his defensive tackle position. Alabama is 
loaded at linebacker, so Jeffries will have time 
to learn the position. 


9. ERIC ZEIER, QB, Georgia — The At- 
lanta Journal and Constitution rated Zeier 
the No. | prospect in the nation. In two years 
at Marietta, Ga., High, Zeier (6-2, 200, 4.8) 
passed for 4,502 yards and earned a reputa- 
tion as a poised leader who can take control of 
a game when it counts. He enrolled early at 
Georgia under a special admissions program 
for superior students and participated in spring 
practice. The Bulldogs return three quarter- 
backs with starting experience, but Zeier may 
not sit long. 


10. JAMIR MILLER, OLB, UCLA — The 
most heavily recruited linebacker in the nation, 
Miller visited Ohio St. and Notre Dame, 
among others, before choosing the Bruins. 
Miller (6-5, 220, 4.7) struggled with injuries as 
a senior at El Cerrito, Calif., High, but still 
managed 122 tackles from his inside linebacker 
spot. He has potential to become a dominat- 
ing pass rusher, and may be the best defender 
signed by the Bruins in the last decade. 


11. JUSTIN ARMOUR, GB, Stanford — 
From a small school (Manitou Springs High) 
in Colorado, Armour already has gained noto- 
riety as the subject of a Sports Illustrated 
story. A two-sport star, Armour (6-6, 208, 4.6) 
also will play basketball for Stanford, to which 
he orally committed more than three months 
before letter-of-intent day. With Jason Palum- 
bis returning at quarterback, Cardinal coach 
Dennis Green reportedly will redshirt Armour. 
Stanford coaches love his size, arm strength 
and passing touch. He’s also mobile — he was 
sacked only twice in three seasons. Asa senior, 
he passed for 25 TDs and ran for 27 more. 


12. ROB JOHNSON, GB, Southern Cal 
— Johnson (6-4, 195, 4.75) was part of a 
dynamic three-player package from El Toro, 
Calif., High to choose USC, including line- 
backer Brian Haas and offensive lineman 
Jeremy Hogue. Johnson, brother of Michi- 
gan State quarterback Bret Johnson, was 
dazzling in his first full year at quarterback, 
passing for 29 TDs and completing 68.3 per- 
cent of his attempts. He is effective passing 


from the pocket or running with the ball. He 
may play baseball at USC. 


. MIKE HENDRICKS, CB, Texas A&M 
— Hendricks (6-0, 185, 4.5) had only three 
interceptions his senior season at Judson High 
in Converse, Texas, but few opposing quar- 
terbacks dared test him. He has the speed 
(14.1 in the 110 meter high hurdles) and text- 
book footwork to be a standout corner for the 
Aggies. Listed at 5-11, 160, by most recruiting 
publications, Hendricks is listed at 6-0, 185, 
by A&M. 


14. STEPHEN PITTS, TB, Penn State 
— A powerful runner with a tremendous first 
step, Pitts (6-1, 195, 4.45) rushed for 1,940 
yards and scored 24 TDs as a senior at South 
High in Middletown, N.J. “Mikey” is a leader. 
He is one of six quality running backs signed 
by Joe Paterno, who sold potential recruits on 
the opportunity to play in the Rose Bowl 
(PSU joins the Big Ten in 1993). 

15. TRENT ZENKEWICZ, DT, Michigan 
— “Zenk” was double- and triple-teamed 
throughout his senior season at St. Ignatius 
High in Cleveland, yet still recorded 22 tackles 
for loss. Zenkewicz (6-5, 260, 4.9), a relentless 
competitor, will get bigger with weight work, 
and he’s already a quality athlete (28-inch ver- 
tical jump). 

16. KEVIN CARTER, LB, Florida — Car- 
ter (6-5, 238, 4.65) ranks with Jamir Miller 
(No. 10 on this list) as the best linebackers in 
the Class of 91. A punishing hitter, Carter 
was in on 122 tackles his senior season at Lin- 
coln High in Tallahassee, Fla. He’s best suited 
for the inside, where his excellent balance and 
low center of gravity work to his advantage. 


17. RYAN HUFFMAN, GB, LSU — Huff- 
man (6-3, 205, 4.5), perhaps the best athlete in 
Texas, could help at several positions, but 
he'll likely get first crack at the Tigers’ quar- 
terback spot. As a senior at Clear Lake High 
in Houston, Huffman was outstanding in his 
first full season as a quarterback: 175 for 293 
for 2,271 yards and 17 TDs. He also rushed 
for 15 scores and saw limited duty at safety. 
18. ROYMON MALCOLM, RB, Auburn 
— One of several top prospects from powerful 
Ruston, La., High, Malcolm (6-3, 200, 4.5) 
was the best big back in the 1991 recruiting 
derby. Combining speed, power and size, he 
rushed for 1,286 yards (8 yards per carry) as 
a senior. He is also an effective receiver out 
of the backfield. Ruston teammates Rodney 
Young (defensive back) and Bobby Williams 
(linebacker) both signed with LSU. 


19. TYRONE WHEATLEY, TB, Michigan 
— Projected as a tailback at Michigan, Wheat- 
ley was a Parade All-American as a defensive 
back. He made 13 tackles in the state cham- 
pionship game for Robichaud High in Dear- 
born Heights, Mich. He also played quarter- 
back, running back, punter, kicker and kick 
returner, and he scored 253 points as a senior. 
Wheatley (6-5, 215, 4.4, 10.46 100 meters), 
thought to be headed to Michigan State, sur- 
prised everyone by choosing Michigan, which 
already has standout sophomore Ricky Pow- 
ers at tailback. 


20. SAM ADAMS, DL, Texas A&M — 
The Aggies won a fierce recruiting battle with 
Texas and Oklahoma for Adams (6-4, 270, 
4.85), who can out-muscle and out-quick most 
opponents. As asenior at Cypress Creek High 
in Houston, Adams caused eight fumbles, 
broke up seven passes and had 23 sacks. He is 
the son of former NFL defensive end Julius 
Adams. 
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21. GREG FREY, OL, Florida State — 
Generally considered the No. | offensive line 
prospect in the nation, Frey has all the tools: 
intelligence (1030 SAT score), strength (355- 
pound bench press), agility and quick feet — 
not to mention fantastic size (6-5, 275, 5.0), As 
a senior at Clearwater, Fla., High, Frey was 
credited with 49 “pancake” blocks (putting his 
opponent flat on his back). 

22. RODNEY THOMAS, RB, Texas A&M 
— Thomas (5-11, 195, 4.45) signed with the 
Aggies after orally committing to LSU. He 
had a phenomenal career at Groveton, Texas, 
High, rushing for 8,441 yards and 111 TDs, 
moving him past everyone but the Sugar Land 
Express, Kenneth Hall, on the state rushing 
charts. Thomas led his team to back-to-back 
Class 2A state tutles. 


23. GREG DELONG, TE, North Carolina 
— Delong (6-4, 235, 4.6) has the size to beat 
opponents at the line of scrimmage and good 
pass-catching ability, As a senior at Orefield, 
Pa., High, Delong caught 30 passes for 344 
yards and recorded 13 sacks at defensive end. 
He should contribute early for the Tar Heels. 
24. DEOLLO ANDERSON, DB, Michi- 
gan — A nagging Achilles’ tendon injury 
slowed Anderson during his senior season at 
Ursuline High in Youngstown, Ohio, but he 
still managed 22 career interceptions. Ander- 
son (6-1, 190, 4.45) has the speed to play cor- 
nerback and the strength and savvy to play 
safety. He’s another top Ohio recruit for 
Michigan, which also signed Trent Zenkewicz 
(No. 15) and highly regarded offensive line- 
aul Barry of Moeller High in Cincinnati. 
CLINT MOORE, DT, Colorado — 
Moore, regarded by some as the top recruit in 
Colorado, has tremendous lateral mobility, 
footwork and strength. He led his Longmont 
High team to 28 consecutive victories. Moore 
(6-4, 285, 4.9) had 30 sacks in his career. He 
was state champion in the shot-put (57-9) as a 
junior and plans to compete in track for the 


ffaloes. 
Gs PATRICK RILEY, DL, Miami — Riley 
(6-6, 255, 4.9) dominated on the high school 
level with his aggressiveness and excellent 
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mobility. He had 13 tackles for loss as a senior 
at powerful Archbishop Shaw High in Mar- 
rero, La, “My gut feeling told me Miami,” 
Riley said. “I might be the only true freshman 
who plays.”

28. TOM TUMULTY, LB, Pittsburgh —

Tumulty, projected as a linebacker for the 
Panthers, was a two-way star at Penn Hills 
High in Verona, Pa., where he made 125 tack- 
les and had 26 receptions as a senior. Pitt is 
thin at inside linebacker, so he could play 
early, 

29, DAVID WEEKS, OL, Georgia — 
Weeks (6-6, 245, 5.0) has the frame to support 
alot more weight, which will come with weight 
training. He already has fine technique and 
the long arms needed for a quality college pass 
blocker. He starred at Marist High in Atlanta. 


. NORMAN WATKINS, LB, Texas — 

A burner for a linebacker, Watkins (6-1, 200, 
4.5) can blitz or cover with equal ability. As a 
senior at Irving, Texas, High, he had 87 tack- 
les and 18 sacks. He made one appearance at 
running back, gaining 125 yards in 20 carries. 
Watkins agonized over his college choice and 
nearly chose Miami, which destroyed the Long- 
horns in the 1991 Cotton Bowl. 
31. JACK JACKSON, WR, Florida — Of 
the prospects viewed as potential “Rockets,” 
Mike Miller (No. 4) and Jackson are most 
likely to fulfill that promise. Jackson (5-9, 
165, 4.3) returned punts and kickoffs and split 
time at wide receiver and running back for 
Moss Point, Miss., High. As a senior, he 
rushed for 490 yards as part of a four-man 
backfield rotation and caught 19 passes. He 
also returned two kickoffs for scores. 


32. CLARENCE McCULLOUGH, RB, 
Baylor — McCullough (6-2, 195, 4.55) has 
outstanding moves and good size, and was 
pursued by schools as far away as Syracuse. 
He rushed for 1,579 yards on 270 carries his 
senior season at Consolidated High in Lamar, 
Texas. He’s one of four quality runners signed 
by the Bears, including Louis Fite from Waco, 
Texas, a Parade All-American as a defensive 
back who many observers rated as a better 
prospect than McCullough. 


33. ANTONIO ROBINSON, DL, Tennes- 
see — Robinson soon will be lining up next 
to Jason Layman (No. 7) in the defensive 
trenches for the Vols. As a two-way senior at 
Frayser High in Memphis, he played every 
play of every game and recorded 135 tackles, 
18 sacks and three blocked punts from his 
defensive end spot. “Brick” (6-7, 240, 4.9) has 
run a 51.3 400 meters and can high jump 6-3. 

ROBERT LOYA, OL, Southern Cal 
— Loya and fellow Trojans recruit Clay Hat- 
tabaugh formed a lethal line duo for Fontana, 
Calif., High, which went 24-2 the past two 
seasons.’ Loya (6-3, 275, 5.0) can bench press 
365 pounds and dead lift 600. He combines 
that strength with an aggressive nature. He 
made all his team’s line calls the past two years. 
35. FELMAN MALVEAUX, WR, Michi- 
gan — The Wolverines signed only one wide- 
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out, but he’s a good one. Malveaux (6-0, 170, 
4.5) has speed, good hands and great leaping 
ability. As a senior at Beaumont, Texas, High, 
he caught 49 passes for 1,139 yards and 16 
TDs. He also had six interceptions as a defen- 
sive back (two returned for TDs) and added 
three more scores on kick returns. 


36. LUKE BENCIE, GB, Florida — A true 
double threat, Bencie (6-3, 197, 4.6) hurt oppo- 
nents on the ground (575 yards, eight TDs) 
and through the air (674 yards) as a senior 
while directing a wishbone offense for River- 
view High in Sarasota, Fla. Bencie audibles 
well, makes good decisions and has the intan- 
gibles to be a winner. He'll give the Gators the 
luxury of a diversified attack from the quar- 
terback position. 


3% STEVE HOFFMANN, DL, Washing- 
ton — The best defensive lineman on 
the West Coast followed his brother Dave, a 
Huskies linebacker, to Seattle. The younger 
Hoffman (6-6, 245, 4.9) was a standout athlete 
at Pioneer High in San Jose, Calif., where 
he was a four-year basketball letterman and 
played several positions on the football field. 
He had 13 sacks as a senior and has a 27-inch 
vertical jump. 


JOHN HORN, DL, Illinois — Horn (6- 
6, , 5.0) has the frame to support 280 
pounds and a giant wingspan. The Illini pro- 
ject him as a defensive lineman, though he was 
a prep All-American as an offensive lineman 
at Catholic High in Joliet, Lll., where he led his 
team to more than 4,000 yards rushing his 
senior season. “Horndog” is an accomplished 
power-lifter (500-pound squat, 365-pound 
bench press). 
39. SCOTT BLANTON, K/P, Oklahoma 
— Blanton, from Norman, Okla., High, didn’t 
have to leave his hometown to find a college 
scholarship. As a prep, Blanton (6-1, 210) 
converted field goals from 50-plus yards and 
averaged 43.4 yards per punt. His kickoffs are 
automatic end zone shots. He also may play 
baseball for the Sooners. 


40. DERWIN JEFFCOAT, P, South Caro- 
lina — Jeffcoat (6-2, 210) provides the Game- 
cocks with a combination of punting distance 
and hang-time. He averaged 48.6 yards per 
punt as a senior at Hannah-Pamplico High in 
Pamplico, S.C. He likely will redshirt in 1991 
because South Carolina returns starting punt- 
er Daren Parker. 


41. TEDDY LAWRENCE, DB, UCLA — 
Though Lawrence gained his all-star status as 
an option quarterback at San Diego’s Morse 
High, he projects as a defensive back for the 
Bruins. He has the speed to cover (10.7 100 
meters) and the athleticism (23-6 long jump) 
to make the big play. Lawrence (5-10, 175, 
4.5) led his team to a 14-0 record, rushing 
for 1,434 yards and 23 TDs and passing for 
another 13 scores. 


42. MARIO NOLAN, LB, Georgia — A 
two-way star at Hamilton High in Memphis, 
Nolan (6-3, 220, 4.55) figures as a linebacker 
for the Bulldogs. As a junior, he finished sec- 
ond in the state in the 200 meter dash (21.5). 
As asenior, he played both tailback (976 yards 
in eight games) and linebacker (11 sacks). 
Hamilton High has been a good source of 
talent for Georgia; current players Damon 
Ward and Bernard Williams are alumni. 


43. ANDRE JOHNSON, OL, Penn State 
— The biggest player among the Top 50, 
Johnson (6-6, 280, 5.1) has a vertical jump of 
24 inches and can squat 600 pounds. He starred

and athleticism to be a first-rate Pac-10 quar- 
terback. 

JOHN ELMORE, OG, Texas — From

was the best offensive lineman in a state filled 
with good ones. “Elmo” is tough, flexible, 
strong (350-pound bench press) and intelligent 
(1020 SAT). He’s also an adept long-snapper. 
47. HUNTLEY BAKICH, LB, Notre Dame 
— Bakich (6-3, 210, 4.5) would be the first to 


tell you he really runs a 4.4 (he has run a 10.8 
100 meters), but he won't be running that fast 
after he puts on the 25 pounds he'll need to 
play linebacker at Notre Dame.
